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I, 
SOME PONTIC ERAS. 


Having recently had the opportunity of going carefully 
through the whole series of Pontic coms, [ have collected 
some new facts andl observations concerning the eras used 
in that region, which may be of some interest even to the 
not strictly nurniamistical reader. 


1.—Corms or Pyruoponis. 


The drachms of Queen Pythodoris, as is well known, 
areof two types: one with the laureate head of Augustus, 
the other with the head of Tiberias, recognizable, notwith- 
standing the absence of any legend, by features of much 
greater breadth. On both types the inseription of the 
reverse reads BAZTIAIZEA TTYGOANPIZ ETOYE = 
(year 60). Tthnas be@n argued thatas both coins date from 
the same year, though bearing different heads, they must 
have been struck in the very year when Tiberius succeeded 
Augustus, i.e 40. 14, The origin of the era woul be 

therefore (604+1}—l4=47 nc, in Other words the battle 
of Zela. * 

o ‘his #wisoning is not quite correct. Pontic years begin, 
‘of course,"towards the equinox of autumn, say October 1. 
Ou the other hand, as Professor W, M. Romany has well 
observed, oras connected with an historical event always 
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start from the first day of the local year in which the event 
took place, even if it happened towards the end of the 
year. Ey., the era of liberty” on the coins of Anmuma, 
though related, as we know by Strabo, to the fall/of the 
tyrant Straton subsequent to the battle of Actium (Septem- 
ber 2,31 nc.j, begins in October, 62 nc, and not, as 
Imhoof writes, in 31 mc, Now Juliue Coser won the 
battle of Zelu, as we learn from a Roman calendar, on 
Auguat 2,47 8.c. Therefore, an era connected with this 
battle ought to begin in Outober, 48 (not 47) o.c., ond 
year 60) Pythodor. would be October, 12 a.p,,to October, 15 
ap. But as Tihertun succeeded on August 19, 14 a.n., 
coin of year 12-13 4.0, with hia head ia clearly impossible. 

The conclusion is, that a the Pythodorie om really 
storts from October, 47, it has nothing to do with the 
buttle of Zelu: indeed this battle had no effect either on 
the fundamental organization of Pontus, or on the fate of 
the Polomora, o family not mentioned in Pontus before 
36 nc. (Dio, xlix. 25) Wehave here simply a " Canarian 
ora,” with the samo starting poimt os that of Gabala in 
Syria. 

To. return to our coins, it is commonly assumed that the 
Angustue drachm was struck before the death of that 
emperor, and the Tiberins drachim after. But this 
“#upposition is highly improbable. Why should Pytho- 
doris have chosen to strike coins with the head of 
Augustus just the very Inst months of hia life? Far 
more likely ia it fhut both drachms were struck’ 
simmultancously, immedintely after the accession af 
Tibertus, esy in September, 14 a.n. On the “‘Augusian 
ean, the emperor is represented ma deified; father 
and adopted son are thus associated in a common 
homin gre. 
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Tit both coins are: contemporary is also confirmed by 
the nnulogy of their reverse types, the Capricorn for 
Augustas, the Balance (or, ona Paris specimen, Sun in 
Balance) for Tiberius, ‘The astrological meaning of these 
types needs no demonstration, but their exact attribution 
is mn matter of doubt, and deserves to be stated more 
precisely. ‘The Capricorn is surely the genethlisc sign of 
Augustus, us expressly stated by several authors! Dut, 
as Augustus was born on September 22, tu: n.t., al day- 
break, the Capricorn cannot be the sign under which the 
sun rose al this period (this was the Balance), nor, what 
in this case i4 identicul, the sign thet rose above the 
horizon at the moment of hie birth. Perhapa, as M- 
Bouché Leclereq has conjectured, the Capricorn waa the 
horoscopic sign of Augustas’ conception (December 23, 
nine mouths before his birth). 

Avs to the Balance, M. Bouché Leclercq, in his excellent 
work on Greek astrology (p. 360, note 1), contends that it 
belongs also to Augustus, as being the sign under which 
he was born. But there is no evidence whatever that the 
Rilance was ever connected with Augusta. The only 
text? quoted by M. Boucht Leclereq (Manilina, iv, 645 ay, 
—"felix saequato genitus sub pondere Librae—iam 
arbea ef regan trenfent,"' etc.) clearly refers to Tiberius, 
foritisan old misteke, unfortunately repeated by that able

mons noch condidit arbem," an undoubtedly spurious line, which 
the older editors corrected (?) into “qua genitue cim fratre 
Remua (!) bene condidit urbem,”” but whieh was justly rejected 
by Bentley, 
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scholar, to suppowe that the four first books of the Aatro- 
nowiea were written under Auguatus, and only the fifth 
under his successor. Lachmann, and more recently Fruier 
and Schanz, have convincingly proved that the whele poem 
was written or at least publishod under Tiberius; to whom 
it is dedicated. So Sullet was quite right to attribute the 
Libra to Tiberius. But how would the Zitrs be his 
gencthliac sign, either of birth or of conception, he having 
been born on Novomber 16, 42 ,c, (Sucton, JVs. §), and 
consequently conceived about February 16? 

The answer is that in many systema the genethline sign 
was not the sign in which the sun rose, but the sign that 
ress above the horizon at the precise moment uf the con- 
ception or birth (gee Boucht Leclereg, p. 384). If the 
theme is one of birth, as on November 10 the sun rises 
about 7 o'clock a.w. in the Scorpion, we may presume that 
Tiberius was born about 9 o'clock a.s., the Lidra being 
the sign immediately to the east of the Scorpion. I will 
not conclude without mentioning that T have had in my 
hands a paper impression of a drachm of Pythodoria with 
the same inscription and date as the known specimens, 
but with quite different types (obverse, head of queen with 
hair twisted < reverse, cornucopine). I om not, however, 
ready to vouch for the genuineness of this coin.

These last coins, of extreme scarcity, have sometimes 
been chronoloyically mixed with those of Class I.; they 
would fall, therefore, in the beginning of the reign of 
Nero. But it seems quite incredible that Polemon should 
have insoribed his own regnal years on coins from which 
liis name is absent, and no less improbable, that having 
ones begun to strike coins with the Emperor's efigy, he 
should have suppreesed it, especially under o prince as 
jealous of his prerogative as Nero. This is also the 
reason why I cannot accept Imhoot’s proposal (Zeitschrift, 
xx. 267) to substitute Tryphaena for Agrippina on the 
drachms with a female portrait, dated years 1B (12) to 
l€ (15). Neither the shape of the diadem, nor the 
iconographic considemtions—of very slight weight in 
this series—can prevail against historical reasons. 

I am therefore inclined to think that the coins of 
Clase TIT. must be pliced quite at the begmning of the 
series, and that the regnal years thoy bear are those of 
Tryphaena, out af herson Polemeon. Ef wo admit that 
eey weme'atruck in the very first yeurs of the jomt

Ww know from Strabo (xii. 3, 20) that Pythodoris had 
three children by her hushand Polemon I. Of these, the 
eldest, named like his father, was associated with his 
mother in the government of the kingdom, but without 
the regal title; he seems to have been dead when Strabo 
published hia Grography (10 or 20 a.n.), for this author 
spoake of him in the imperfeet tonsa; ourbewace 
fnot ourtionce) TH waprpl TY apyae. The second aon, 
Zeno-Artaxias, was King of Armenia from 18 acd. So 
there remained only the daughter, Antonia Tryphannn, 
widow of Qotye the Sapaean, King of the Thracian 
Oidryane Consequently, when Pythodore died, Try- 
phuena sucteeded legally to her title, although Tiberius 
did not allow her to take possession of thie kingdom of 
Pontus, which seema to Lave boon put under sequestra- 
tion, whilst Tryphaens took up ber able at Oysicus 

An interesting document of this first abortive reign of 
Tryphocna is the leaden counter of the Margarites 
Collection (Rev. num. 1886, p, 26); “ANTAINIAZL 
TPY@AINHE. Sceptre. Rer. Ain an incusecirole.” [take 
A for a regual year (year 1). Later on Caligula restored 
the children of Tryphaena respectively to the thrones of 
Thrace, Pontua and Lesser Armenia. This happetied, 
secording to Dio* (ix. 12) im the year 584.0. ; we can add 
that it was towards the end of that year, for the coins af 
Polemon 11, with date (Z (17), bear sometimes the head of 
Claudine, who died October 15, f4 ap. (specinien i ip the

Dir; Imhoof’s note on the era of Amasia (Griechische 
Mineo, p. 550) is not ss thorough os thia excellent 
scholar’s arguments are wont to be, THis list of dated 
coins ia fairly complete, but he fails in the conclusion 
“that the known dates admit of any origin for the era 
between 3 tc. and 2 a.p,” This is not the enae, and , 
moreover, the origitt he chooses at random—2? .c., era of 
Sebastopolis—although approved hy Kubitschek (art. Aers 
in Panly-Wisiowa, eq]. 645), is surely wrong. To sulye 
the problem the following assured dates must be kept in

Alminst oll larger collections possess coins of Amasia 
with the legend TETAC CEBA(orot), dated year 
CH= 208 (reverse types: Pallus, Tyche, Nike, Asklepios), 
These coins cannot have been struck before October, 
208-9 a., (as Geta waa not created Augustus before that 
year) nor Inter than October, 209-10. For suppose 208 
Amas. = 10-11, then 209 Amas, = October, 211-12; but 
we have coins of the yoor CO = 200 (types: flaming 
altar: Paris, Vienna, Imhoof, Loebbecke| with the effigy 
and name of Septimius Severis, who died in February, 
211; therefore it ie utterly impossible that 200 Amas, = 
October, 211-12. Thus far we bave still the choice between 
the equations

NOTE ON A GOLD COIN OF ADDEDOMAROS. 





Is January, 1856, rather more than forty-five years ago, 
I communicated to this Society a paper on the attribution 
of cerfam ancient British coins to Addedomaros, a prince 
whose nome was they for the-firat timo enrolled on the 
list of British rulers, I now lay before the Society 
another specimen of his coinage, not aa exhibiting a new 
type, but as adding o new locality to the list of places 

swhere coins of Addedomaros have heen found. 
The type ,of the coin ts that of my Plate ATV. 1.!

This coin was found about two years ago in a field near 
n footpath leading from Tring t Drayton Beanchwmp, 
clow to the boundary hetweon the counties of Merte and 
Bucks, tui Tam led to believe within the former county. 

It ia not » little remarkable that I have see another 
exit of Addudimaros which was also found within o short 
distance of Drayton Bentiohamp, in 4 field called Stockwell 
Pioce, close to tha Lower [oknield Way. This:was dag wp 
about 1897, and is of the type of my Plate ATV, 5 and 6 
(Fig. 2).

{ have an aninscribed gold coin found in the same field” 
fn 1878. Itisengraved in my Plute K, No 14, and hasa 
cruciform ornament on the obverse filling the All4, ano 
the reverse a horse to the right; above it two solid 
crescents, hack to back; weight 85 grains: The horse is 
much like that on the coin Just described, so that possibly 
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thia piece may be an unineoribed coin atruck under 
Addedomuris. 

As is-well known thore are three distinct types of the 
insuribed coinage of Addedomarcs, which differ mainly in 
the devios on the obverse, though there are also aalient 
differences in the horae and its adjuncts. on the reverses. 
Reganling morely the obverse, the. first type is that of 
the coin that we have first been considering, which for 
the sake of brevity 1 may term the double-mitre type ; 
the second ia that with three ribbed crescents in the centre 
from which proceed six curved wreaths, siparated by 
pollots: and ring-ornaments; and the third presenta - 
cruciform ornament, consisting of two wreaths ot right 
angles to each other, with two ribbed crescents m the 
contre. 

As I pointed out many years ago, it ia impossible to 
arrange the chronological sequence of these types with 
any degree of certainty, the reprosetitatives of which are 
all of much the aame weight, but there are some reasons 
for supposing that the order in which I have miontioned 
then ja thet in which they originally appeared. An argu- 
ment to the contrary might perbapa be found in the fact 
that the first type is the only one of which quarter-staters 
sre known. The infroduction of a smaller denomination 
into the currency seems to denote an advance in civilisation, 
and therefore also probably in time, but on the other hand 
‘t must be borne in mind that the quarter-staters belong- 

"ing to the earliest type of the ancient British coinage are 
of by no melins uncommon occurrence, 

- Whara more remarkable is the fact that im the case of 

"all three types the intermediate links in tho chain of 
evelution that connect them with earlier ancient Britiah 


cnins are exceedingly difficuld to find, if indeed they have 
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not etill to be discovered. There can be oo doubt that 
each type is legitimately descended from the Mucodonian 
Philippus, but some links in the pedigree sre, it appears, 
etill wanting. 

The first type (Fig. 1), that of the double-mitre, ia more 
or leas intimately connected with that of the eoina af the 
Teeni, both in gold and silver, having two crescenta back to 
bask in the centre uf the device. The connettion with sume 
of the goli coins of Dubnoyellaunus is lesa evident, though 
the two crescents back to back and the branch on the 
reveres recall hia coinage. The branched tail of the 
horse his an auulogy with the tails of the horses on the 
eoine of tie [eeni, though im their case the branching is, 
usu tule, outwirds and nob inwards, 

The escond type (Fig. 2), with the six onrved wronths and 
the three creacents in the centre, ie alao anomalous. Though 
three crescents form the centre of the deviee on # unique 
gol coin of Antedrigus (Evans, PL XVII 20), und on 
at leenian silver coin (Evens, p. 485), the curved wreaths 
are wanting wpiir them, anil the gener] dovice is entirely 
different. The direction in which this type af Addedo- 
maAro® ponte is, however, Ieenian. 

Annlogies with the third type (Fig. J), that of the twe 
mbbed crescents in the centre of a crierform ormament, are 
more readily found, but in all other caves the angles between 
the limba of the croes ore Hed with minor decorntions, 
dnd the apaces are not left blank as on the coins of Ad- 
dedamarce. The nearest analogy is exhibited by a gold 
colt of the Toont (Evans, Pl, XTV. 11), but"this appears 
ti) le rather a derivative than a prototype. : ef 

Taken together the three types soem to show a viles 
tiotiship, more or less intimate, with thove found on the 
coe of the Eastern Countics thut are unuilly attributed to 
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the Teen; hut, as T have already remiorked, there seem fo 
bee certain number of types still fo he diseovared to 
complete the morphological sequence. Lot ua hope thot 
future researches may still bring some of them to 
light. | 

There 1s, however, another point of view from which 
to cansider the coinage of Addedomarvs, The existence 
of these three widely differing types, struck by the samo 
prince and found practically in the same district, pointa ta 
‘a reign thet must in all probability have extended over a 
consilerable mimber of years; and this cineclusion is cor- 
roborated by the fart that there is evidence of a large 
number of dies having been engraved for cach separate 
type 

In my own collection are-ajx specimens of type No.1, 
and of no two oan it be affirmed that they were undoubt. 
edly struck from the ssme dice Tho sume ia the case 
with three coins of type No. 2, ond four of type No. 3, 
also in my own enbinet. It may be mentioned thut ono 
oof these latter is an ancient forgery of brotu plated 
with gold, found at Chalfont Park, near Slough, bucks. 
An ancient gold-plated forgery of type No. 1 was aleo 
found near Oxford. J 

Our only evidence fs. to the district. over which Adde- 
domarod reigned ia to be derived from the ™ find-spot.'" 
of his coins, and it will be well here to reeupitulate them 
under the heads of existing counties.

The evidence is therefore overwhelmingly in favour of 
fixing his territory in the Eastern Counties, with its centre 
probably in Essex. 

As to the date of the reign of Addedomaros our only 
guides nro the types, style of workmanship and the weiglit 
of his coms, As] have eleewhere pombed out, the m- 
ference to be drawn from all these sources is in favour of 
his belonging to a somewhat earlier date than that of 
Cunobcline. Although, a nlready stated, some links in 
the chain of evolution are wanted, the types and style of 
worlananship bear considerable analogies with those of 
the gold coins of both ‘Tasciovanus and Dubnovellunnuus, 
while the weight corresponds with that of the earliest 
issue of the former of these two princes, and not with 
that af the gold coins of Canobeline. 

The usual weight of these latter does not exceod 84 
grains, while the average weight of thirteen coin of 
Addodomaroa in my own collection is 85) grains, which tm 
nleo the weight of some of the early coing.of Taseiovanus 
bearing bis name. It ie possible thot at an earlior date 
still he may have struck uninseriber! coins, but placing 
those that 1 have cited nt say 20 to 1) yeurs pc, we 
have uw more or less trustworthy guide for nesigning im 
date to Addedomaros,. What hie relations as 4 ruler im 
Resex and the Eastern Counties may have been with’ 
Dubnovellannus and Cunobelinus, both of whom seem 


‘auecesaively to have occapied much the sam Histrigh of 


country, is 2 question inte which I cannot now enter. It 
affords tempting matter for speculation, but more facts ore: 
necessary in order to lay a firm foundation on which to 
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build, We must for the present be content to know that 
ot m period not very remote from the Christian era a 
British prince, Addedomaros, reigned in what are now 
our Rastern Counties, ond that he hos left imperishable 
monument of his power and civilisation in the coins which 
have now, not for the tirat time, been brought under your 
cansideration. 

Before quitting the subject it may nol be unprofitable 
to add a few words with regard to one of the principal 
localities in Essex where coine of this class hove been 
fivund. 

lt is unfortunate that we have no properly detailed 
aocount of the hourd of ancient Britieh coins found at 
Marks Tey, which has already bean frequently cited. 
Were such an aecount forthcoming it would do much to 
show what were the coins current with those of Aidde- 
domares and to assist us in fixing his chronological 
position. 

It is, however, to my mim doubtful whether there 
were not two distinct hoards of British coins found at 
Marks Toy, one in 1807 and the other about 1843. In 
the third edition of Ruding's Annals of the Coinage, in 
the deseription of Plate IT, No. 40, acoin of Addedomarns 
of the typeof that noW exhibited, it is stated, “A large 
parcel of this type was found within five miley of 
Colchester in the yoar [IS07. Tho motal was so base that 
their intrinsic value was only about five shillings and 
sfspence each.” There can, I think,’be but little doubt 
that the boar! referred to was found at Marka Tey, 
vhish plasey's just five miles from Colchester, I have in 
my collection s coin with a plain convex obverse of the

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typo Plate D, No. 1," atated to hare been found at 
Marks Tey, of very base metal and weighing only 74 
grains, which appears to come within this category as to 
value, The type belongs to a lite date in the British 
‘coinage, as two Or three specimens, one in my collection 
weighing 69 gruina only, were present in the Savernake: 
Forest hoard in company with silver coins of Epaticeus* 
and Tiberius. 

The coin of Addedomaros. that is under consideration 
hos been submitted to an experienced poldemith and 
is reported to be about eleven curats fine, or worth 
£1 18s. 11d. per ounce. For a coin weighing 86 grains 
this would give on intrinsic value of nearly Ta,, instead 
of the 5s. (id. mentioned in Ruding, The more distinct 
notice of coms found at Marks Toy is in the Proceedings 
of the Numismatic Society for May 20rd, 1845, It is 
there stated the Rev. Henry Jenkins exhibited three gold 
British coine found at Marks Tey in the county of Essex, 
no dute of discovery being mentioned. Two of theao 
resemble No, 6, Plate Il, of Ruding, the other is a 
variety of No, 38 in the same plate. In other words 
two of the Marke Toy coina there described are of the 
seoond type of Addedomares, while the third closely 
resembles the uninscribed gold coin already mentioned ms 
having been found near Drayton Beauchamp. <A com of 
the third type of Adidedomaros, ulao found at Marks Tey, 
i#in the Colchester Museim,? so that all three: of his types 
have been found ot that place, whethor all at the same 
time or at intervals it seems imposible to dbtermine. A

WIN AND MARLBOROUGH AND THE MONEYER 
CILDA. 





Keowee is situate inthe Kinwardaton Hundred of Wilt- 
shire, on the borders of Berkshire, six miles $.E. from 
Marliorough and the same distance S.W. from Hunger- 
ford. In Domesday it is eallad BEDEVINDE, and that 
record shows that it was a Royal burgh held by King 
Edward the Confessor und by hia Norman successor, 
William the Conqueror, As anatiral consequence it was 
“never gelded or hided,” that is measured and assessed 
to the geld ortax. Domesday also shows that to this manor 
of BEDVISUE there belonged twenty-five burgesses " 
and that the town rendered a“ firma unius noctia” with 
al] customs, and further that Bristoard the priest then 
hell the church, as his (athor had ddéne in the time of King 
Kalward, when, og at the time of Domesday, it was worth 
sixty whillings. 

Tn early times this place was doubtless a contre of im- 
portance, « fact evidtnced by the extensive earthworks 
‘Known as Custle Hill (on Wilton Common) wad Chisbury 
Castle (having an area of about fifteen acre), peth inthe 
immediate neighbourhood, A Roman road passes near 
by. Ihave not fonnd any instance of coins having been 
minted here prior to the reign of Edward the Confessor,

Thiscoin more nearly resembles those of¢Harold IT than 
any specimens of type 250 that T have seer ve the logapd 
begina immediately above the King’s crown, instead “of 
opposite the hand holding the sceptre. The Saxon che- 
ravter for the initial letter of the King's name is a square- 
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headed J instead of being ikea Roman P, and this form 1 
again repented on the reverse, and finally the drawing of 
‘the head of the King ia evidently copied from the head as 
portrayed on the coins of Harold II, the bust below the 
neck being added or drawn by way of supplement to the 
head of Harold. 

As regards Marlborough, Domesday talla ua that King 
William had from the third penny of “ MERLEBERGE” 
£4, and that William de Belfow had one hide with one 
church in Marlborough worth thirty shillings. In the 
National Colloction there are coins of types 236, 237, 235, 
241. and 243, reading on the reverse as follows ;

From the above-mentioned account it appears that theres 
was in the game hourd a coin of Hawkins, type 243, reading

(the coin mentioned above us now being in the British 
Museum). 

Having regard to the close proximity of Bedwin and 
Marlborough, and the identity of the name [MLD or 
[ILDA, appearing first on Edward the Confessor’s coins of 
Bedwin, ond subsequently on the Bedwin ccin, type 233, 
of William I, and the coins of types, Hawkins, 206, 237, 
O58, 241, 245, and 244 of Marlborough, there can be 
little doubt that the DILD of CIDA of all these coins 
wes the same person. It is to be noted that 234 and 299 
are the only substantive types missing from type 2d3 (the 
first of William 1) to type 244 (the firat of William IT) of 
Hawkins, ns 235 and 240 are “mules” (or combination 
types) , and 242 a common variety only of 241. 

There ig no difficulty in econcliwing that this waa the 
case, 08 Edward the (/onfossor succeeded tothe throne im 
1042, and William T died in 1057, thus giving an initer- 
yening period of forty-five years, with asy three years 
added for type i. ef William ID (vis, 244), for Cilda’¥ 
work. Py 

I have not discovered the name of any mg yer iw 
addition to Cilda for the reign of Edward the Confessor oF 
for those of William: T-and [1 for Bedwin or Marlborough, 
and T am therefore inclined to think that the mint ond 
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Gilde wore transferred to Marlborough carly in. the reign 


of William I, a4 the Isat coin of Bedwin is of tha type 
243 of Hawkins (ondoubtedly the first type of that 
reign), and the next coin, the first of Marlborough, is 


of Hawkins 236 type (the third substantive type of 


William 1). 

IT trust that the addition of Bedwin to the mint towns. 
of the Conqueror, and the evidence afforded by tha 
coins ‘bearing the name of the moneyer DILDA at Bed- 
win, from the curly part of the reign of Edward the 
Confessor to the early port of reigu of William TI, 
the gubsequent transfer of the mint and its only 
moneyver to Marlborough, and his continued work there 
as sols moneyer until the time when the coins of type 
244 of Hawkins were track, will prove of interest to the 
Society, and that the facts:disclosed may in some degree 
help to fix the sequence of the types of the coins of 
Willinm I und Williom If.

On the reverse, there are trices of afl the letters 
forming the moneyer's: name WILALM,-and of gthege the 
Wy, & and M appear less indistinctly, the ON between 
colons is sufficiently clear, and of the mint uname C7ED, 
the firat two and lost letters are quite distinct. 
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The portrait and work resembli closely these of the best- 
mide coins of King Stephen of the Hawkins 270 type and 
those of the sterlings of the orcss-crosalet type attributed 
by the late Mr. Burns to Henry, Earl of Northumberland, 

Tho type of the reverse is similar to the cross-fleary 
type af Henry's father, David I. of Scotland, except 
that the pellet in each angle of the cross is here omitted, 
and the obverse to some extont also resembles David's 
coins, which were in like manner copied from the coins 
of Stephen (Hawkins 270). 

We have therefore disclosed by this specimen the name 
Henry, the title Comes for Earl or Count, the monever 
William, und the mint Carlisle, together witha reverse of 
a distinctly Scottish type. | 

The name and title alone do not, however, determine the 
personage for whom the coin was minted, and it is there- 
fore proposed to shortly state the known facts in reference 
to the mint and moneyor, and then to examine some facts 
in the histories of the two personages having the most 
feastble cliims of ownership. 

Henry I struck the two last types ( Hawkins 262 and 
O65) of bis reign at Carlisle, thus fixing the commence- 
ment of his coinage in L129 or thereabouts (a date 
confirmed by the Pipe Roll of the year 1130), The name 
DVRANT occurs on 4 202 coin in my collection, and on o 
precisely similar coin, lot 292 in tho late Mr. Montagu’s 
entalogue (1806), now Mr. J. G. Murdoch's: EREBALD 
Sollows on 255 (Mr. G, A. Lawrente’s collection), nnd 
afterwards: William (son of Erebald or Erembald), Mr. 
W. J, Anjlrew states thit the moneyer Erembald continues 
antil about the middle of Stephen's reign and that William 
follows kim and continues until 1179 (sea Num, Chroa., 
1901, pp. 140-142). 
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Taking the date 1144 ax “about the middle of 
Stephen's reign,” the coin under consideration cannut 
well bo placed earlier than that date. So faraa the name 
of the moneyer is concerned, us he continued to work at 
Carlisle until L179, no belp ia afforded in fixing the 
latest limit of date. 

Now as to the two claimants, Henry Fite-David and 
Henry Fita-Enpreess, 

Firat aa to Henry Fitz-David. He waa eon of David T, 
King ef Scotland (who was also Earl of Huntingdon anil 
Northampton in right of his wife Maul), born in 1116, 
kuighted in 1130, created) Earl of Huntingdon about 
March, 1156, and Earl of Northumberland 9th April, 
L139, after the Battle of the Standard, 1125, in which he 
had fought aguinst King Stophen. This creation was, 1t 
may be «cupposmd, a politic act on the part of Stephen to 
try to settle amicably the questions between him and 
David of Scotland as to the dicputed territories of 
Cumberland and Northumberland. Henry Fite-David 
wea also Lor! of Carlisle and Doncaster. Stephen, who 
was of 4 chivalrous wid generous disposition, may well 
flot have hud @ personal liking for his kinsman Tenry, 
who is described by Ethelred, Abbot of Rievanx; “De 
Hello Standardi,”” ns followa:* Frat . . . adoloscons 
pulelira facie, ot decorus napectu ... tim duleis, tam 
anmabilis, tamaffnbilis, at ab omnibus diligeretar, rat 
prosteres tante prubitatia, ut im ille exercitu nullue fait 
similis ei."" This *prinee married, in. 1139, Adeline db 
Warenne, daughter of William (2nd), Harl of Burrey 
and Worenne, and died, in his father’s lifetyme, 12h 
June, 1152, leaving sons, Malealm and William, who 
succeively became Kings of Scotland. 

Secondly, ws to. Henry Fitz-Emprees. He was son of 
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Geatfrey, Count of Anjou, by Matilda, widow of the Em- 
peror Henry V,.and danghter of Henry 1, King of 
England. He was born in 1133; and seems, a8 early os 
1142, to have put forth his cluim as rightful heir of 
England and Normandy. Matilda came to Enyland to 
assert her right to the throno in September, 1199, and 
lowards the end of 1142 her abn Henry came to Eng- 
und with Hobert, Earl of Gloucester (the natural brother 
of Matilda) Ascording to Gervnse (i, 131) Henry now 
spent four years. in England, remaining at Bristol under 
the care of hie uncle Robort, Earl of Gloucester. He left 
Enyland late in 1146, and returned in April, 114Y, aud 
was kiighted by David of Seotland ot Carlisle at Whit- 
aintide, 22nd May, LIA9 (Gervnee, 6. 140, nore). On this 
govusion he wassupported by, amongst others, the Barls, 
of Hereford anid Chester, the latter being present with 
him ut Carlisle. ‘The writer, Henry of Huntingdon, 
states that at Carlisle he appeared “cum occidentalibus 
Anglim procerihus,” and that King Stephen, fearing an 
attack by Henry Fitz-Empress, aided by Duvid of Soot- 
Jand, marched to York, and remained thore, on the watel;, 
during all the month of August, L140. Henry agra in 
departed from Vingland in January, 1150 (Gervase, i, 142). 
In 1158 Henry made*hie third visit to Englind, and 
after some fighting; aml whan a decisive nction was daily 
expected, the, chief loaders ou either side arranged at 
amicable treaty, aud Henry retired to Normandy until 
The death of Stephen, 25th October, M44. 

From the above aqcounts it will be seen that both 
Henry Fiy- David and Heury Fitz-Empress bad the oppor- 
tunity of striking coins sf Carlisle, and it is now there- 
fore proposed to shortly atate the ovidence afforded by 
certain ather coins of the period bearing the name. Henry. 
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In The Coinage of Scotlana, vol. j,, p- 31, Mr, Burns 
refers to 6 curious sterling in the 8. 8A. Callection which 
forms Fig. 264 in the plates contained in vol; in. of 
the same work. This coin sppears to hive OTO at the 
end of the obverse legend and WL--M+ON- CAR retro- 
#rade on the reverse, 

On the same page reference is made toa broken coin 
found in 1965 in the disused workings of the silver mina 
of Carlisle exactly corresponding with Fig, 26a, 

The atyle of the bust differs from that on my coin, and 
although the type of the reverse is the same, the legond 
differs from that on ming in being retrograde. ‘The ooins 
most nearly resembling my sterling and tho two somewhat 
sitnilar cing above referred to, wre those of the crosa- 
erosslot type of reverse (Burns, Figs, 25 and 23,4). 
Having examined the two. illustrations in Burns, the six 
apecimens of thia type in the British Museum, and one in the 
oabinel of Mr.J.G. Murdoch, [ have come to the conclusion 
that all were struck by William (the moneyor) of Curlialo, 

The third cluss of coins attributed sometimes to Henry” 
Fitz-David are those of the type Hawkina 259, which 
resemble those of Stephen (Hawkins 270), except that the 
obverse beara the name “ Henricus” (without any title). 
1 havy examined a specimen of fis type in the British 
Museum, and the reading of the reverse is + PICERIT } 
ON:hER for Hereford, where a moneyer of the same 
name comed for Stephen. 

There ore also coths of this type of David T, the Empres? 
Matilda and PERERIC «4 well us of Suephen, It is 
specially to be noted that both Erobald and Willigm atruck 
coins of this typo, Hawkins 259 und 270, at Carlale, 
bearing the name of Stephen. 

There remains the cross-croealet type penny of Stephon,

As regards the striking of coins by persone other than 
the sovereign ie facto of the realm,some have argued that 
auch a cistom may have arisen from grest-friendship with 
the sovereign, whilst others have laid equal stress on the 
fact of such pieces having been minted by opponenta of the 
sovereign, The coins of Matilda, Eustace £ itz-John, 
Henry Bishop of Winchester, Rebert Earl of Gloucester, 
and PERERIC seem to be in favour of opposition to the 
sovereign de fioto, 

Mr, Lawronce, in his paper above referred to, seems to 
asiumo that Heory Fita-David remained antil his death 
an adherent of Stephen, but I do not find that historical 
fucts and probabilities warrant this view. 

Henry Fitz-David was a near relative of Matilda and 
her aon Henry, as woll as a kinsman of Stephen. David, 
who died ut Curlivle 24th May, 1153, espoused the cause 
of Matilda and her son Henry, and Henry Fite-David, as 
heir to the throne of Scotland, could not well have re- 
mained on terms of alliance with Stephen. Henry Fitz- 
David may well have struck money at Carlisle, os 
A@jef of a feudal earldom, in conformity with the custom 
of feudal dukesand counts on the Continent at the eame 
period, A, coinage by him may have been in opposition 
to Stephen, as must have beew the coins struck at Carlisle 
by his fathor David. 

Incidentally it may be noticed that Mr. Lawrence 
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attributes the Hawkins 259 coins to King Haury I, while 
Mfr. Andrew omita them from his types of that king, 
Hawkins suggests that they belong to Henry Fitz-Empress, 
and Burns claims them for Henry Fite-David. Having 
regard to the historicul acts above alluded to, and to the 
British Museum Wereford coin, and another of Gloucester, 
there can, I think, remain Littles doubt as to Henry 
Fitz-Empress being the owner of the Hawkins 259 
copia. 

Although the matter isnot free from doubt, the weight 
of evidence and argument appears to be in favour of 
astioning to Hrary Fits-Darat, Earl of Northwmbertand 
and Lord of Cartisl, the coing of tha oross-orosulet type 
and the Wonry coins, rwembling the cross-fleury coins of 
David 1, all struck. at Carlisle, which form the main 
subject of thin paper. 

It is recorded that Tenry Fitz-Empress, in order to 
secure David's support, sulomaly swore that if ho attained 
the throne of England, he woald permit David and his 
tuccewors to hold Cumberland and Northumberland as 
part of the rmlm of Scotland. This seems un almost 
conclusive argument ngainet Henry Fire: Empress having, 
before attaming the throne, taken the unfriendly course 
of coining monoy in ane of the cMief citing of the debate- 
able land in opposition to bis host and supporter. 

It muy be of intreatto add the following particulars 
as to the finding and record of my coin. Lt was discovered 
about twonty yenre ago at Rrough-under-Btammore, od? 
Westmorland (the Romany Veter), where on the site of 
the Roman station » Norman castle was built, vagy remains 
of which still exist.

The estlivst coins in the hoard are the groats of 
Edward TV. The mint-marks on the London pioces 
ite sun, crown, cross fitchée, annulet, cross pierced, and 
heraldic cinqueféil; lis und sun on the York grout, and 
pall on the Canterbury half-gront. ‘The only two mint- 
marke absent are the rose‘and the trefoil. The absence 
of the former i4 easily accounted for by the fact of tts 
being tho earliest mark on the series of light groats. 
The trefoil, though in use during the period represented 
by the hoard, is now of such extreme rarity that its wb- 
gence is not to be wondered at. The mint-marks present 
in the hoard show nothing new to chronicle, and they all 
bear out former conclusions as regarila classification. 
The sun and crown mint-marks were issued shortly after 
1465. The two oxamples of the light groats of Henry VI 
do not call for uny spetial attention beyond remarking 
their extreme resemblance to Edward IV's coinage among 
which they were found, a resemblance which ia carriod 
out even down to the small trefoil- “shaper stops. between 
the words. 

After Edward IV's coinage a gap appears, dus to the 
absence of any ecins of Edward V und Richard ITT. 
Whether rarity or previous removal would account for these 
absentees must be left to individual judgment, though 
probably, lookmg to the coins left in the hourd, there 
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were none of the pieveaof the last two Plantugenets in 
if when the volleetion disappeared. 

With the advent of Tonry Tudor a poor specimen of 
his first issne appropriately heads the list of his coinage, 
There are some riew features about this coin, in the fact 
that the mint-mark is on one aide only, and that o 
fleur-de-lis figured after POSVT and WDIVTORA, 

The series of arched-crown grate is quite complete 
as Tegards the mint-marks ond atops: 1t will be rumeni- 
bored that the classification of thess coins was greatly 
assisted by the combinstion of the two sets of marka 
The frst coin mentioned in the list of these archod-erawy 
grote is interesting, as bearing on the obverse the herulilie 
einquefoll mark with trefoil eteps, while the correspond- 
ing mark on the reverse ia the escullop ntrended with 
risettes as punctuntions, The ofljer mint-marks present 
ure, reyulur cinguefoil, leopard’s head, lis issuing from 
half rose, anchor, greoyhound’s head, and crose-crosslit, 
A wlonee at thy List will roveal the presence of all the 
varieties of the yroat with the greyhound’s head, both 
of coarse work and fine-work. 

The profilo cotuage of Henry VIl je represented by 
one grout only, but this one is interesting os bearmg 
tho same head aa the shilling “and the Srptim prot. 
The mint-mark is the same naa the lust of the full-faced 
coins, Viz. crows-crosiet, It is curious that tho only 
tepresentatives of [he earliest and latest coinage of 
Henry VII should be very scurce yarivtios presenting 
in sate ways new characteristice, The smaller coina 
of this issue were represented by five profile halagroate, 
twoof London and three of York. No two are quite 
alike. 

The only peony was one of Durham, atravk about the 
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middle of Henry VIVs reign. The DR at the sides of 
the alield. give « dute of a «ort to the eoin, ne it wos 
struck by Richard Fox, Bishop from 1404 till 1502. 

The great majority of the board consisted of coins of 
Henry VIII. Those bearing the portrait of Henry VIT 
were probably struck from dies or puncheons made during 
the last years of the late king, and simply had the extra 
Tadded to the VIT, and the mint-marks, porteullis:and 
cattle, placed in the position of older marke previously 
present, ‘The proots in the hoard were four only, all 
morked with o crowned portoullis: Thery were two half- 
grote One was of Canterbury, mint-mark pomegranate, 
with Wi at the sides of the shield for Archiishop Warne 
ham. The other was strick it York, with o eardinal’s 
hatand two keys below the shield, but with no initial; 
mint-mark, cross vindid. The appropriation is doubtful, 
as dither Bainbrigge or Wolsey might have struck it, 
both being cardinals, The cross-voided mint-mark would 
probably be indieative of Wolsey, who used it on his 
other York coins. 

“The rest of the English part of the hoard nutuhbered 
212 proats and 30 half-eroats, all of Hoory VITI"s second 
coinage, with hia own portrait. The difficulty of coming 
te any conclusion as egurds classification. and date af 
teane of thean joces rondora this series probably the most 
interesting aud useful portion of the collection. All the 
mint-marka sre present on the groata both of London 
and York. Those of the latter city may be tulen tirat,, 
na there were only seven. A glance at the list, where 
they ape, pat out in full, will show some interesting par- 
tidulars. Both mint-marke are chromteled. Five groate 
beur the cross voided. Four of them nad FRANC, and 
one rends Feanad. With this exception, the legends are

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the same, the work ie the same, and the only difference 
is inthe position and number of the «mall erosses used 
as stops; these vary in all five. Tho groate with the 
rate mint-mark acorn ere two in number, and only 
vury in respect of utopa, 

The London groats have been subdivided: firstly by 
their mint-marks. 95 bear the lis both sides, & the lis 
on one side ond rose on the other, 2 the lis on one side 
and pheon on the other, | the phoon both sides, 35 the 
arrow both sides, 1 the sun and aloud both sides, ond 
finally 63 bear the row beth sides. When each mint- 
miurk is taken separately, some curious variations in the 
legends will be observed. The English title is almost 
entirely represented by 7AGL, but on the orrow-marked 
growls TELIG is found. The French title is FRX, FRC, 
FRAN, FETA on those bearing the rose mint-mark. 
The first variety is absent on lis-marked ooina, and the 





two latter ouly are shown on those bearing the arrow and 


pheon. Curiously enongh the first only is mpparent on 
the single groat mint-murk sun and cloud. The List 
further notes in some places a variation of the word 
HAOIVTORA, by the omission of the E. Groats with the 
mint-marka rose and lis, either on the same coin or sepn- 
rately, show both variations, Besides these, the legends 
show further alteration, though only on ooins bearing: the: 
ros mint-mark. DL GEEK. will be noted on No. 2, and 
DI. 6G. on several. No, 5 is peculiar, in having some 
letters in conjunction with the Lombardic ones of ~ 
the reverse legend, and in having some difference of the 
treatment of the cross ands, which are filled ingrith a 
floriated design. This coin is of the yreatest rarity. 
Hesides all these differences, the die engravers have 


added an enormous variation in the position and number 
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of the small crosses used us stops. Tf these hod been 
tuken acecunt of, ond if the London coins had been 
treated as the York pieces were, probably the list would 
have contained no two coins precisely alike, ‘Tho cot- 
clusions which could have been drawn from auch an 
exhuuative list were int considered worthy of the experi- 
diture of time and trouble necessary for its production. 
The 30 halfgroats of London, Canterbury, and York 
preaent the -aame almilurities to ach other as has heen 
noticed in the groats, and likewise the enmo sort of 
divergences: A glance at the list will ut once show these 
differences, Before considering this second coinage os o 
whele in its relution to Henry's reign in getioral, it 
may be as well to attempt some classification of the 
various mint-marks. Tt has been usual in the English 
coinage to find some character which will, while 
settling the earliest member of a new issue, show some 
relationship with the latest meniber of the coinuge which 
preceded it, This character hus generally been the 
mint-mark, ant coine bearing two marks have been 
moot seul in this respoot. This hoard showa coins 
which bear on one side the lis, and: on the other the rose 
or pheen, so that the lis must be considered as. having 
been used between the rosh ond pheon marks Now, iis 
there does not appear to be the slightest difference in 
style or workmanship in any of the coins bearing the lis 
mark, it may be concluded that all the hs coins come 
together, and therefore the order of the mint-murks mums 
be rose, lis, phoon in point of time, or pheon, lis, rose, 
Theraemuch to be said in favour of both these views. 
A considcration, however, of some coins of the series 
not represented in the list will probably help the correct 
eeimon of the order of these marks. The coina with ros 
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mint-mark show considerably more variation in the 
legend] than those with other marks, This is more 
particularly noticeable in reference to the two words 
hieaun. The list itself showa three forms, DI GR, 
DT G,0nd OG, 6. All prouts of the second coinage with 
the other mint-marks appear to read BD. G., and this 
abbreviation ig the one ueod on tho full-fuced coin 

The half-proata correspond with the groats as far aa it 
is postihle to dotermine.. Some of the Canterbury coins 
bearmeg the initiala W 7% for Archbiahop Wareham, 1fidd- 
1532, ulso read DL This reading also ia strictly im aeoord 
with the coins strock when Henry came to the throne, 
and probably when the second coinage was determined, 
or there waa some little variation tried before the stereo- 
typed D. 6. came into wee. This legend continued to 
hold its own ngit down to the time of Chnrlea 1) when 
it was again lengthened out in his early milled coinage of 
1462. Besides the legend, another point must be touched 
upon in connection with these rose-marked coina, viz., 
the lettering, In the vast majority of cases this conforma to 
the ordinary Lombardic type, and the whole alphabet used 
belongs to this type, baton a few rare coins'some Roman 
letters ere introduced. This is the case with ulmost ull the 
lotters forming the legend, but in “nearly every such coin 
the alphabet has been mixed. Thos a few Roman letters 
are inserted among those of Lombardic type an either 
ahverse or reverse. The consideration of tha. full-ixeod 
eotng of Henry VITT would lead to the supposition that 
any coina.of the profile type bearing Roman letters were 
of lute dite mi that tssae, and probably led upxio the 
Roman alphabet of the full-iased types, and thot there- 
fore these unusual coins with the rose mint-murk were 
the immediate predecessore of tho fall-faced comage- 
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That this view, however plausible, is probably not cor- 
rect, will be shown by o consideration of coins bearing 
the phoon mint-mark: These Roman letters muat he 
looked upon as indicating un instability of purpose, und 
must be tuken, with the unstable legends on these coins, to 
Indicate earliness of issue, ‘The mixture of ulphabets 
does not oceur here for the first time im the history of 
our English coins. Roman N'aand M's were mixed in 
the legends of Edward PIT"s coina, and the tremendiona 
import of the Noman N in Londen on the coins of 
Heary TV is nover forgotten hy some treasure seekers. 
The curione €'s and M's on the curly arched-arown 
grants of Henry VIL must aleo be remembered here, 
Tn all these oases this mixed alphabet comes at a change 
of type, and therefore at the beginning of o now type, 
when designs were more or less unsettled. ‘The proba- 
bility of the rosé being the first mark on this second 
coinage on acoouit of the legends and alphabets exhibited 
on the coins, is further strengthened by what is to be 
found on three or four pheon-murked pieocs. These occur 
with a legend which it ia quite imposible to place any- 
where else than at the end of the second jssue, The 
legend je NATH 6 1 & GL. FRA Z WO RAX—note the 
Arabic & Until quite lately this legend was not known. 
ou any coins earlier than those of the third issue in the 
King’s thirty-fourth year, and indeed this Irish title hus 
given the date to tho firat full-fuced opinage, 1545, as no 
indenture for or proclamation of these coins is known. 
The supposition bos always been that the coins were 
Hound uemedintely after Wenry became King rather than 
Lord of Ireland. The pheon-marked profile coins must 
therefore end. the series-of the second issue, and it is thus 
impossible to place the rose-marked coins anywhere else 
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than an the other side of the lis mint-mark, or at the be- 
ginning of the sccon: issu. ‘This arrangement of marks 
lenves no place for the aun and cloud. Unfortunately the 
few ooine bearing the mark show nothing to connect tt 
with any other murk in the series: It cannot be the Inst, 
and ifitje the first, there are notexamples enon gh known 
to trace ite priority of isaue. Tho arrow mint-mark is: 
probably only a variety of the pheon- 

A considoration of the gold coins of this second taana 
confirms tlie sequence of mint-matkes on the silver ones. 
Angels-and their parts do not appear to have boen isqyed 
ap to Lids, together with crowns and their amiallor frac- 
tions, ‘The angels appear to have the pheom tmint-mark 
and that of the sun and elond. 

One other question requires sme consideration, and that 
is, the date of imann of these second coinage profile pieces. 
The indentart hus been dated 1526, and gives directions 


“forthe muking of Georgo nobles and half George nobles, 


and also for the issue of crowns and half-crowne in gold. 
The silver coins wer only to be reduced in weight. Un- 
fortunately the weight of these grouts is of little or mo 
se In coming too eonelusion, and whatever it is, it is mot 
the weight given in the indenture, bot lighter, As 
against this the first coinage groafs are also much lighter 
than they should be, and for that matter es are the later 
coins of Elenry VII. None of them, os'a rule, reach in- 
denture weights, nop even when they are in fine condition. 
The relative weights of the first as regards the second. 
coinage are agaif not in accord with what the indenture 
would lead ue to expect. Although the Iuter qguze may 
be slightly lighter than those which come before them, 
there is no euch difference us between 48 grains and 4-4, 
or, to be nceurate, 424 grains. 
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Another feature in these second issue coina is tho bust. 
Tt is always-called Henry's own bust, and doubtless it is, 
but it repreamts a man who, though not in extreme 
youth, iz still not an old man, Now Henry was born in 
Lif], and thus he would be thirty-fHve in 1526. The 
change from {his portrait to that represented on the 
earliest full-fueed coin is again very marked, und would 
lend to the supposition that the earlier bast had been 
‘weal for a very long time before it changed for a fall- 
faced portrait. At present the durotion of the second 
caatie is limited to seventeen years, whick would hardly 
seem long enough to avcount for the great difference:in 
portraiture exhibited, It may be here rumarked that the 
relationship between the numbers of first and apcond 
ixane coins which have come down to us would also war- 
rant us in the belief that the coins with Henry's own bust 
replaced those of his father at no very long time after he 
rame to the throne, Yet at present we have to beliove 
that the first ise was an equally long ons with the 
aeoond, 1409 to 1526, The first issue coins, in compari- 
son with thea which followed, are of extrome rarity. 

Tha same sort of story is told by the provincial mints 
at this time. Thecoims of Christopher Bainbrigge, Arch- 
bishop of York from 1408 to 1515, are very rare; they 
are all of the firstisme. Of Wolsey, who followed him, 
and who died in 1531, hardly any are known of the first 
isguo, and me groate at all Those of the second issue, 
groats and half-groats, are among our commonest Goins at 
this time; yet a bare five years is given for this large 
isos, , Lee, who had ten yeurs at York after Wolsey's 
death, is represented relatively by very few half-

‘Tf the only other mint, that of Durham, be consulted, 
dt will be found that there are no 'T. W- murked pence af 
the first issue, and that all those with T. W. must be 
referred to the issue which bears the * Rosa" legend, ie. 

A few coina with D, W. may perhaps 
bo referred to Wolsoy, more especially as there is a 
cordinal’s hat below the shield. 

All these facts point to.ane of two alternatives. Either 
the date of the indentare is wrong, or what comes to tho 
same thing, the second coinage, anyhow of silver, was 
started long before 1526, which seems haha ch By She 
coins themselves, or there must have been an enormous 
coinage of silver between 126 and 145, and again 
between this year and that of the King's death in 1547,

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SOME NOTES ON THE COINS STRUCK AT 
OMDURMAN BY THE MAHDI AND THE KHALIFA. 


(See Plates IIE and LV.) 


Tre defeat and death of the Khalifa Abduilah pot an end 
to a coinage which adds another curious illustration to the 
numismatic history of Mohammedan Africa. My attention 
waa drawn to the coins by having « bag of sixty or seventy 
af the copper dollars, issued by the Khalifa during the 
lust seven years of hie rule, placed in my hands for exam- 
ination, The cota were found, when the Sirdar's troops 
entered Omdurman, in an empty house by the serrant 
of a young relative of minv, Captam Lyle Cummins, of 
the K.A.M.C., who eent thom home. And as the gold 
and silver coins first issned appear to be already very rare, 
and even these copper dollars ure disappearing—it is eaid, 
thongh I do not know on what suthority, that they ore 
| now being shipped to England in considerable quantity 
for the purpose of extracting the silver contained in them— 
it may be useful to record ull that T have been able to learn 
about them oo fur, Captain Cummins writes to me:— 
“T do not think that they are legal tender in the Sudan 
now; 1n fact tam perfectly eure that they are not,aa im plices 
like Kassolan und Gedaref one often finds two or three in 
day lying about on the ground, That would not be the 
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enae if they were of any value; besides, I have never seen 
one in circulation. The silver dollars must be very rare, 
as [ have not been able to get any.” 

The following notes are tuken from papera by YVacoub 
Artin Pasha, published in Cairo in 1888, and by Dr. H. 
Niitxel, published in Borlin-in 1804, and from the notices 
on the cains contained in the narratives of Father 
Ohrwalder, Slatin Pasha, and C. Neufeld. 

Mohummed Ahmed, the Mahdi, belonged to the race of 
people known as the Danugla, de, inhabitants of Dongola, 
and was born about 1840; his father came into the Sudan 
when quite: = young man, ond at Wererri Mohammed 
Alitaed’s early youth waa spent in learning the Kuran, 
Later on he led the life of a Dervish, moving about from 
place to pluoe and striving to rouse the Moslems to religious 
lunaticum, prescbing everywhere against the oppression 
of the Turk and the deendence of the true Moslem fnith, 
and gainmg by hie: ascetic life a reputation for sanctity 
which brought to him @ number of influential adherents, 
With these he retired to the island of Abba, on the White 
Nile, where he openly declired himself to be the Mahdi, 
Khalifa er Resul, or auecessor of the Prophet, Rumoars 
reached Khartum that he intended to raise a revolt, and 
Rauf Pasha, the Governor, sent » foree to arrest, him. 
The Mahdi's first overt act of rebellion was the attack on, 
and the destruction of, thisforce. hia was in July, 1881 
(1298 an. Tmmediately afterwards, leaving his island 
retreat, ho cummenced his career of conquest: bat though 
he appears to have dated the beginning of his reign from 
early in 1881, he did not issue any coins until after the 
fall of Khartum in January, 1685 (1302 a.m). He had 
then accumulated considerable quantities of the precious 
metils, anc the Emir of the Beit-ul-Mal, or Treasury, 
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Ahmad Wad Suleiman, utilised this treasure for tho 
commge, At thie time, secording to Father Ohrwalder, 
hosides gold coins of Egypt and English sovereigns, the 
principal currency in the Sudan wus the Medjidie dollar. 
The Maria Theresa dollar, French five-frano pisces and 
Spanish dollars were ale» current, and Egyptian piastres 
and huli-pinstres were occasionally seen, aa well as copper 
coins of ull descriptions. 

The Mahdi's issuea consisted of a gold piece of 100 
pitetres, a aervile copy of the Egyptian pound, bearing 
the date 1254 and the name of the Sultan, Alwd-al-Majid, 
aid « silver piece of 20 piustres, imitating the Turkish 
Modjidie dollar, hut with the Sultan's name repiaced by 
the words sage) 4 “By order of the Mahdi,” and with 


the correct date 1302 4.0,, but without any indication of 


the mint. Hoth of these coins, which were of good 
standard, had almost disappeared from circulation before 
thy escape of Mather Ohrwalder in 1309 a.n., and the 
quantity struck cannot have been largo, as Slatin Pasha 
states that the Muhdi before his death had stopped their 
Laan. 

The Mahdi died in 1302, within six months after the 
fall of Khartum, after having named as his successor the 
Rhulifs Abdulla, a mamber of the Taisha section of the 
Baggara tribe, Abdullu did not strike uny coins until 
1304. At that date “an iinmense stock of silver trinkets, 
eaplurod in the various campaigns, lay stored up in the 
Treasury, und quantities of these hud been sold for much 
below their value und hud ‘beon secretly taken by dealers 
to Egypt. In onder to put a stop to this the Khalifa now 
decided to make hisown coinage,” (Fire and Sicord ia the 
Sula, p. 407.) The Treasurer, Ibrahim Wad Adlan, 
who was nppointed on the full of Suleiman, in April or 
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May, 1858 (1305), began the issue of 20, 10, and 5 piastre 
pieces of 4 new type, bearing the name of the mint 
“Ormdurman and the word 'Makbul” (aecepted). 
These eoina were of lower standard than the Madhidoller, 
but still presented the appearance of silver. 

Father Obrwalder arrived at Omdurman in April, 
1656, und st thet time, he states, “there was « grent 
searcity of small coins, and in consequence pieces of damur 
(a twilled cotton fabric, manufactured in the Sudan) were 
mide currency valued at 10, 5, and 24 piastres; but (hese 
mgs 400n beeame so dirty that people refused to accept 
them. The Khalifa threatened those who refused with 
confiscation of property and imprisonment"; but after a 
short time he found that this could not be onforeed, and 
the dirty raga were withdrawn from circulation. 

The new coins were not more favourably received. 
According to Slatin Pasha the Mahdi dollar contained 7 
parts of silver and | of copper; Adlan's firat comage 6 
silver and 2 copper, and his second coinuge 6 silver and 
dcopper, The merchants refused to accept these latter 
ecins. for twenty pisstres; us a punishment their goods 
wore confiscated and their aliops closed. This had its 
intended effeet, and on their agreeing to accept the now 
coinage at ite nominal value their property was restored to 
them. The natural result of these measures was an 
immediate rise of prices; but all the Khalify knew was 
that his dollars were accepted, and with that he was 

Olirwaldar escaped in November, 1891 (1309), and prior 
to that date Adlan had also fallen, ond Nur-el-Gereifawi 
had been made Treasurer. Under him the debasement of 
the coinage made rapid strides, Sintin writes that the 
“Omla Gedida” or “new currency" dollar contained 2 
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parts silvoranid § parts copper, and that when lie ¢seaped 
a Medjidie dollar was worth cight “‘ Omla Godida” dollars, 
Neufeld states that Nur “came to the conclusion evidently 
that 2 coin was bat a token, and that it was immateriul 
what it was made of, provided it curried some inmpresaion 
on it, The quantity of silver in his dollars grew less anil 
less and then was only represented by slight plating, which 
wore off ine few woeks’ time. When people grumbled

he asys that “two men wore kept continuously engaged 
casting square steel blocks for the Omdurman mint; these 
blocks were polished and out in Omdurman and twenty- 
five sets werd generally in use at the same time, Possibly 
two hundred men were employed in the melting of the 
cpper and casting it into moulds the size and thickness 
of the dollars, The disce were next passed on to the 
people who gave them the tmpreasion; this was obtained 
by placing the dise on the lower block and then hammer 
injg the upper blovk upen it.’ ‘This account of the 
provess appeurs to explain a question mised im Artin 
Pusha's paper as to whether the Mahdi‘a coins were struck 
or cust. The coins I examined, of which about fifty bear 
the date 1419, mostly show signs of casting on their 
surfaces and confirm the statement a8 to the number of 
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dies employed, na at least twenty-one different dies were 

used in striking them. |

The actual weights, as might be expected from the 
process of making the coins, as already described, vary 
greatly; the legal weight of tho Medjidie 20 piastres ia

he ‘875 fine; practically none af the weights recorded by 
Artn Pasha and Dr. Niteel exceed 24-06 grammes, and 
one coin weighed only 23:05 grammes. The British 
Musaum coin, a fine specimen, weighs 370 grains = 
«3°07 grammes. The varintion in the ease of the other 
types is quite wa great. Very few of those I have ex- 
amined come tp to Slatin’s figures; many, even when in 
fine condition, are considerably lighter. 

The Mahdi evin appears to be of good silver, the three 
specimens of 104 that I have seen aleo silver but hase, 
and so are the coins of 19309 and 1310 in the British 
Museum Oolleetion, Coins of the later types occasionally 
show traces of the plating that Neufeld describes, but 
most of the “ crossed speara’’ coins appear to be simply 
copper without « trace of silver about them. 

The figures on these coins, which occupy the pluce 
where on Turkish and Egyptian coins the regoal year of 
the Sultan is indicated, are puzzling, On the Mahdi dollar 
of 1802 (PL ITT, No. 1) the figure 6 appeara. As this 
_ Soin: was struck between the fall of Khurtum in January, 
188), and the death of the Mahdi in June of the same 
year, he appears, Dr. Niitzel points out, to have dated the 
beginning of his reign from the spring of 1881, or before 
he defeated Rauf Pasha's forces, The coins of the Khalifa 
do not follow muy settled system: on some the figures 
agree with his own regnal years, mosi of his dullary dated 
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1911, 1312, and the smaller coins of 1504 have figures 
which coincide with the years of the now century of the 
Hijral, This Dr. Niitzel explains by the belief, prevalent 
amongst Mohommedans, thatone of the principal signs 
for the recognition of the true Mahdi would be his ap- 
pearing at the close of a century, and for this reason he 
suggests that Abdalla adopted the year 1900 a.a, as the 
date of beginning of the new dynasty; the figures, there- 
fore, on these coins would indicate the dynastic and not 
the regnal yoar, Coins of 1304 have 1, and the three 
types of 1815 have each o different numeral, none of them 
corresponding with either theregnal or the dynnstic year, 
and their explanation has still to be found. Perhaps for 
the coine of 1316 it was simply that all the more educated 
workmen were dead or dissbled, like Elina el Kurdi (one 
of the hest workmen of the Khalifa’s earlier yours), who, 
Father Ohrwalder rolutes, liad one hand and one foot cut 
off in 1889 for issuing counterfeit money. 

As already mentioned, the two coins issued in the life- 
time of the Muhdi imitated the types of the Egyptian 
pound anil of the Turkish Medjidie dollar, or 20-pisstre 
piece. , 

Tinder the Khalifa dollara were coined of five different 
types. 

Type 1.—Intreduced in 1314 ; has outer circles of twelve 
double crescents, forming « chain-like pattern. The type 
may be taken from the coinage for Egypt under the 
Sultan Mahmud IT.

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A NOTE ON SOME COINS GENERALLY 
ATTRIBUTED TO MAZAIOS, THE SATRAP OF 
CILICLA AND SYRIA. 


I amt aware of tho temerity of differing in opinion from 
such accomplished numismatists as M. Babelon, Mr. Hill, 
and M. Six, on the subject of the Satrapal coimage of 
Persia; but perversity in my habit, and there are one or 
two points on which I feel disposed to break a lance with 
them, great men though they be. Theses pointe involve 
the attribution of certain coins which they have assigned 
to Mazaios, the Satrap of Cilicia. | 

With the great mass of the coins of this ruler I have 
nothing to do to-day, Those, I mean, which boar the 
name af Muzatos and which are inscribed with Aramuino 
characters. Thore ia another class, however, which do 
not bear his name ond which instead of Aramaic lotters 
ire insoribed with Greek and which have been 
attributed to him by two of the great authorities above 
numed. My remarks are confined to this latter clasa, 

IT cannot see myself how it is possible for Muazuios, 
or hia companion Belesys, the Satrap of Syria (to whom 
Mr. Hill tentatively assigns somie of these coins), who both 
of them ceased to have anything to do with Cilicia or Syria 
aome time before the battle of Tesus, to have tsaned coins 
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with Greek letters on them. ‘They ruled an Aramaio- 
épeuking people who used an Aramaic alphabet, ond, 
unlike the Western Satrups, Lad not to provide « coinnge 
fora Greek community, and who naturally issued coina 
with Greek [otters on them. Of Buleays we do not read 
ogain after the Phonicion war or the reign of Artaxerxes 
OT, while Maing was presently transferred from Cilicia 
and uppointed Satrap of Bubylon. He was Satrap of 
Babylon at the time of Alexander's conquest and was 
confirmed in that position by the prent canqueror, 

As Satrap of Babylon he taaued totradrachma, somo of 
thom of Attio weight, which must therefore have bean 
atruck under the Macedonian rulo and during the reign of 
Alexander, Theso are inscribed with his name end 
invariably with Aramaic and not with Greek letters. 

We have tot todo here with # eoinnge atriick to pay 
Grock morceneries, as Bo many Satrapal isauca wore: 
The coins are not Greek but Cilician. They bear on them 
the initialy of Cilictan towns and the itiage of the 
Cilician god, and in weight and fabric are purely Cilician. 
The ste of Greek letters on such coins in a country 
where the language and the script wus entirely Aramaic 
might he possible on. autonomoua coins struck by Greek 
towns in Ciltcia, but it seem to me very improbable that 
& Batropal issue by 4 Cilician Satrap for home consump- 
tion should have bad Greek letters on thom. This use; 
it seets to me, mikes it oxceedingly probable they were 
struck after Cilicia became a Greek province by the 
conquest of Alexander. 

On'this ground alone, therefore, I would yenture very 
respoctfully to contend thut the coins numbered 242- 
255 in Babelon's cutalogue of the Dynaste and Satrps of 
Teraia, and the coms 65-78 in Hill's catalogue of the 


A hele: “/ 
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eoins of Cilicia, p. 174, were neither struck by Muzaios 
nor do they belong to his time. 

Thw coinage of Soli to which Mr. Hill has directed my 
aitention is not really an exception. Soli waa not really 
a Cilician town but a Greek colony, and the gront bulk of 
its inhabitants were Grecks: It is notural thot its 
autonomous coinage should have Greek types. Mr, I1ill's 
learned note on page Lexi of his preface very conclusively 
shows this. 

In my opinion they were struck by the Greek governors 
of Cilicia appointed by Alexander and his sticcessors, and 
followed the old type: with the god and the name 
Baultars, just as Seleuens followed the samo types in his: 
first coinage at Babylon, The Greek letters T, |, , and 
M on these woins scem to represent clearly, a9 others have 
long ago pointed out, the towna and perhaps minta of 
Tarsus, Isma, Soli and Mallua: ‘The letter B, which 
occurs on some of them in conjunction with one or other 
of these other letters, it has been suggested by Mr. Hill 
may be the initial letter of BAZIAEYE. Thin seems 
to mo'very improhuble: Tweuld rathor eugeost that it 
is the initial of Balucros, who was appointed Batrap of 
Cilicia by Alexander. 

It will be noted that a large proportion of the 
tetradruchmea in question which have Greek lotters on 
them have on their obverse nm entirely new type, so 
far as the Satrapal coinage of Cilicia is concerned. They 
not only bear Greek letters, but the head of a Greck 
goddess quite foreign, it seems to me, to the religion 
of the Ciliciana, namely, Athene. On theae coins she 
ig represented with o three-quarter facto and wearme 
a winged helmet, Similar coins Mr. Hill points out to 
me were etruck at an eurlier time at Syracuse, and 
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it ia possible that they were copied from Sicilian prota- 
types. There is, however, another explanation of the 
type to which I shall presently turn: We muat re- 
member that whily it seems impossible to understand the 
introduction of Athene on the Satrapal coins atrack for 
the four great cities of Cilicia in the time of Mazaios, 
where she must have been a foreign imporiatian, for she 
was a wery typical Groek goddess and: not a Cilician 
or Armmuio one, it was exceedingly natural that after 
the Macedonian conquest Alexander, who expecially fos- 
tered the cult of this goddess, should have put her bust 
on one side of the local eoina and that of the native pod 
on the other, 

In-addition to the head of Athene occurring on many 
of these coina with Groek letters, we get other symbols 
which seem te point to Greek rither than Aramaic influ- 
ence, as tho club (Hill, Tarsus, No. 65, Baobelon, 242), 
representing the Hornklean cult of Alexander, and the 
erested Corinthian helmet (Hill, Tarsus, Nos. 65, 72,. 74, 
and 75, Babolon, 251), which oceur on somo of them, 
which are very essentially Greek symbols and not Seniitic 
Ones. 

Certam other coins with Greek letters I attribute to the 
sane provenance, and they seem to me to have nothing to 
with Muznios, ex, gr, Rubelon, Nos, 249, 243, and 244. 
These have the Cilician god on one pide, with his name 
Baaltars, and on the other side two parallel and crenellated 
walla one over the other, «urmounted by « lion: devouring 
ubull, No, 242 has the Greek lotter T for Tarsus under 
the throne, with a club in the field, while 244 lias the 
letter B in the field. 

In Hill's Catalogue of the Coins.of Cilicia are two 
similar come, Targus, 65 and 66, one with | for Tesus 
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under the throne, and the other with M for Mallos, and 
bearing a clus in the field, All these coing are directly 
copied from those bearing the name of Muaznios, 

Here I may condense what we know about the history 
of Cilicia in these tines, for which T will recur to Drey- 
aen’a admirable work. When Alexander had defeated 
Darius at the battle of Isana, he in 332, deeming the 
strategicul importance of Cilicia very great, united in one 
person the positions of Satrap and Strategos, and gave 
the position to Bnlacros, the son of Nicanor, one of his 
bodyguird. He waa shortly afterwards killed in o fight 
with the mountaineers of the Taurus, whereupon the posi- 
tio was given to the Taxiarch Philotas (Arrion, in. 6, 
id., 29, iv. 25), He continued im this position until the 
year $21, when he was superseded by Pordiccas, and the 
appointment was given to Philoxenua, who had upps- 
rently formerly been Satrap of Susiana, and who was 
afterwards contirmed in his position by Antipater. We 
do not hear of him again by name, but o Satrap of Cilicm, 
apimrently himseli, iy named in 318 we, After this 
Qilicia fell into the hands of Antigonus and hia son 
Dometrios; Tu 301 Cassander’s brothor Meistarchos ol- 
tuined Cilicia, probably, says Droysen, with the title of 
King, and the rest of the treasures of Cyinda (op, ort, i, 
f14, Fr. ed.). Te only kept it o year, when bo waa 
obliged to abandon it and to take refuge with his brother. 
Theronpon Demetrios Poliorcetes occupied it and kept it 
till 204, when Seleweus: Nicator took possession of it, 
It was tuken irom his son Antiochus by Ptolemy IT of 
Egypt (n.c. 262-258). Tt apparently again fell into. the 
power of the Seleucid about 245 n.c., in whose possession 
it afterwards remuined. 

I would suggest os most probable that the coins with 
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the head of the fronting Athens were struck in Cilicis, 
those with B by Balacros, and the others by the above 
named Philotas and Philoxenox between the death of 
Alexander and the year 318 1,0. It was possibly from 
thea coins that Audoleon, King of Pwonia, copied the 
same type. He began to reign in $15 wc One coin 
given by Dabelon, Pl. VL, No. 5, iv evidently a tran- 
sition one, for it has the head of Athone on the obverse, 
and the figure of the Cilinian god with the inscription 
Buailtors in Aramaic eharactara, and the initial of Malus 
under the throne, The barbarous character of thia coin 
points, it seema to my,.to ita having been struck in times 
of disturbance. 

Lat us now turn to.some other coins, 

In ‘his description of the coi of Mazaios in the 
Numismatic Chronicle for 1884, pp. 146, 147, the late 
M. Six discusses the coins of that Satrap atruck at Sidon. 
T cannot quite follow him. In arranging these evita, 
which are themselves dated, he tukes the numbers 
of the years as représenting the reguul years of the 
Persion king. Artaxerxes Ovhua began to reign in 
the yoar 359 mc, and on page 148, M. Six says 
that thore are s large number of coins containing no 
Satrap's nome, and bearing dates from 1 to 1) and 13-of 
Ovbus, fe, 359-350 and 347, and he says these coins were 
struck under the predecessor of Mazaios, which seems 
quite right. On pagea 146 and 147, however, le cites 
several coins which he attributes to the years 10, 11, and 
12 of the same king, ie. Artaxerxes Ochus, which ho 

says have the. namo Mazaios upon them. This is quite 
te with the former statement, There eunriot 
luve been two Satraps striking coms in Cilicia at the 
same time, 4.0. in the year 10 und subscquently. Three 
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out of the fire coins ho refers to he says are in the 
British Museum, of which two are etaters. I have 
sean the s#taters, and have bee oasaisted with the hotter 
eyes and experience of Mr. Hill, and it is perfectly 
plain that nothing of the kind can bo read on them. 
The dates themaelves, if there are any, are mero ghosts, 
which cannot be identified. Of ao fourth «pecimen wat 
Berlin M. Six says himself date effacde. 

In confirmation of thie T may mention that there iso 
complete hintus in Six's list of the coma of Mazaioe struck 
at Sidon, botween his coins of the years 11 and 1? and 
thoue of the years 19 and 20, 

T toke it, therefore, thet the first coin of Sidon which 
boars the name of Mazaios is really dated in the 19th or 
20th year of Artaxerxes Ovhus, when the series of coma 
struck at Sidon by Mazaios really begins, and that the 
odtadrachme of which Mr. Hill reminds mo there ore 
specimens in the British Museum struck in the first and 
eleventh year, wore struck not in the first and eleventh 
year of Ochus, but of his guccessor, ond that we 
hava no suthority from the coins for attributing, as M-. 
Six did, the beginning of the satrapy of Mazaios in 
Phoonicia in tho year 349 mc.; and this again takes 
away the only prop which M. Six had for dating the 
Phemnician revolt in $5] instead of 144, as NOldeke much 
more probably pute it.

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THE BURNING OF BONDS UNDER HADRIAN. 





Gantertion of Hadrian (Hrtizh Museam}, 


Anoxa Roman sestertij, or “large brass” coins, perhaps 
none has wtiracted more utfention from numismatiste than 
that; of Hadrian with the reverse logend RELIQVA 
VETERA HS. NOVIES MILL. ABOLITA, of which 
four varieties are described by Cohen (Noa. 121-1213). 
On the first of these the device isa lictor to the leit burning 
a heap of papers, and holding what has been deacribed aa a 
fasois ond axe, though on some examples it loaks more like 
napéenr (see illustration above). —_ which [ exhibit isin 
pour condition, but possesses some interest from ite 
having been found m 1859 af Beswinen: Herts, The 
other varieties show two and in one case three citizens in 
front of the lictor, holding up their hands in applause. 
The remission of the balunce of the debts of the Int 
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sixteen years due from imunicipalities and private in- 
dividuals, amounting in the whole to upwards of seven 
million pounds sterling, was. ono of the met striking 
events of the beginning of the reign of Hadrian, It 1s 
recorded by Spurtian, Dio, Cussindorus and others, and 
the former relates that the “ syngrapha " or deeds, which 
were known by the name of cAnpia,' were collected and 
publicly burnt in the Forum Trajani. Spanheim in his 
chapter on the remission of taxes and the nbolition of 
debis (De new «f preifantid Nemm., vol. 11, p. 2) 
Eckhel. (vol. vi, p. 478); Admiral Smyth (Deseriptive

Cutalogue, p, 98); Hobler (ecords of Aoman History, 
vol. i., p. $08), and others have all treated of these qoina 
and there is no need of my doing «©. My objeet in 
ealling attention to them is mainly to account for my 
offering to the Society a photograph of o large rilievo 
that is now in the Forum at Rome (not Trajan’s 
Forum), on which a similar scone to that presented with: 
fawer details on the coins is given on a much larger seal. 
We have bere a procession of six or eight citizens each

There seem to be therefore two distinct holocausts of 
documents of indebtedness, the one commemorated by 
the marble of Trajan and the other by the coin of 
Hadrian. ‘The background of the marble groups seems 
conclusive on this point, ns itis in each enes the Forum 
Romanum that is represonted and not the Foram Trajam, 
in which it is expresdy stated that the burning of the 
documenta took place under Hadrian, Even the looulity 
of the burning of the registers in the Forum hus been 
identifind by Mr. Nichols 

The first to attempt the conciliation of the wealthy 
classes liy cancelling their debts uppears to have been 
Agis TV of Lacedaemo, under whose advice all the atate 
bonds, registers aud socuritica were piled up im thie 
murket-place and barnt. It ia related by Suotonius" that 
Augustus adopted a similar course at Rome, and Auso- 
nius? ascribes another burning of bonds und registers to 
Trajat, which is im all probability thut which is comme- 
mornted on the rilievo. Tht even if the scene represented 
bolong to the days of Trajan and not to those of Hadrian, 
the connection with the type on the coins of the latter 
remains evident, und 1 trust that the Soctety will find 
room in its brary for the phitograph, ws being ta: all 
intents and purposes a “ numismatio illustration.”

Jutes Manic, 
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TREASURE-TROVE, ITS ANCIENT AND MODERN 
LAWS.' 

Tre Ancient Greeks have not left ua any records relating 

to troasure-trove. 

The old Roman right leaves us to understand that o 
citizen who unearthed a treasure, even on ground which 
belonged to him, should hand it over to the fisews* This 
usage prevailed in the early centuries of the Empire; but 
the Emperors exorcised their right in a more or less liboral 
ninnner, 

When the Carthaginian Crsellius Bassus acquainted the 
Emperor Nero of the existence of a supposed treasure of 
bars of gold, the latter ordered that ships should be 
provided to transport these riches to Rome, which accord- 
ing to report, then in circulation, hud been amassed by 
Dido herself?

Hadrian evidently realised the necessity of establishing 
some legislution on the subject of treasure-trove ; and by 
the precision with which itis stamped, the text of Spartion 
seems to give the actual wording of the law, which 
was to the effect that at the beginning of the second 
century of our era, the private individual became the 
full proprietor of treasure discovered on his own land ; if, 
however, the treasure was found on the land of another 
person, the half of it went to the proprietor of the land, 
the finder retaining the other half.. The same division 
held good, if the find wus made on lands belonging to the 
State? 

Soverua Alexander was somewhat less generous; for 
whilst generally confirming to the finder the property of 
the treasure, an exteption was made in the case of treasures 
of importance, which were to become the property of the 
Sinte,* 

An Eclogue of Calpurnius, who wrote under Carus ond 
Carinus, leads ua to Infor that these Emperors abalished 
the vexatious rights clanmed by their predecessors,? 

Under Constante the Great, the public: treasury in- 
sisted on its rights; and a law of a.n, 315 granted to the 
finder one-half of the treasure, when duly announced to 
the jfisens, The same text provides that no engniry shall 
follow, if such declaration be made in proper form."

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Gratian and Theodosius established in a.p. 380 a more 
liberal law, which was very similar to that of Hadrian. 
Under this law the finder became the owner of treasure 
when diseavered on his own land ; if, however, the treasure 
was found on the land of another person, the proprictor of 
auch land received a quarter of the treasure discovered. 
The same law made it illegal to dig on the lund of another 
person, if the discovery of treasure was the only object im 
view,” 

We may also call attention to the term non mefalli quali- 
tis, mentioned in the Theodosian code, which is important 
since we know that gold mines were the property of the 
Emperor, It was not until 4.0. 365 that Valentinian 
granted to private individuala the right of working 
such mines ; but such right waa subject to a heavy fine 
or royalty.” We shall see later on thut the nature of the 
metal affected the lawa relating to the ownership of 

In a.m. 390, Valentinian deemed it politic to confirm 
the free right to treasure-trove;" but under Theodoric 
in the sixth century the Aseus Inid « firm hand on all 
property of which the rightful owner could not be found.” 

We will now pass on to the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies to ascertain the atale of the law as to the proprie- 
torship of treasure-trove. 

In Normandy a statute, which arose out of an m- 
quisition held about 4.p. 1154, gives to the Duke all

Later, by another statute 
of about a.p. 1260, the Duke is authorised to make an 
inquisition wbout treasure, the discovery of which had 
been fraudulently concealed.” 

The Decrees of St. Louis assign treasure-trove of gold 
to the King; but the Baron is to receive that of silver. 
We see, however, from various statutes that even under 
St. Louis this question of right ia still obscure; for in 
acp. 1224 the King claimed the right to the treasures 
of gold and silver, coined and uncoined, which had been 
found by monka of the Abbey of Cercanceaa, on the 
Loire, near Chitesu-Landou, in the diocese of Sens." 
On the other hand in the same diocese, in 1259, after a 
long dispute the position was clearly defined as to the 
right of the King to treasure-trove of gold and to that 
of silver; for in this instance the court decided that 
treasures of gold belonged to the King, but those of silver 
by ancient right were the property of the finder." 

In a mandate of Philip IV, dated 27th August, 1506, 
it is ordered that treasures without any distinction found on 
lands or in dwellings belonging to Jews shall be surren- 
dered to the King.” 

However the distinction between gold and silver 1s

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confirmed by yarious customa of the fifteenth and six- 
teenth centuries,” ulthough some customury regulations 
of tho fifteenth century, which in their nature are very 
similar to the customs of Toursine and Anjou, enact thut 
the proprietary right of treasures is closely allicd to jus- 
ticiary rights. Tn other words that finds of gold and «ilver 
belong to barons and other nobles when discovered on 
lands over which they have legal jurisdiction. In Anjou 
the rights of the King do not appear ever to haye been 
established; for in the eleventh century no mention is 
made ss to the ownership of a statue of gold weighing 
100 livres, which hod been found in «a rrver.™ 

In the duchy of Berry the rights of the King were 
subject to some restrictions, as they were not recognised in 
the cuse of isoluted pieces, but only in-cases of genuine 
treasure. It is compromise which reminds us of the 
law of the Emperor Severus Alexander. 

In the statutes which liave been cited the rights of the 
finder appear to have been overlooked, But in the 
Middle Ages these also received some consideration; for a 
statute of the twelfth century divides in equal shares 
trenaure-trove between the lord and the finder“! Tn 
certain cases in the sixteenth century the treasure is 
divided into halves or thirda, the finder receiving his dae 
share? 

This custom is confirmed by an order of the Court of 
tho 25th July, 1570, under the following terma: “The

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treasure is to be divided into three parts, of which one 
shall be awarded to the finder, another te the proprietor 
of the land, and the third to the lord of the manor (haut- 
justicier), be he the King or anyone else; but if the pro- 
prietor of the land be himself the finder, the treasure shall 
then be divided into two parts, one of which shall be 
awarded to the proprietor, the other to the lord of the 
manor, in accordance with another order given by the 
Court of Appeal at Amiens." ‘This law was still further 
modified, and in the seventesnth century the rights of the 
finder and those of the proprictor of the land only were 
considered. For in tho month of February, 1641, the 
Chambre de l'Edit of Grenoble gave judgment between 
the Prince of Orange, who was chief justiciary of the 
Seignory of Orpi#re, a mason named Damian, and the pro- 
prietor of an old building, m one of the walls of which 
Damian had found a pot fall of gold coins. The order of 
the Court was to the effect that the mason should huve 
half the tressure and the proprietor the other half; but 
no order was made to the demand formulated on behalf 
of the Prince of Orange.** 

Not less remarkable is the order delivered on the 31st 
January, 1641, by the Chambre de l'Edit for the Lan- 
guedoc held at Castres. This order overruled the re- 
quest of the King, made in his nome by the agents of the 
fisons, for « third of a treasure found in « wall under de- 
molition, and gave one-half of it to the finder, and the

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other half to the proprietor of the wall. The order 
farther added that this decision was arrived at under the 
Romun right established in the district of Castres, as also 
in the province of Languedoc. 

In spite of these judgments, an attempt was made in 
the eighteenth century to restore the right of the Crown as 
laid down in the order of 1470, cited above. In 1725 the 
subject in question was a bronze vase filled with Roman 
coins of the third century a.p., which had been found at 
Gommegnies, near Le Quesnoy** <A pricia of this case 
informs us that the comptroller general, in supporting the 
‘Tight claimed by the King, asked that “the common usage 
should be enforced, which divided treasure-trove into three 
parts, of which one should be awarded to the King, 
another to the findor, and the third to the proprietor of 
tho estate on which the treasure was found.” 

But M. de Vastan, commizaary of Hainault, was opposed 
to this view and cited Chapter 129 of the Custom of Hainault 
as followa: “ If any artisan working for wages on the lands 
of another by chanos finds a treasure, one-half of it belongs 
to him and the other half to the proprictor of the estate.” 
It was therefore in the end arranged to pay for the 600 
coins selected for the Cabinet of the King.” 

By Article 716 of the Civil Code, still in force, it i 
devreed " That the ownership of a treasure belonga to the 
finder, if diseovered on his own land: if the treasure is 
found on the land of another person, one-half belongs to 
the finder, the other half to the proprietor of the land.

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Treagure-trove includes anything hidden or buried, of 
which the owner is not known, and which has been 
discovered by pure chance.” 

The last paragraph of this article is wanting in precision 
and exactness, for one cannot pretend to say that in the 
ease of excavations on a selected spot,and with an express 
purpose, the finding of a treasure or antiquities Is a matter 
of “ pure chance.” ™ 

Practically the right of workmen employed in inten- 
tional excavations is not recognised; yet if one takes 
the text of Article 716 literally, “he who finds a 
treasure’? can only mean he whoee work leads to the 
discovery. Inshort, the law isnot borrowed from the Code 
of Theodosius; but it is based on that of the Emperor 
Hadrian, the text of which hes been preserved to us by 
Spartian. We have already seen that the decisions of 
163] and 1641 were delivered in the same spirit of 
equity. 

A law of the 30th March, 1887, modifies to the advan- 
tage of the State the rights of the finder; for under it 
the State heeomes full proprietor of every object found in 
its domain, minus an indemnity representing half its 
value, which goes to the finder. Another clause of the 
same Act empowers the minister to expropriate the whole 
or part of the land on which discoveries of treasure may 
have been made, in accordance with the provisions of the 
law of the rd May, 1841. 

Such, in brief, has been the legislation in France 
relating to tressure-trove. 

The sovereign right to treasure-trove appears to prevail

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in most of the other States of Europe. Grotius (De Jure 
Felli et Pacis, ch. viii. 7) eays the people of Germany gave 
treasure-trove, like other ownerless things, to the prinoe; 
and it ia now the common low asa sort of fice pentium, 
for it is observed in Germany, France, England, Spain 
and Denmark; und that there ia no wrong done has been 
‘sufficiently explained.” 

Without going into detail, we may mention that in 
Denmark, according to the law of Valdemar 1, it is 
enacted that if anyone should find gold or silver in a 
field or ona hill or under his plough, it belongs to the 
King; and if he denies that he has found it, let him 
defend himself on oath before his kinsmen. 

In Hungary the National Museum hos the nght of 
pre-amption, and every find, when it exceeds the value 
of 600 frances, is divided in equal parts between the 
findar or finders, the proprietor of the land, and the 
State. 

In the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, as well os in 
Greece, the disvovery of oll finds must be immediately 
notified to the Stute. In the latter country all finda of 
antiquities belong to the State, but when found on private 
property half the value is awarded to the owner of the 
property. Informants of finds not of archmological 
interest receive one-third their value whether claimed by 
the State or not. Of objects found in the sea half belongs 
to the finder, the other half goes to the Caisse dee Invalides 
de Ia Mer. 

In Ttaly the State possesses also the right of pre- 
emption, the application of which has greatly fostered 
the concenlment of treasure-trove, aa the proprietors are

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wary of tho emall indemnity offered by the State. In 
medieval times the law appears to have been different, at 
losat at Padua; for in 1274 we learn “ that o treasure of 
pure gold of the supposed value of more than 30,000 
livres was found in the gurden of the Hospice of the 
Domus Dei at Padua, which wes unfairly divided be- 
tween the finders, the Bishop, and the State ond its 
officials; « fourth part being, however, meerved for the 
Hospital, but subject to the conditions that it should be 
devoted towards ita repair.” ™ 

Before procecding to give a slight sketch of treasure- 
trove in England, it may be well to define the meaning 
of the term as understood at common law. 

In a paper read before the Royal Archwological Insti- 
tute at its mocting at Chester im Auguat, 1556," Judge 
Baylis gave the following detinition of treasure-trove :-— 

1. The word “treasure,” in connection with treasnre- 
trove, is confined to gold or si/eer money, coina, plate, or 
bullion, set copper, lead, bronze, or other metals or 
wie 

2. Tt must be found hidden in the earth or in the 
walls, beams, chimneys, or other secret places above the 
earth, but affixed to the sol. If found on the earth 
or in the sea, or wolf Aiden, it is not treasure-trove. 

3. When the owner thereof or his representatives can- 
not be ascertaimed. 

4, Then, and then only, it belongs to the Crown or the 
grantees of the Crown. 

Biackstone= defines treasure-trove ae follows :—" Trea- 
dure ia where any money, coin, gold, silver, plate, or

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bullion, ia found hidden in the earth, or other private 
place, the owner thereof being unknown. And in such 
a case, the treasure found belongs to the Crown; but 
if he that hid it be known or afterwards found out, the 
owner, and not the Sovereign, is entitled to it. It is 
the hiding, and not the abandonment, thot gives the 
King a property; for if « man scatters. his treasure 
mto the sea or upon the surface of the earth, it belongs 
not to the Sovercign, but to the first finder, Formerly, 
indeed, treasure-trove, whether hidden, lost, or aban- 
doned, belonged to the finder; bot afterwards it was 
judged expedient, for the purposes of the State, and par- 
ticularly for the coinage, to allow part of what wns so 
found to the King—which part was assigned to be all 
hidden treasure, as distinguished from such as waa either 
casually lost or designedly abandoned by the former 
owner,” 

We have here a pretty clear definition of the word 
trensure-trove and its application at law. Blackstone is 
specially emphatic in laying down the principle, that there 
must have been a manifest intention on the part of the owner 
to hide his treasure. It was nots mere burial: it was a 
hiding with the intention of returning at some future time 
to renover the treasure. This hiding of treasure must not 
be confused with the burial of objects in the case of ancient 
interments of human remains. In such cases the owner 
deposited his treasure with quite other motives. Henever 
intended to return and unearth it: but it was to remain 
with the body for all times, cither for use im the other 
world or for payment to the shades for the transport of the 
spirit of the departed one, Such cases do not, therefore, 
come within the term treasure-trove as understood by law. 

Likewise the discovery of a single object: such as a coin 
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oro ring, which must in all probability have been lost or 
casually dropped and not hidden, cannot properly be 
regarded as treagure-trove. An instance of this nature 
ocourred in 1801, when a labourer, whilst hoeimg in a field 
m Hertfordshire, struck his hoe into « lump of clay which 
revealed a gold ring.” Though there waa nothing else 
except the gold ring there, and no other object of 
antiquity in the neighbourhood, the Treasury claimed the 
ring as treasure-trove and retained it; but the Society of 
Antiquaries, not coinciding in this view, submitted the 
case for counsel's opinion, asking to be advised whether a 
Ting found im such circumstances could be considered 
treasure-trove. The case waa submitted to Mr. R. B. 
Finlay (now Sir Robert B. Finlay, the Attorney-General) 
and Mr, George H. Blakealy, who held “that the ring 
could not under the circumstances be rightly called 
treasure-trove ; because it did not appeur to have been 
placed where it was found by any person desirous of 
hiding it; that according to the authorities there must 
be presiimptive evidence of hiding in order to bring an 
object ander the claim of the Crown as treasure-trove ; 
that aa there waa nothing of thia kind in the present case, 
the Crown has no claim under the doctrine of treasure- 
trove.” 

In discussing the question of the origin of the English 
Common Law of Treasure-Trove, Professor FE. C. Clark™ 
is of opinion that there is little or no direct trace of a 
Roman original. The claim for the Crown would seom 
rather to be derived. from some euch fda! doctrine as 
that of ultimate ownership of land being vested in the

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Lord Paramownt.. Such adoctrine is not of Italian growth, 
but much more Toutonic in character, In Anglo-Saxon 
times the right of the Crown or Lord Paramount appears 
never to have been questioned, and unless specially 
granted by charter the King has always been held to be 
entitled to treasure from under the earth: and no so-called 
customary rights have ever interfered with the royal pre- 
rogative in this respect m England. 

Kemble represents the Anglo-Saxon Sovercigns as 
claiming to themselves all treasre-trore, and supports 
hia statement by charters, in which the-right to “ hoards 
whether above or within the earth” ure occasionally 

From the Laws and Institutions of England under 
Edward the Confessor, ch. xiv. (ed, Thorpe), we learn 
“Treasures from the earth belong to the King unless they 
are found in a chureh or place of burial, And if they are 
found there then the gold belongs to the King; but if 
of silver, then half goes to the King and the other half to 
the: Church, where: it was found, whether it be rich or 
poor.” 

In ch. xxiv, of the sume lowe we have another one 
relating to “findings,” De Jnrencioniius, This law enacta 
“that if ony man should lend or bring into the town 
(villa) an animal or any money, which he saya he has 
found, befors he shall take it to his own house or to 
that of andther he shall go to the church and shall 
tmnke the priest come from the church and the prefect 
and the chief men of the town, and when they are 
pesemmbled he sbail show them whut he hoe found. The 
prefect shall then send round to the four neighbouring

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towns and shall acquaint the priests and chief men of the 
find. After this the prefect in whose district the finder is 
shall guard the treasure till the morrow, and on the next 
day with his neighbours who have acen the treasure he 
ahall go to the prefect af the hundred and shall show it to 
him. And if the lord of the manor on whose land it 
was found has not his customa, forsooth soe and suc, he shall 
surrender it up to the prefect of the hundred, if he should 
desire to have it. But if he hos bis customs then let him 
hold to his rights," 

Tn these two laws there is o distinct difference drawn 
between. what is found in tho earth, and what 1s found on 
the earth, In the former case the property or treasure 
belongs to the Crown: but no question of such # right is 
maile in the latter case, but in the place of tha Crown 
the lord of the manor appears to be the mghtful owner. 

Under Henry I, ch. x, it is laid down that one of the 
rights of the King is thesaurus inventis. 

A most interesting instance of the King having 
surréndered his right to treasure-trove ia to be found in 
the Charter of Henry IT to the Monustery of Rameay, by 
which the latter waa “to reocive ade und aoe (the right 
of helding a court), thol and theam (market and the issue 
of the bondsmen), forstal (the intercepting on the 
highway), blodwith (m fine paid as a compensation for 
bloodshed), und the finding of treasure; and likewise all 
other privileges which belong to the King.” 

The right of the Crown to treasure-trove ts enforced 
by the Statute of 4th Edward I (1275-0), which enacts 
that “a coroner being certified by the King’s bailitfs or 
other honest men of the county shall go to the place where 
treasure is eaid to be found; that he shall enquire, who wore 
the finders and likewise who is suspected thereof, and 
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that they be well perceived when one liveth riotously, 
haunting taverns, and hath done so of long time; here- 
opon hy may be attached for this suspicion by four, five or 
six more pledges if he can be found; and how many 
soever be found culpable by inquisition in manner 
aforesaid, they shall he taken and delivered to the aheriff 
and shall be committed to gaol.” 

We have in this lawa curious method as to how justice 
ia to be arrived at. The law evidently supposes that 
anyone, who muy have discovered a treasure, has not the 
force of mind to use discretion and to conceal hia good 
fortune, but must of necessity uct as a witness against 
himeelf by haunting taverns ond by giving way to intem- 
peranoe. 

This Act of Edward I has been recently confirmed by 
the Coroner's Act of S87 (sec. 36), which provides that 
“a coroner shall continua as heretofore to have jurisdiction 
to enquire of treasure that is found, who were the finders 
and who is suspected thereof.” 

In the well-known recent ease (16th October, 1891) of 
the Attorney General ». Moore, reepecting some gold 
cups, a chalice, two pyxes and a paten found at Stoke 
Prior in Herefordshire, it waa ruled that “the juriadiétion 
of the coroner with reference to treasure-trove is limited 
to an inquiry, who were the findors and who is suspected 
thereof. He has no jurisdiction to inquire into any 
question of title tothe treasure ag between the Crown and 
any other claimants, the title to all treasure-trove being 
independent of any finding of the coroner's jary.” 

In his judgment, Mr. Justice Stirling anid, “ Prind 
fisete the title of trensure-trove is in the Crown; but no 
doubt that title may be displaced by producing a grant to 
a subject of the franchise of treasure-trove, but the 
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question between the Crown and the subject must be 
decided by an interpretation of the grant, and I cannot 
conceive that it is possible that this title ean be decided 
either by the coroner or by the verdict of the coroner's 
jury; the coronor’s jurisdiction is limited to an inquiry 
who were the finders, and who were suspected thereof." 

The law hos thos clearly detined the duties of the 
coroner im respect of treasure-trove, and thus one of the 
initial difficulties connected with a preliminary inquiry has 
been removed, 

There is abundant evidence to show that unless by 
epeviul grant the Crown hag never surrendered or 
abandoned its right to treasure-trove. In proaf of this 
we find m the State Papers published by the Ralls Office 
muny instances of pertnission granted by the Crown during 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries to dig for troasure 
under certain conditions, Of these we muy mention the 
following. 

In 1995 licence was given to Sir William Russell 
and three others to dig and search for hidden treasure 
in the ¢ounties of Somerset, Wilts, and Gloucester, 
for two yoars and to enjoy all they found, provided they 
gave notice to two justices of the peace before digging 
anywhere. 

In 1621 « special commission was granted to Richard 
Ryves and others to dig for treasure supposed to be in 
certain parts of a down in the parish of Upway, co, Dorset. 

In 1624, David Ramsay received a grantof the benefit 
of the King’s interest in any treasure-trove discovered by 
him im two places in Essex. 

In 1625, on tho petition of Thomas Eliot, Matthew 
Cawlthrop and Abraham Campion, permission was granted 
to dig in the churchyard and londs belonging to the

ancient monastery of St. Alvans for treasure; on the under- 
standing that one-third has to goto the King, one-third for 
repairing the church and the remainder to the petitioners. 

These are bata few isolated instances of the Crown 
exercising its right to treasure-trove, which have been 
gathered from s cursory glunce at the State Papers. A 
closer and more minute search would no doubt furnish us 
with a continuous chain of evidence to much more recent 

One other instance of an apparent surrender of its right 
by the Crown haa recently come before the public and 1s 
still aud jndiios, It ig the ouse of the gold ornaments lntely 
found in Treland; the circumstances connected with 
which appear to be as followe: 

About four years ago some ancient gold Celtic ornaments 
wero found in the North-west of Ireland in the neighbour- 
hood of Limavady. ‘These shortly after their discovery 
came into the possession of a jeweller at Belfast, who 
disposed of them to a private individual, who in his turn 
sold them to the British Museum. Some time asiter the 
purchase was completed by the British Museum, tle Irish 
authorities, who all along appear to have known of the 
find, claimed the objects as treasure-trove and demanded 
them forthe Dublin Museum; the matter came before the 
House of Commons and a Committee was-appointed to 
inquire into the cireumstances of the ease. As the Trustees 
of the British Museum still retained the ornaments their 
Tight to do so was questioned in the House of Commons, 
15th June, 1900, and the First Lord of the Treasury 
replied that the Law (Officers both of England and 
Treland had decided that these ornaments were treasure- 
trove and belonged to the Crown, and that the Trustees 
were wrong in retaming them. Shortly afterwards it 
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was elicited that the land on which the objecta were dis- 
covered waa granted to the Irish Society, which was 
incorporuted by Charter of James L, for colonising and 
establishing a settlement on lands which had been for 
feited to the Crown towards the end of the reign of 
Flicabeth. This Charter was regranted by Charles 11, 
and Mr. Gerald Balfour, in reply to question in the 
House of Commons, 6th August, 1000, stated that it had 
hoon ascertained that the words of the patent granted by 
Charles Il to the Irish Society are large enough to vest 
in the Society the right to treasure-trove. If Mr. Gerald 
Balfour's opinion holds good, then we have here another 
snstance of the King surrendering his prerogative to 
treasure-trove. But the case is not settled, as the First 
Lord of the Treasury ogain, on the 30th July, 1901, 
asserted the right of the Crown to the ornaments as 
treaaurectrove, So it will be left to the judges to devide 
what interpretation is to be put on the clauses of the 
Charter which affect the question. 

The law which gives a right usually provides the means 
of enforcing it. The punishment, therefore, of such 
persona as concealed from the King the finding of hidden 
treuxure was formerly no lesa than death; but now its 
concealment is misprision of felony ; and those guilty are 
liable to fine and imprisonment. This applies not only 
to the actual finder, bat also to those who sid and abet in 
the concealment. This last point was decided in the 
case of Reg. ¢. Siles Thomas and Stephen Willett,™ in 
which it waa shown that the dofendants had “ unlawfully, 
willingly and knowingly,” conceuled trensure-trove con- 
sisting of gold ornaments, which had been ploughed up

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by a labourer in u field in the parish of Mountfield, 
Sussex. Ina subsequent case tried in Dublin in 1867, 
Reg. e. Toole, the prisoner was found guilty of concealing 
some silver coins, which ho had discovered noar Booters- 
town, m the county of Dublin; and in thie case the court 
further decided that in an indictment for concealing 
treasure-trove it is not necessary to state any inquisition 
before the coroner as to the title of the Crown, 

Such, then, is an outline of the custom and law of 
treasure-frove in England: but the enforcement of the 
right of the Crown has-alwaya been fraught with much 
difficulty, chielly owing to the fact that till recent years 
“no reward or fixed remtnertion was held out to the 
finder.. He had therefore no encouragement to be honest, 
and in consequence very few objevts in the preciotia 
metals escaped the melting-pot. In the ease of abjosts 
other than coins, some of which could have been returned to 
the finder, the remuneration given could only be in money ; 
‘mod so for as it can be ascertained no official payment 
of such a nature had over occurred. With coins the 
cass was somewhat different: when they were secured 
by the Treasury they were sent to the British Museum 
for examination and sélection, Those required were pied 
for at the market value, but thos pot required were 
returned to. the Trousury, which made some sort of distri- 
bution te various societies, &e.; but it is pretty cortam 
that the finder fared rather ludly and only occasionally 
may have received by way of grant a part of the find. 
The effect was that only in the instance of large finda, 
that got bruited abroad, did the Treasury have any 
cognizance of their discovery ; the smaller ones passing 
into private hands unrecorded or into the melting-pot. 

In 1860 Lord Talbot de- Malahide drew the attention 
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of the Treasury to tho constant loss of treasure-trove 
owing to the fact of the uncertainty of the finder obtain- 
ing any payment or reward, and as 4 slight step in the 
right direction the Treasury ordered that in future the 
metal value should be paid for all treaaure-trove ; but as 
this order did not become generally known, the Home 
Office, in 1871, issued the following notice to the police.** 


Wurenarr, 11th July, 1871. 
Sm—The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury being desirous of giving greater publicity to 
their practice of paying on belulf of the Crown to the 
finder of coins and antiquities coming under the deserip- 
tion of “ Treasure-Trove” the full bullion value thervof, 
T am directed by Mr. Secretary Tbruee to request that 
you will tuke such measures as you may think best 
calculated to make the same generaily known within your 
juriadiction and more especially to pawnbrokers and other 
fitnilar dealers. Your obedient servant, 
(Signed) A. F. 0. Lippert. 


It need searvely be said that auch o notice had little if 
any good effect; for by it the finder reaped no substantial 
advantage. By melting down hia treasure bo obtained 
just as much os if he surrendered it to the public officers; 
but if he could meet with a purchaser, he would ask more 
than the metal value and could easily get it: and in most 
cased he took the risk and was rarely found out. The 
result of this order was therefore practically ail: and it 
was only when a find got generally known that the police 
were able to opat their hands on ait. 





" This notice is given in full, a1 believe it = never been 
published, but only issued privately. 
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In 1886 the discovery of a honrd of gold coins of 
y VI-VITI at Park Street, St. Albans, was the means 
of bringing about a further improvement in the conditions 
of recompense to finders of treasure-trove, and this 
improvement wae mainly due to the strenuous efforta made 
by our President, Sir John Evans, On that occasion onr 
President pointed out to the Treasury that the system 
hitherto udopted of giving the finders merely the intrinsic 
value of coina retained, whilst the Treasury recerved from 
the Trusteos of the Hritish Museum and other public 
institutions the archwologicil or numismatio value of the 
coiné, was a very injurious and unfair one; and he 
strongly urged that more liberal terms should be offered. 
His efforts were successful, for the Treasury within o few 
weeks passed o minute, which was embodied in « letter 
cirenlated by the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment in the usual manner to the Police. 

The substance of this circular is os follows: “The 
Lords Commissioners of the Treasury being desirous to 
render os effective as possible the assistance which is 
given to the efforts of antiquarian societies for the pre- 
seryation of objects of general interest, by the assertion of 
the claim ef the Crown to come and antiquities coming 
ander the description of treasure-trove, have reconsidered 
that practice, as intimated to you in the circular of July 
11, 1871, of paying to the finder of articles of treasure- 
trove on behalf of the Crown the full bullion-value of auch 
articles. 

“ Their Lordships, with a view to encourage the finders 
of coins and ornaments to notify the fact of their discovery 
to the Government, are ready to modify their existing 
regulations, and to return to the finders, who fully and 
promptly report their discoveries and hand over the samo 
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to the authorities, the coins and objects which are not 
actually required for National Institutions, and the sums 
received from such Institutions as the antiquarian yolue of 
such of the coins or objects as are retained and sold to 
them, subject to the deduction of a percentage nt the rate, 
either :— 

“1, Of 20 per cent. from the antiquarian. value of tho 
coins or objects returned ; or— 

“2. A sum of 10 per cent. from the valoo of all the 
objects discovered, as may hereafter be determined. 

“This arrangement is tentative in character, and the 
complete right of the Crown, as established by law, to all 
articles of treasure-trove i4 preserved,” 

If ong takes into consideration the long-established 
absolute right of the Crown to trensure-trove, thie last 
order is on the whole a fairly liberal one; but it would no 
doubt have been still more ‘satisfactory if no dedaction at 
‘all on the valoe were made, ao as to allow the finder 
to receive the full exfiguarian value atraight sway. But 
even with this deduction of percentage the finder is much 
better off if he declares his discovery than if he attempts 
to dispose of his treasure privately; for in the instance of 
treasure-trove in coins the procedure 1s as follows. 

As soon aa the coins are received at the Treasury they 
are forwarded to the British Museum, where they are 
carefully classified. A selection is then made of such 
specimens ua are required for the National Collection, 
and their market value noted and paid. The remainds 
are separately valued on the same principle, and returned 
to the Treasury, which deala with them in accordance 
with their order. The finder alone geta any monoy pay- 
ment; but in cases where a large number of ordinary coins 
have been found, presents are made not only to the owner

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of the lnnd on which the discovery has been mnde, if he is 
forward in helping to report the find, but also to other 
persona interested, and to local museums. This lust 
arrangement seems 6 fnir one; for it ia only right that 
the proprietor of the land on which the coins lave been 
diaeovered, though not actually the finder, should have 
sume thare of them. It is also strictly in accordance 
with ancient custom, as we have seen, 

It must be borne in mind that the principal object 
which the authorities of the British Museum have in view 
is not entirely the acquisition of the coins for the National 
Collestion, but the numismatic information which can 
be gleaned from the hoards themselves; and there ia 
scarcely any find, however small, that dooe not add some- 
thing to our pumismatic knowledge, It is mainly from 
the evidence of finds that wo have been able to classify 
the English coinage chronologically within the reigna; 
and hesides that, they often supply historical information 
outside that of the coinage. It would have been impoa- 
sible for our President to have classified the ancient 
British coins in such o satisfactory and successful manner 
if he had not been able to note the find-spot of nearly 
every coin that came within his knowledge. Not only 
line he thus been able to show the extent of the dominions 
of the yurioue British chiefs, and also their apparent 
dates, but he has.often been able to foretell that auch and 
auch comms, though not then known to him, may have 
boun issued, and in many instances his prophecy has

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vealed to us the monetary, but olso the precise political 
position of Kent, Mercia, Wessex, and East Anglia, from 
the reign of Offs of Mercia to that ‘of Acthelwulf of 
Wessex, » most important period of our history, aa it 
marked the beginning of the extension of the power of 
\ apa which was soon destined to overlord all the other 

Agata, as recently as 1897, the discovery of the Bal- 
combe hourd™ has enabled us in a great measure to ecttle 
the long much-vexed question of the classifioation of the 
pennies of Edward I, I, and TUT, And it may be added 
that the chronological sequence of the Republican comage 
of Rome is almost entiroly based on the evidence of finds. 

Coins are ulso of the highest importance in determining 
the age of other objects found with them. The recent find 
of coins of Cartimandua™ gave a dute to certain ornaments, 
fibula, box, &e., discovered withthem; and the sameoccurred 
with rings found last year with gold coins of Diocletian 
and Meximian at Sully Moor, near Cardiff’ Without this 
‘evidence it would have been difficult to decide whether 
in the latter case the rings were of the second or third 
century ; but the coins ennbled us to put their manufac- 
ture within the space of a very few years. 

These are some of the advantages which accrue. from 
the law, as at present administered, of treasure-trove: 
ahd it is very evident that the right of the Crown 
should never be surrendered. A great deal haa been 
said and written about the claims of the owners of the 
in whose lands valuablo and imteresting objects 
have been unearthed, but experionce has taught ua thot

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in most cases whore the law of treasure-trove does 
not operite—iv. with objects not of precious metal— 
no record of finds has been made, and in consequence 
much history and archwological information has been lost. 
Cbjects which thus poss direct into private hands are seldom 
available for scientific study, We doubt much, too, if 
under auch circumstances the finders would obtain from 
the landlord anything like the favourably terms which are 
now offered by the Treasury, With local museums the 
case is very different ; but a difficulty would alwnys arise 
in procuring funda to meet the requirements of the 
Treasory. The central position of our National Museums, 
and the fact that objects placed there are always accessible 
for reference and study, render their claima to treasure- 
trove paramount to those of any other similar institutions. 

The inducement held out by the Treasury has, however, 
not proved so effectual as might have been expected, and in 
reply to a question asked by Judge Baylis on the point 
of the working of the recent order Sir Francie Mowat 
replied, ‘The circular of the Treasury of 1886 doce not 
seem to have had very good effects, as many hoards ure 
discovered. without being reported, und that means that 
coins and objects of interest are thus lost to the National 
Collection. This would be avoided if finds were reported 
to the Treasury by individual members of Archwological 
Associntions.” 

This is a very good suggestion and one which we, as 
tmambers of the Numismatic Society, should bear im mind ; 
not, however, with the sole idea, as Sir Francis Mowat puta 
it, of enriching the National Collection, but also with a 
view of mlvancing the science of numismatics and 

A few words may be addod about treasure-trove in 
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Scotlund and Ireland. From a private memorandum of the 
Council of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland, 1892-3, 
it appears that in Scotland, down to year 1859, the Urown 
exercised its claims to treusure-trove without recom- 
pensing the finders except in on uncertain way, such 
finders as wery “in circumstances to require” rewards. 
The result was that very few objects in the precious metals 
escaped the melting-pot. But in that year the Crown 
proclaimed that in future the “actual yalue”’ or * intrinsic 
value’ of treasure-trove should be given to the finders. 
Much difforence of opinion existed as to the interpretation 
of the term "intrinsic value”: but the Queen's and Lord 
Treasurer's Remembrancer, to whom is entrusted the en- 
forcement of the law of treasure-trove, decided in 1859 
that “actual yalue’’ and “intrinsic value” are used us 
synonymous terms, and it is the fact that in recompensing 
findors the Crown authorities have adopted a wider 
signification and have awarded @ fair rolue, which is 
generally determined by the Keeper of tho National 
Museum. 

As in England, this arrangement in Scotland does not 
seem to have worked estiafsctorily, first because the 
Queen’s Remembrancers, in the absence of guidance from 
legal decisions, hell different views ua to the rights of 
the Crown; secondly because finders and landed pro- 
prietors ure ignorant of the law; thirdly because of local 
objections to the removal of finds away from localities to 
the National Museum; and lastly on account of dishonesty 
in concealing finda. 

The disposal of treasure-trove in Ireland is in the 
absolute discretion of the Treasury, acting on behalf’ of 
the Crown; but for many years it hos delegated the whole 
responsibility in connection therewith to the Royal Irish 
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Academy. One hundred pounds is annually provided by 
Parliament for rewards to discoverers of treasure-trove ; 
aud this sum can be accumalated from yearto year. The 
Academy posts notices in the Constabulary barracks and 
other places throughout Ireland, informing the public that 
payments for such articles higher than those which could 
be obtained from dealers, will be awarded to finders. of 
them if delivered up to the police. The Royal Irish Academy 
has thus the refusal of all treasre-trove. 

The law in France of 1887, mentioned above, has been 
fraught with similar results to the regulations in England 
and Scotland, the effects of which Mr, Blanchet thus sums 
up at the endof hispaper: “It was the aim of the legisla- 
ture that these new regulations should be the means of 
saving interesting monuments; but it semms that this law 
will restrict the rights of private individuals. Already 
in the country districts the cultivator of the oil is inalined 
to resent the interference of the State with his personal 
affuirs ; and I do wot fear contradiction when I state that 
numerous finds of coins, jewellery, or other emall objects of 
antiquity have been dispersed and even melted down before 
being studied, and that because the finder imagines that 
the State hay an absolute right over all finds, This feeling 
is probably the result of the influence of the various 
customs in France which have been enumerated above. 

“ For numismatics in particular itis of the highestim- 
portance that the treasures should be preserved in their 
entirety and also that their provenance should be known.”

SOME REMARKS ON THE LAST SILVER COINAGE 
OF EDWARD I]. 


(See Plate VIL) 


Tre several coinages of Edward ITT have already been so. 
fully ond ably dealt with that it is with diffidence that I 
offer any farther remarks upon the subject. I ventare, 
however, to think that as the latest coinage of this reign 
hod, until comparatively recently, been almost unnoticed, 
there may still remain something further to be said about 
it, and I hopo to be able to adda few yarictics to the 
specimens which have been already described. 

In the treaty of peace with King John of France which 
was ratified in October, 1310, Edward renounced all 
claim to the Crown of that kingdom, and the title of 
King of France was omitted upon his coina until the year 
1369, when he resumed his claim owing to the alleged 
breaking of the treaty by Charles, the then reigning 
monarch, According to Ruding, the seals on which the 
tithe had been omitted were now called in, and others 
ordored to be made on which it should be ro-inserted. ‘The 
same alteration was no doubt ordered to be made upon the 
coins, although apparently no records exist to that effect, 
There appears, however, to have been a short period of 
transition during which the makers of the dies—perhupa 
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for want of definite instractions—seem to have been in a 
state of some uncertainty as to the correct style of the 
King, which on the coins of this period passes through 
severul phases, until it finally settles down to the ordinary 
legend (for the groats) of BAX .ANGL. 2%. FRANC . 
or FRANCIA, which, with certain other characteristics, is 
now generally recognised ns marking the period 1369-77. 
[tis to this transitional period that T shall mainly devote 
my remarks, as the principal coins I have to describe 
belong to it, and with one exception have not, I believe, 
been previously referred to. 

Although the very rare great and half-groat with 
ammlets terminating two points of the tressure on either 
wide of the King’s head lave characteristics which clearly 
pluce them-quite at the end of the period preceding the 
rupture of the treaty of Bretigny, still they appear to be 
quite within that period, They are, however, closely 
connected with some groats of the earliest part of the last 
period in the spelling of his with an I instead of a Y,' as 
is the case on all the previous varieties of the grouta and 
half-groats of this reign, and in this respect they lead up 
to the coins to which I have altuded, and which comprise 
a small proup of three groata, each of which, although 
apparently unique and differing from the others in 
important details, is united to them by characteriaties and 
detuils which all have in common. 

The first to be mentioned is the one in the National 
Collection, and desoribed by Hawkins as being the only 
one known te him of the period 1369-77. As it bears so

The stopa throughout on both sides are galtires, It is 
shown on PL VIL., 2. 

The King’s head on this and the two following coins is 
of quite o different character from that of the previous 
periods. The face is longer and the neck more slender, 
giving the bust a taller appearance, while generally the 
work is neater and superior in character to most of the 
previous coins. In addition I wonld specially draw 
attention to what I believe to be w hitherto unnoticed 
feature, and one which adds another proof to the conten- 
tion that the bust of Edward II] on most of his coins 
was intended to be represented as elothed. Tn all three 
of the coms now described the lower part of the King's 
bust is encircled by the border of a tight-fitting garment 
with rings or annulets around it—I suggest that this moat 
probably indipates the hauberk or tunic of chain mail 
worn in battle under the surcout at this period. 

The second coin to which I would draw attention ia in 
my own cabinet. On the obverse it reads ~@DWRI « 
Dis Gs MEX » 7NGL'« % » F'» DNS « hoe «fut, On 
the reverse 4POSVI 3 DEVM 8 NDIVIORGM s MaAVM. 
“@IVITHS* LOMDOZ. It will be notived thut this 
groat differs from the preceding one in having double 
annulets 8 stops in lict of saltires in the outer reverse 
inscription, otherwise it is the same—seo PL, VIL,, J. 
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The third coin is in the British Museum collection, It 
has all the special characteristics of the last two described, 
bat with the exception that hIB is spelt with an I, and that 
it has English N's in obverse legend, it rends similurly to the 
groats of the 1351-00 period, 44 DW7RD' » DI“ G = RAX 
27N6L +25 FRANC « DF nH. The reverse inscription 
is the same as that of tho lust coin, and the atopa on both 
sides are double saltirea (see Pl. VIL, 3), It in also 
to be noted that all three coins huve the final m in 
MaVIN, which is very uncommon, although it oceurs 
occasionally on the gronts of the last period ( Pl. VIL, 
4). This final @ is also found on @ very few of tha 
firat groats of the earliest period, and on one of the treaty 
period, hut in this instance the Din ADIVTORAM has been 
omitted—probably by aecident—and the last {mt has been 
put to fillup the space. Ihave only seen two specimens of 
this coin. 

These coins appear to indicate in several ways that they 
belong to 4 very early issue subsequent to the treaty 
period, and one which, from the great rarity of these types 
(each variety of which appeara, so fur, to be uniquo), must 
hove been m use only for a yery short time. It will be 
ramarked that all three of the grouts described have what 
I suggest to be the hauberk showing round the neck, and 
are of the aume style of work, but while the two first have 
the Aquitaine titlo in addition to the French ond Irish 
ones, the third omits the first, while retaining the list. The 
groat from the Buleombe find, Pl, VIL, 4, while being 
of the same character of work, omits the Irish title, but 
like the three previous proata retains the final {in the 
reverse legend, which doca not subsequently appear in this 
reign. The other known groats of this period have beon 
wlrendy described in the Numismatic Chromicle, sar, iii, 
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vol, xii and vol. xviii, and I have no further varieties to 
bring forward. 

Of the half-groats of this period T have little to add to 
what has been written by Mr, Gruober and Mr. Lawrence. 
T can, however, give one variety not mentioned by them 
which reads ADWHED' « RAX * ANGL' « 2 FRAT (see 
Pi. VIL., 7) instead of GDWHEDVS, the usual reading. 
There is ‘a specimen of this variety in the British Museum 
and I myself have another. 

The half-groat which reads EDWARD DI GE 7G 
% FR, believed to be unique up to the time the paper on 
the Baloombe find was written, is now known not to be so, 
severnl others having since been noticed, ono of which, a 
very poor apecimen, is in my own cabinet, 

In. connection with the very rare half-groat having 
annulots at sides of crown and the Lombardio M in 
London, I think it interesting to note that all the 
known specimens appear to be from the same dies. All 
that I have seen, including three in the British Museum, 
one im the Lawrence collestion, and one in my own, show 
a curious blurred defeet across the nose which appears 
to be identical in every case. These half-grouts, like the 
corresponding grouts, are presumably of the period just 
preceding the rupture of the treaty of Bretigny, although 


on the principle that all silver coins with saltire stops 


on both sides belong to the last period, these should ‘he 
included in it. T would, however, suggest that the 
character of the stops is a very uncertain means of divid- 
ing the last two periods of the silver coinage of this reign. 
IT bave myself a groat and balf-groat of Edward Il] with 
sultire stops on both the obverse and reverse, but which 
otherwise have oll the churaéteristies of the 1360-69 
period, particularly the peculiar letter X specially iden- 
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tified with this period. Mr. Lawrence has a groat with 
the same peculiarities, Theas coins are, however, the only 
ones that I have seen of the type of the 1360-69 period 
with saltire stops on both sides, and they must be very 
rare. ‘They are probably but shortly removed from the last 
period. The half-groats have also the mark of oontrac- 
tien over the final N in London, which is, I believe, always 
found on the last silver coinage. Having touched upon 
the question of the stops, I would venture to suggest that 
although ina general way the onnulet stops are associated 
with the two enrlier periodx of Edward I1]'s coinage, 
and the saltires on both sides with the last period, stall 
they are by no means a certain guide. In support of this 
view I confidently refer to the groat previously described 
with both French and Aquitaine titles and which has 
snuulet stops on the reverse, although from its legend it 
is undoubtedly of the last period. The gronts and half- 
groats to which I have alluded with saltire stops on both 
sides, but corresponding in ull other respecta with those 
of the period 1360-09, confirm, I think, my contention, 
and we may also recall in passing that there are a fos 
groats of the firat period, 1351-60, which have saltire 
stops on one or beth sides; they are, however, confined 
to a few of one single variety having dots on either sido 
of 7% in Civitas, What sppeara to me a much more 
certain charncteristic and one which I woull submit 
for consideration, is to be found in the peculiar and 
epecial character of the letter Z in connection with 
the titles of the King. This will be found upon evan 
alight examination to be entirely different from the same 
letter on both the previous coinages of Edward IIT ond 
on the subsequent one. of Richard 11. On coins of the 
period in question it is invariably thus ji. On previous 
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issues it ia thud 4{ or thus {}. This Inst form being 
reverted to on the coinage of Richard I. 

If the principle which I now suggest be accepted for 
identifying coina of the lust period of Edward II, 
several pieces would be included which, on account of 
annulet or pellet stops, have been nssigned to the pre- 
vious one, although their inscriptions would indicata the 
position which my theory gives to them. In this connee- 
tion I would call uttention to » York penny reading 
G@O0WNED', REX 27ANel'. fF ¢ RR. Oneof this type was 
in the Balcombe find, and apparently un account of its 
stops was assigned to the 1360-69 period notwithstand- 
ing its inscription. I have also a specimen, and the 
peculiar # ia very distinct, while the X in RAX js not of 
the character identified with the treaty period. 

In the list of coins in the Buleombe find, the Durham. 
penny of the lost period is stated to have o lis or a 
quatrefoil on the breast. I have two which show the lis 
very clearly. It resembles exactly the similar object always 
found on the very rare Durham pennies of Richurd I, 
and would thus seem to show that these pennies are quite 
the latest of the Durham coins of Edward ITT, 

The pennies of the latest period of this reign have been 
80 fully descmbed in vols. xiii and xviii, Third Series, of 
the Wamematic Chronicle before referred to, that I have 
little to add, There is in the British Museum collection 
a penny of the last period reading GDWARD « RAX = 
TNGL » F « FRANCA" with o pellet on the breast, which 
haa not, I think, been previously noticed, and there is 
another remarkable London penny different from ony that 
I have seen and which must be of quite the list type issued. 
The head ts exactly that of Richard [1 with smaller fice 
and more bushy hair than on the other late ponnics, It

Two Hoaune or Rowax Corsa—The two following boards 
of Roman coins found in England appear to havo been 
pnbliched, the first only in emall part and the second not 
wt all.

The hoard might, T think, be worth catalogaing in detail 
and sccurstely, and comparing with similar Constantinian 
hoards found in England and on the Rhine.

We quite ugree with M. Babelon when he says that, in 
attompting o write » general treatise on ancient classical coins, 
he haa audertakon an arduous task and one of Jongue haleine. 
To the nninitiated the task may not geom so ardious; hot 
those acquainted with the abject know that it mean nothing 
[uta than an Evcvelopedia of Ancient Noimiematios, 

The work will bo divided into two portions: one dealing 
with the theory and doctrine of Ancient Namiamatica | the othr 
with the kistory: a! ene of the coins thamsalves. Tho 
first portion will occupy titoe volumes, but the author does 
not eay how many are to ba devoted to the seeond portion, 
in whieh the coinuve of evory provinee, town and royal dynasty 
will receive cithor its book, fiers, chaptor or paragraph necording 
to its-importance. 

The first volume of Part 1, now tsaned and consisting of 
some 600 paces quarto, is a general introduction to the sabject, 
defining the asjenre of numiamaticn amd dealing with ite history, 
the nomenclature of the cui, the different modes of calculation 
use! by the Greeks and Romans, metallurgy, and the technical 
production of money, wader which last heading are included the 
striking of the coms, the adminivtration of the minis and 
the explinstion of the different mint-marks, 

tt woul) be ooteide the limita of this notler to attenipt art 
dualysis of so many aod varied subjects ; so wo shall lint oor 
romarke to a few points noticed daring & somewhat superficial 
glance ; for to road the work seriously wonld tike a eonadurable 
time. 

After poimting out the scientific utility of anciont Humistnmiics 
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M. Babelon ives a history of tho scianee from tho earilest 
times, for awonget the ancients such names us P, Aemilins 
Seanros, Pompey, Julius Cawar, Lucnllus, Ballast and Verres are 
sesocialed with the collecting of rings, cameos, coins and statuary; 
but passing on to the sixteenth aud seventeenth centuritse he 
shows how misleuding were many of the publications, especially 
as regarie tho illustrations. To produce uniformity, all coins, 
of whitvonver denomination,are figared to one standard size, and 
absolutely false identifications are ewpplied by the moat mis- 
leading inscriptions, Thos onacoin of Gela, with the man- 
headed bull personifying the river (iulnz, the legend 
MINOTVEVS occurs; the doifiod head of Alexander on the 
coina of Lysimachus is acoumpanied by the name of that monarch, 
nod around the helmeted head of Pallus on the atater of Corinth 
is seen the nanw of Antigonus. To us who nowadays are 
accustomed to the accurate reproduction and illustration by the 
aulotype processes such incongrulties are simply appalling. In 
continuing bis account the author pot only mentions all’ the 
principal works on nomismatics, hut mpplies particulars of their 
authors, and the history of the formation and gradual growth 
of the most impértant public collections; but in bia hat of 
Salo Catalogues of the mnoteenth emntury it would have been 
wall ifa litth more discrimination had been used, for many 
mentioned of those which occurred in Engiand are of no 
importance whatever. 

"he cliapter on the nomenclature of the coins is full of learning 
and information: but wo cannot agree with M. Babelon that in 
tho cage of the numwi srrati, the first strockat Rome may have 
been issued by a moneyer whose name was DMnter or Dentatua, 
for with M. Svoronca and Mr, Seltman who assign to such 
Pieed# an astrovomical allusion. The suggestion that the 
serrated vdge wae due rather to the exigenaios of cutting ont 
the flan from the flat bar of muial seems to oe the most 
probable one. A pinch with a plain circular edge would be 
more liable to injary than one with w dentated odge, and 
for that reason the latter wna occasionally used; but it is 
probable thal these roughedged pioses at no time mot with 
much favour; und so thuir only oecnsional isene for a limited 
period tay be accounted for, 

Ta connection with the wtriking of eoing we are not surprised 
that M. Babelon takes the more rational view aa regards the 


“interpretation of the famous wall painting recently discovered 


in the house of the Vottii, at Pompeii. As at firet suggested, 
he considers it to show the interior of = mint and not the 
workshop of a goldamuth. We quite agree with M, Babelon in 
thie view, aid in acpport of it we would only add as regards 
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those who take tho othor view, that-we do not thik that the 
ancient Raman jewellery was at any time manufactured with 
sledge hammers, 

The last chapter on mints and their marks, especially those 
establiched during the Inter Roman period, will be mw delight 
to those interested in those later aeries of cvins, Hitherto the 
nimeroaa letters and symbols have boen an enigma; but M. 
Babelon has reduced thom to an intelligible order and shows 
that exch mint hed its own peculiar system of numeration, 
which in most cases wae of a complex nature, In-eolving this 
diffoult question M.-Babelon has no doubt derived considerable 
help from recent publications in the Vumismatic Chronicle and 
similar journala, moro capecially thoas of M. Julea Maurice, 
"On the Coins of the Constantine Pernod.” It was only by 
treating anch coins from # chronological point of view that the 
system of those mint marks could be unravelled 

Ti is needless to add that the work undertaken by ML Babelon 
will recommend itself to all nuroiematists, or to prophesy that it 
wil] be the future text book to aneciwnl oumismnatics, M. 
Babelon is to be congratulated on his courage im launching on 
uch a big venture, and he has our heartiest wishes that ey may 
e206 it to a euccessful pene. FH. G.

THE COINAGE OF 'TIGRANES 1. 


Tx working at the third volume of the new FHunterion 
Catalogue, I have rocently had occusion to examine 
aomewhat carofully various specimens of the monoy of 
Figranes TL. As ao result, there have emerged certain 
points that seem to render possible a more complete and 
orderly arrangement of his coinage than any liitherto 
suggested, It may be convenient to howe these formally 
recorded in the Chronwle, At all events, the foot-note 
to which CU had originally intended to relegute them 
threatens to expand to altogether unreasonable dimen- 
Stong, 

Tt has been generally—anid I believe rightly—asesumed 
that the issoes of Tigranes, so far as we know them, com- 
menced shortly after he had mado himself master of Syria 
in 83 n,¢, The prominees given to the Tyche of An- 
tioch upon his coins shows plainly that it was rathor as o 
Seleucid king than se-roler of Armonia that he «trucie 
money. Further, it i# intrinsically improhable that he 
wis allowed to retain any right of mintage after he had 
been fumbled by Tucullus in 69 nc. This atrotoh of 
fyurteen years L now propose to divide into three periods, 
Charucteristic coins belonging to the second and third of 
these periods are dated. Here, therefore, there can be ne 
‘loubt as to the proper chronological succession. That 
the first of my periods in also the earliest in time, is Jess 
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absolutely certain. But its priority will hardly he seri- 


ously questioned by any oni who considers the auperior 


atyle of the coins thut attach to it, combined with the 
“neat way in which they fil an obvious gup. It is, of 


course, quite conceivable that the periods indicated may 


have overlapped, At present, however, there inno evi- 


dence that they did so; and, watil euch ovidence ix forth- 
coming, we shall be justified in keoping thom apart. My 
re-arrangetnent is, T should explain, bused entirely on. the 
silvor issues. At the same time it has seemed desirable 
to attempt to account for the oopper also.

The copper can be dealt with very bricfly. .A glance 
at B.C, Pl XXXVI. 7, will leave no room for doubt 
as to its close connection with the silver. It ia true that 
there are no dates, any more than there are on the copper 
coinage of Period IL, But types and style are identical. 
If further confirmation were needed, it could be got from 
the magistrates’ names. Thus, @EO@ and N, which we 
have agen on the «silver, ocour again on the copper 
(8. fC, Pl XXVIL 7, and p. 104, No. 9) The 
weights indicate that there are two denominations of this 
variety. The following ia o list :—

on the obverse a head of ‘Tigranes in the later style, and on 
the reverse a standing figure of Tycho. It is true that the 
Paris example is very light (4); but there |a.a specimen 
at Copenhagen which weighs 4°15. 

Such, it scems 10 me, is o fuir statement of the numis- 
matic data with which historians of Tigranes I. have to 
reckon. ‘This is hnrdly the place to speculate on any 
conclusions that might be deduced from them.

THE CROSS AND PALL ON THE COINS OF 
ASLFRED THE GREAT, 


Ar oa time immediately after what I may venture to 
call the national celebration of the millenary of our 
great King 2 lfred, any questions relating to his coinage 
must of necessity possess moro than ordinary interest, 
especially if the discussion of them is, even in the slightest 
depres, calculated to throw light on the history anid 
religious attitude of England in the days of that enlight- 
ened founder of the British Empire. 

Now there ure two typea of the pennies of A‘)fred which 
in my opinion haye hardly as yet reevived the attention 
that they merit, and whose origin and meaning, hiddon 
though it may be, have not aa yet been suggested by 
numismatic writers. Itis true that the late Rev. D. H. 
Haigh,! in speaking of some of the coina to which Lam 
about Be stkeintion: says,“ The most remarkable feature 
on these coins ia the division of the obverse legend inte 
four groups 80 aa to. give to the type a cruciform appear- 
anes. This ia a feature peculiar to the English money 
of the time "— observable on no Continental coin,” Te 
nusigns no cause for the adoption of the type, The types 
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tit Tum about to consider sre among the commonest of 
those of Alfred's coinage, and in the Cutalogue of English 
coina in the British Museum compiled by Mesars. Grueber 
and Keary * are designated Types XTV and XV. They are 
thus deseribed ;

There is also the unique coin Type X, struck by 
Tilewine at London, with the small central cress and the 
inscription wround it in four divisions, 

The question that I wish to diseuss is what is the 
meaning ahd interition of subdividing in this manner a 
circular imseription into four or three segments, as tho case 
may be, leaving o blank space between eavli segment and 
the next? And the suggestion I have to make is that in 
the one case the four spaces were intended to typify the. 
Christian cross ond in the other the archiopiscopal pall. 
Looking at a coin with the four epaces, the imaginary 
figure of the cross 1s not at once apparent, but on 
contemplating it for o short time, the “shadow of the

cross” over the legend becomes distinetly apparent, and 
it is difficult afterwards to shake off the feeling that it 1 
tere. The sume ia the case with the coins that have 
three spaces in the legend, only the pull is more readily 
apprecioble than the cross. 

TL have already on @ former ocexsion "called attention to 
the representation of tho arebiepiscopal pall on coins 
struck hy Anglo-Saxon kings, and shown that these coins 
isstted from the mints at Conterbury. It is also occamon- 
ally symbolized by the insertion of threo emall crosses ut 
equil distances in the legend. Obtiterate these crosses: 
and leave three blank spaces in their stond, and tho abverse 
legend on ‘Type XV is at once developed. Tt now becomes 
a question whether any of these coins of Jlired with the 


eryptic form of pall can be identified as having been issued 


from the Canterbury mint. Appended is a list compiled 
from the Dritish Maseum Cutalogue, but with the omission 
of some few doubtful numes, showing the moneyors who 
struck cama of Types XIV and XV et Canterbury and 
London os well os of those the site of whose mints ts ut 
present undetermined. The moneyers, eight in number, 
who coined for Archbishop Plegmund as well as for King 
Ailfred are distinguished by a P. It will be seen that at 
Canterbury, thelstan struck coms of Type ATY with the 
pall only, Jithered with the cross for Type ATV and with 
the pall for KY, and Elfatan Type XV only, with the pall. 


Seeing that thi last adopted the archiepisoopal symbol 


only, I regard him as working at Canterbury and not at 
London, ithelulf, who struck Type XV with the pall, 
coinéd also for Plégmund and ought to be classed under 
Canterbury. Beornmer also, who struck Types X1Vand XV 


* Vom. Chrod., Sed §., fi,, pp. 74, 82. 
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with the pall, may with some degree of probability be 
regarded «as belonging to the Canterbury mint, and 
possibly Byrnhelm und Heremund, who struck Type XTV 
with the pall only. It will, however, be seen that at least 
nino of the ocknowledged Canterbury moneyers struck 
Type ATV with the cross only. 

It will also be seen that seven moneyers whose place 
of mintage is unknown coined pennies of both Types X1V 
and ACV, sometimes with the cross and sometimes with the 
pull, Among these Wulfred seems to have um indisput- 
able claim to be connected with Contorbury, while the 
numes Cuthbert, and Cuthwulf, and Cynewulf present 
close analogies with the well-known name of Cuthred, 
King of Kent. 

It remains to be seen whut can have been the possible 
eause for the introduction of this occult use of the two 
Christian and ecclesinatical symbols, It may, perlapes, le 
found in tho large poymerits of money by which -Bitred 
purchased ihe departure of the heathen Danish invaders 
from his territery, There may have been o secret satis 
faction in feeling that the coins extorted from Chris- 
tian Wwasex by the Vikings should carry with them ino 
hidden form the tokens of that religion over which for 
the moment the heathen hud triumphed, and that the 
conquerors in copying the coms; as they did, aa for 
instance Herebert at Lincoln, should unawares be driven 
to adopt the emblems of Christianity. There may also 
have been a thought for the Christian captives among 
the Danes, who on recognising the hidden myatery on 
these coins would thank God and take courage. I submit 
these suggestions for what they are worth, but the faut 
that the cross and the pall are typified by the vacant 
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spaces in the legends on these coma will, T think, be 
abcepted by all impartial observers.

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ON THE COINS OF WILLIAM I AND Il AND 
SEQUENCE OF THE TYPES. 


Ox the Lith October, 1066, was fought the Battle of 
Hastings, ut u place about five milos north-west of that 
important Saxon town and seaport. 

The ships of William, Duke of Normandy, were brought 
to land st Pevensey Bay, near Hastings, and the Battle 
of Hastings shortly afterwards took place at the spot now 
known as Battle. 

Harold having been alain wand his adherente routed at 
Battle, William marched to Dover, whore the castle was 
tuken and the town of Dover destroyed. His move to 
London was rapidly completed, wnd William was then 
crowned at Westminster Abbey at Christmas, 1006, by 
Aldred, Archbishop of York. 

It was part of Willinm's policy to reign as the rightful 
successor of the Saxon Kings, ani to that end he showed, 
in the early part of his reign, wish to adhere to the 
Saxon Jaws aud customs, und to disturb us little as possible 
the existing order of affairs. 

This fact is illustrated by his strict adherence to Saxon 
rules in reference fo the weight and fineness, and even the 
pattern or type, of his early issues of coins, and hy the 
retention of the Saxon moneyers in many cuses, ® ciremm- 
stance more fully alluded to hereafter. 

It is clearly and often stated in Domesday Book that 
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there wore ceria sums payable by the moneyers for dies 
of new types, and there were undoubtedly benefits derived 
by the Exchequer or Royal Treasury on a change of type 
taking place, Tho evidence of all finds of Norman coins: 
tends to show that there waa, in addition to a change of 
design, a change ulso in legal tender, certain priar typos 
being periodically superseded by the issue of a new and 
easily distinguishable pattern of coin. It is unfortunate 
thot the exact date of the first imposition of the tax of 
monetagium has not yet been oscertained. This was a 
tax of 12 pence om the head of each household, payable 
every third year, and in returm for its payment the 
King guaranteed to the tux-piyera that he would not 
exercise his prerogulive to change the type of money 
oftener than once in three years, Or. W. J. Andrew, at 
page L4of his Numismatic History of the Reign of Henry 4, 
(see Num. Chron, 1901), remarks in reference to the tax of 
monetagium, “If it was instituted immediately after the 
Conquest, it certainly did not restrict the number of new 
eoinuges to one in every three years, for we have examples 
of nearly a score of distinct types issued during the thirty- 
four years of the reigns of the two Williuma.” 

With this statement issue is joined, and it is interesting 
to compare it with the incongruous statement on page 7 
(op. eit,), that there are abou! thirty-five distinot regal types 
in the Norman series. Lf Mr. Andrew's fifteen types of 
Henry I be deducted from thirty-five, there are twenty 
only left bea William I und IT ond Stephen, and if “ nearly 
a score,” or, to be precise, Hawkine's eighteen types be 
deducted from twenty, thore are two only left for 33 
This, to useo phrase reminiscent of our old friend Euclides 
would seem to be o conclusive " reductio ad absurdum.” 


There ore in fact only thirteen distinct types of the 
VOL. [L, FOURTH SERILS, KE 
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coins of the two Williams, and of these there may be 
attributed eight to William I and five to William IT. 
William I reigned nearly twenty-one full years and Wil- 
liam TT nearly thirteen years, and in each case the succession 
and death took place approximately at the end (or con- 
mencemont) of an Exchequer yeur (viz. 29th September) te,

If the monetagium rule of «a change of type once in 
three yeurs be applied to the two reigns, the eains account 
for a definita change of type every two and a-half years, 
andaf the reigns be taken separately, it will be founil that 
the same result is urrived at if eight types be attributed 
to William T, and the remaining five of the total of 

On the secession of Henry I the monetagiom tex was. 
abolished. ‘The passage in the " Laws" of this monarch 
(I. 5) ia 9 follows: “Monetagium commune, quod 
capicbatur por civitates et per comitatus, quod not fuit tem- 
pore Edwardi regia, loo ne amodo fiat omnino defendo,” 

The statemont that the tax did not exist in the time of 
Ring Fdwurd is of interest. 

Although the tax of monetsgium was thus abolished by 
Henry I, it does not follow that the practice of changing 
the type once in three years asin the reigns of William I 
oud T] was not continued, ns the thirty-five yeare of 
Henry | would by the same rule give fourteen types. 
There are in fact fifteen. 

Pending the publication of Mr. Andrew’a socount of 
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Stephen's doins, it would be indiscreet to speak definitely, 
but the application of the rule enunciated above should 
give six or possibly seven regal types for that troubled 
reign, and the coins seem to justify the application of the 
rule in this case also, 

It would therefore seem that the monetagium agree- 
ment wis to restrict the change of fype to once in threp 
years, and that in practice several types were allowed 
to be current at the samo time, In reference to Mr. 
Andvew’s argument as to the issue of a profile type being 
necessary to effect a change of legal tender (page 36) this 
may bo so, but in that ense there were only two such 
changes in the reign of William I, namely Hks. 253 and 
234, and there was only ove such change in the reign of 
William UT, viz, when Aks. 244 was issaed, and that at tho 
commencement of the new reign. It ia submitted that 
the more consistent, and consequently more reasonable 
and better conjecture, is that during the time of the 
motietagium tax (Williem I and [1) the tender was not 
changed (except in some special circumstances), but that 
when it waa abolished (Henry Land after) the tender was 
changed on the issue of a profile type. 

Tho distinet types of William I are Hawkins 255, 234, 
230, 237, 238, 239, 241-2, and 243, total 8, 

Thoae of William II are 244, 946, 247, 248 and 250, 
totul 5. 

The other numbers are accounted for as follows :—225 
isa “mule” connecting 233 and 234; 240 is a “ mule" 
of 239 and 241; 242 is a variety of 241; 245 is o 
“mile” of 244 and 246; and 249 is a variety only of 250. 

These three “ mules” and two varieties account for the 
remaining five illustrations in Hawkins, but there are other 
“mules and other varieties to be alluded to hereafter. 
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Tn reference to the “mule” specimens it will be seen. 
that they consist of the obverse of an oarlier type with 
the reverse of the next succeeding type in every case, 
and they thus afford important evidence of the sequence 
of the types, It would appear almost that it waa the 
established custom fora short period between the issue 
of each successive type to coin specimens with the older 
type obverse and the new reverse, so ua to secustom the 
people to the change and to preserve a record of the 
unthorised supvession of types, and these remarks apply 
equally to the coins of Edward tho Qonfessor. The 
rarity of the mule coins points to their issue being 
fora short period only. Tt is proposed in the table 
next following to give the known distinctive types and 
to attempt an arrangement of their smjtence, and to 
this end to apply the monetagium rule as propounded 
in this paper to fix the upproximaty dates of issue, 
The evidence of the “ mule” theary is incorporated in 
the table, but varieties of type and other pointe of 
argument are dealt with hereafter under the headings 
of the respective types of the two reign thus armnged.

" Bonnet” Type—Type I (234) is the full-faced represen- 
tation of the obverse of Type 1, and is connected 
with that type by the “mule” (Hawking 235), A 
Wallingford coin of this type in the writer's eollec~ 
tion has the legend beginning above the King’s 
crown and divided by the bust, and another variety 
struck at Ipswich hus a amall head of the King 
with an inner circle (Montagna, lot 195, now in the 
British Museum), ‘The coin with reverse of this 
(254) type and obverse of Edward thu Confessor's last 
type (4 profile) is doubtless a mule, the profile obverse 
type of Edward having been used in mistake for an 
obverse dic of 233 [see illustration in the British 
Museum Cutalogus, Vol. IL, Plate AXVIILI, tig. 7}. 
This is attributed to Shaftesbury. 


“Canopy” Type.—Type TTI (236) has a very similur 
reverse to Type I, and the obverse of this type 
resetables wa regards the head and crown {including in 
the ease of specitacns of the Wallingford mint in the 
collections of Mr. L, A. Lawrence and the writer, the 
dependent ornaments ot tassels at the side) the head 
and crown on Harold’s coins and those of Types I 
and TT.

"Sword and Quidrilateral Ornament" Type—Type VI 
(343) resembles the neat workmanship of the imme- 
diately preeeding types. Specimens were present 
in the Beaworth hoard, and no place remains for this 
type unless it is placed here: The statement:on page 
170 of tho third edition of Hawkins ns to there being 
o niule with obverse 243 ond reverse 244 struck ut 
Colchester ia a mistake on the part of Mr. Kenyon, 
This erroneous statement does not occur im the first 
or eecond «lition of Hawkins. The coin thus mis- 
described by Mr. Kenyon is in the British Museum

A conelusive proof that Type 3 (247) waa 
issqud subsequently to Type 2(246) is afforded by a 
specimen (coined at Rochester) im the writer's collec- 
tion which is struck over a com of Type 240. of 
Hawkins, the 246 reverse being olearly visible 
through the impression of the new 247 olryerse. 


Qn "2 Stare"? Type —Type 4 (250) is o type generally 
much resembling in workmanship and style Type 3, 
249 is o variety without the eters and more nearly 
resombling Type 3. 


“ Seeplre ana Siar" Type-—Type 6 (248) was, by reason 
of its close reeemblance in size, workmanship, and 
general style (especially aa regards the reverse type) 
to the first or aecond type of Henry I (Hawkins 251), 
probably the last type of the reign, and if, aceording 
to the monetagium theory, it only was tesued for 
ten months ors, this would, in the abaence of u find 
of coina depodited at or near this very period, 
account for ite great rarity, 

In the above remarks the evidence of “finds” of eins 
has not been rufermd to, and jt fs tiow proposed to deal 
with this subject. The grent hoard (a treasure chest) 
fonnd at Bewworth in 1833 consisted of about 8.000 to 
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9,000 coins, which were, with the exception of about 100, 
all of Type VII of William I (Hawkins 241-2 and 
varieties), The recorded exceptions were upproximately 
thirty-one of Type V (205), thirty-four of Typo VI (244), 
eleven of Typo VITL (239), and six of the “ mule" (240), 
total eighty-two. 

In the hoard discovered in the City of London in 1872, 
the coins were chiefly of Edward the Confessor, and the 

only ones of William were Typos II (234) and IV (237) 
of William L 

At Tamworth in 1877 were found 294 coins consisting 
solely of Type VITT (241-242) of William I, und Type 1 
(244), mule” (240) and Type 2 (246) of William IT. 

Mr. Allen, im Vunsamatie Caronicie (N.S) xi, 227, 
gives-40me uccount of the Shillington, Co. Bedford, 
find in IST]. Of the coing inspected by him there 
ocearrel one of Willism I, Type VIET (Paxs), zome of 
William UU, Types land 2 (244 ond 246) and the most 
numorous ware those of William IT, Type 4 (250). There 
were aloo some early types of Honry 1. 

Mr, W. F. Lancotn has mentioned to me a “ find " of 
coins of William T that eume to his handa many years 
ago. Thess were exclusively of Type [ (233), Type Tf 
(204), and Type TEL (246), and the last two types preatly: 
predominated. Nearly all the coins were of the Walling- 
ford mint. 

In addueing the above proofs the “in ond ont" 
horonial unl vhartered-mint theory of Mr. Andrew hes, 
for obvious reusons, not heen made ose of, bat his iden of 
the date of the * Paxa” type some time between 1089-87 
(eee page IS4, svi Durhum), appears to be confirmed by 
the argument deduced from the monetagium theory as 
now propounded. The date tentatively assigned for tho 
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isgue of this type, viz., 29th September, 1080, is. just afler 
the compilation of Domesday Book had been completed, 
and the date st which William] received at Salisbury the 
oath of fealty from all the freeholders of the Kingdom. 

Type VIII discloses the greatest number of mint towns 
(and these in all parts of the Kingdom), and the large 
preponderance of coinsof this type inthe Geaworth hoard 
points to it having been the latest type issued at the time 
of the deposit. In the Avyii-Saron Chronicle, page 189 
of the translation, occurs the following passage, * Among 
other things is not to be forgotten the good peace he 
(William 1) -made in this land; so that a man who had 
nny contidence in himself might go over his realm with his 
bosom full of wold, unhurt.” 

The PAXS coinage may well be commemorative of the 
ultimate state of peace and law inatituted by the Can- 
queror's firm government. 

An eaid above, Mr. Andrew's theory of barons and 
chartered mints has been avoided, but in order to assist 
Norman numismatics gonerally there is appended hereto 
4 list of mints and the types issued irom each. 

It wns originally my intention to add also a list, of 
moneyera’ names and mint names as they appear in oon- 
junction on the coins; but as the editors of the Wx- 
mimiatic Chronicle have intimated to me that such a list 
would infringe too much on the limited space available in 
the Chronicle, I propose to issue it shortly through 
another channel. IT would, howevor, add that in this list 
T shall endeavour to show, not only the continuity of the 
moneyers in connection with the mints throughout the 
Norman period, but sleo to trace them back to the period 
previous to the Conquest.

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THE SILVER COINAGE OF THE REIGN OF HENRY YI. 
(See Plates VIIL—XI.) 


Ir is now more than thirty yeare since Mr. Neck wrote 
his admirable poper on the Coinage of Henry TV, V, and 
VI, «nd as in this interval many coins unknown to him 
have come to light, particularly in connection with the 
reign of Henry VI, the time would seem to have arrived 
for attempting a further classification of the coins of 
this period than has hitherto been possible, and I pro- 
pose to do what I can to deal in a complete manner with 
the last of the three reigna, In-so doing I must, I fear, 
ask indulgence for a considerable amount of repetition of 
what has been previously written by others at various 
times, but this appears to be unavoidable if anything like 
a consecutive history of the coinage of this reign is to be 
attempted. 

During the nearly forty years of the reign of Henry 
VI we have at least six distinct coinages, some of them 
very large ones and practically unvaried, and othera ao 
subdivided os to form proupa of separate issues. By 
carefully following these out, particularly in the later 
periods, we incidentally remark how the political vicissi- 
tudes of the times made themuelves felt even in connection 
with the coinage. One, and perhaps the most remarkable 
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feature of the earlier numismatic history of this reign, is 
the great importance attained by the mint at Calsis, 
from which for some years by far the greater portion 
of the silver money for cireulation in England was issued, 
From the mint necounts given by Ruding we find that 
while from the 10th year of Henry V to the end of the 
reign of Henry VI only 39,106 Iha. weight of silver was 
coined at the London mint, 183,588 Ibs. was coined at that 
of Calais, moro than « third of this latter amonnt being 
issued for currency during the first five and a-half years, 
The mint accounts are acknowledged to be incomplete, and 
were they not #o, I believe, as 1 shall subsequently give 
reasons for eupposing, that the proportion of bullion coined 
at Oulais waa even larger. Edward LIT established the 
mint at Calaia within three months of the surrender of 
the town to him in 1547, anil commanded (hat the whita 
money to be made there should be such aw was coined in 
England. No Calais coins of Edward 11 are, however, 
known of thie period. On the 20th of February, 1362, 
Thomas de Brantyngham was eppointed receiver of all the 
profits arising from the King's mint established there, and 
about the same time certain privileges and immunities were 
granted to the officers of the mint similar to those enjoyed 
by the officers of the mints of London and Canterbury, 
Money of both gold and silver was now actually coined 
at Calais in some quantity of the same types and valuea 
in ull respoets aa that issued from the London mint during 
the period of the observance of the treaty of Bretigny. 
As recorded by Ruding, officers of the mint were ap. 
poitited in 137] and 1375 during the reign of Edward 
TIT and in 1893.and 1296 under Richard H, while refer- 
suce is made to tho Culais mint in several ordinances of 
Henry TV. However, no Calais coins have come down 
VOL, IL FOURTH SEELES, wu 
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to u4 corresponding with any English issues eubsequent 
to the 1960-69 period of Edward IT1‘a reign until we come 
to the great annaolet coinage, which commenced in 1422, 
the Inst year of the reign of Henry V, and was continued 
well into thatof Henry VI. At this period by far the 
larger portion of the English silver money waa issued 
from the Calais mint, and for many yeara after, oven well 
into the reign of Edward IV, we have evidenco of ita 
abundance in yarious ordinanves, which allude to the 
Oslais grouts as being the ordinary type of monoy then 
m circulation. This abundance hus proportionately come 
down to our own times, and it ia hurdly necessary to 
remark that the ordinary Calais coins of Henry VI are 
perhaps-the commonest of the medimval English series. 
Aa Hawkina entirely excludes the Qulais coins from his 
work, although they were undoubtedly coined for cireula- 
tion in England only (Calais being then considered an 
English town and sending two members to the English 
Parliament), they admit perhaps of a somewhat fuller 
dexeription oven than the London issue. Mr. Neck treated 
them:-as English coins in his paper, and described and 
lueuted oll the varieties noticed at the time he wrote, but 
since then several others have appeared which were ap- 
parently unknown to him, and which prove that thy mint 
at Culais was at work, if only ina fitful and feeble way, 
for some years Inter thin he assumed it to have been, 
when ho wrote that the last coins struck there were of the 
type corresponding with one of London described hy Haw- 
kins under Clase ITT, having the voided cross as mint-mark, 
anda leaf in the «pandril of the tressure under the bust. 
Owing tothe abundance of a great portion of the Calais 
money and to ite being practically identical in type, save 
for the name of the plaice of mintage, with the contem- 


ie : _—— 
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porary London izsues, it has not, perhaps, been very 
generally noticed how ncommon are almost all the coins 
af this reign of the earlier issues from the latter mint— 
some of them being vory rare indeed, as I shall endeavour 
to bring out in dedling with the several coinages in detail, 
while several varieties that are not very unusual of the 
Calais mint are unknown from that of London. Towards 
(presumably) the middle of this reign the coinage from 
the Calais mint, which until that time had been so nbun- 
dunt, appeors to have rapidly fullen off in quantity, and 
practically almost to uve ceased, although there are a 
few rare examples of small eubsequent issues that have 
appeared since Mr. Neck wrote hia paper, which, in enn- 
junction with existing records, prove that the Calais mint 
did not entirely cease working until quite the latter part 
of the reign of Henry VI. After the cessation of its 
great activity, the London mint became much more im- 
portint, and from about 1440 almost all the silver money 
was tesued from it, but although the varieties to be found 
ire numerous, the quantity of exch issue must have been 
comparatively small, as none of the later coins can be 
callod very common, while many are raro, particularly all 
denominations smaller than the groat, with perhaps the 
exception of the hulf-pennies of some issues.

Tn. denling with the coinage of this reign, one serious 
difficulty isto determine where it actually commences 
and which are the earliest coins of Henry VI, seeing that 
auch authorities as Neck, Longetaffe, and Hawkins differ 
decidedly on the question, not to merition others who have 
at various times written on the subject. [n ngreement 
with the latest edition of Huwkins (1887) E believe that 
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the very rare York annulet coins practically decide this 
question, The indenture of February 13th of the ninth 
year of Henry V with Bartholomew Goldbeter only 
provides for the coining of money in the “Tour de 
Londres” und the “Ville de Caleys,” and it is only by 
an endorsement of the 16th of February of the first 
year of Henry VI, or a year afterwards, that provision 
is specially made for him to coin alao at York and 
Bristol. Thiv endorsement should dispose of the sug- 
testion that York was implicitly included in the original 
indenture of Henry V, owing to the fact that York 
pennies are found having the open quutrefil in the 
centre of the cross on the reverse of every reign and 
period since the time of Edward E. It is naw, I believe, 
generally admitted that there was at York, in addition to 
the arobiepiscopal mint which worked regularly during 
the reign of each suceeeding sovereign, a royal mint 
whieh worked intermittently. The former, until tho 
reign of Henry VII, coined pennies only, and these are 
all distinguished by the well-known open quatrefoil in 
the cantre of the cross on the reverse. ‘The royal mint, 
on the contrary, issued all denominations of silver coins, 
and the quatrefoil is never found upon thum. Goldbeter 
appeara to have done nothing ot Bristol, and not very 
much #f York, but the little he did at the latter city has 
given us 4 pretty certain clue to the type of tho earliest 
evins of the reign of Heary VI, As the indenture of the 
ninth of Henry V evidently refers to no earlier issue than 
the annulvt coiiage, while from the special endorsem: 

Bato York on the document, when it was many be 
the regaucy in the first your of Henry VI, we know that 
the existing annulet groats und half-groats, &c., of York 
wore not coined previoudy, while, in addition, we know 
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that they must have ben struck almost immediately 
after the granting of the authority, from the fact (as 
recorded by Ruding) that complaints wero made to the 
Parliament held at Westminster on Ovtober 20th of the 
aime your, that Guldbeter, after having been at York and 
set up his mint there, had since retired, and praying that 
he might be compelled to return, we may feel certain 
that these York annulet coins. are exmmoiples of the first 
coins struck after the death of Honry V. In addition to 
their own special distinguishing mark, the lis on either 
aide of the king's neck, they have other peculiar charac: 
teristics which will be found to occur on annulet coins 
from both the London and Caluia mints, af what [ shall 
cull Inter typo 2 of the early unnulet money, and I hope 
to be able to show that in this type we ean identify un- 
mistakably the earliest coins of Henry VI, although, ns 
stated by Hawkins, it ia very probable that somo of 
nearly the came type had been issued previous to the 
death of Henry V, from the mints of both London and 
Calais. We are without any evidence ug to Calais, for in 
the mint accounts given by Ruding there is no record of 
any silver coined at this mint previous to the second year 
of Henry VI. The accounts are, however, stated to hea 
impurfect, and as there is no record of any bullion coined 
at York, they are so, in this reapect at leust, 

As Mr. Neck truly observes, the annulet colnage ia the 
most difficult to arrange satisfuctorily, but I am in hopes 
that I have found o clog to the classification of the several 
iasues more nearly than has been previously done, und, as 
I venture to think, of deciding which coins were issnod 
during the last your of the reign of Henry V, and which 
are those first issied after the accession of hia son. The 
mint-marke on all vurigties of the annulet money of every 
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denomination have been hitherto always described aso 
pibrced cross, or a cross A careful examination of a 
number of the coins will, however, show that there are 
two distinct varieties of the pierced cross, and that the 
cross, wher not pierced, is quite different from the plain 
cross of previous and succeeding coinapes. 

The pierced. cross of what- I shall call Type I is a 
distinot and clearly defined cross with the limbs aquare 
at the extremities, and mther broader than at the in- 
torsection, and having a piercing in the centre almost, 
if not quite, touching the angles formed by the inter- 
section of the limbs. 

The pierced cross of the second type is very different, 
und is formed, as it wore, by eutting four quarter circles 
out of the angles of a square, and has, as before, a central 
Piercing, which, owing to the altored form, is now well 
within the centre of the cross. 

The crows on gome of the annulet money of the smuller 
denominations, when not pierced, has the ends moro or 
less forked, a3 if a picee in the form of the letter V had 


been cut out of a square end. 


Tho annalot coins with the pierced cross of Type I are 
evidently the earliest, and are found of both London and 
Culnis, but are leat commen of Calais than ef London, I 
attrilmte these coins to Henry V, and believe that they 
were those firat struck by Bartholomew Goldbeter under 
the authority of the enactment of the second Parliament 
of the year 1421 (the 9th year of Henry V), which met 
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at Westminster on December let, and of the subsequent 
indenture dated Feb. lath, 1422, Henry V died on the 
élet of August of the same year, but there was time before 
his death to do a good deal, and probably no time waa 
lowt owing to the urgent need of remedying the preat 
scarcity and bad condition of the currency, which was at 
that time causing much trouble and discontent among tho 
people. Goldbeter would naturally place the Tower mint 
in working order before proceeding to Culais; and jt would 
have been active longer than the latter mint ut the death 
of Henry V, thus uceounting for the London groata at 
ledst being more common than thos of Calais, which 
are, in fact, nok very-easy to obtain. I now come to the 
coins with the pierced cross: of Type IT as a mint-mark, 
which I believe to be those first issued after the aeeession 
of Henry VI. As the authority conferred by the original 
indenture would lapse with the death of Henry V, and 
was not renewed by the Hegeney until the 16th of 
February following, ur an interval of nearly six montha, 
it is probable that work at both. the London and Calais 
mints ceased during this time. 

With the renewal of his authority utd with its extension 
to York and Bristel, Goldbeter would appear to have 
made 2 new departure with fresh dies, which, while 
resembling very closely (although not exactly) those of 
the last issue, have all tho pierced cross of Type IT usa 
mint-mark, and I submit that this is the distinguishing 
mur of the earliest coina of the reign of Henry VI. We 
are practically certain that the York annulot groats and 
hulf-groate were atrack by authority of the renewed 
indenture of the firat of Hetry VI, and all the known 
specimens, together with the corresponding peiny and 
hulfpenny, luve the No. 2 Type of pierced cross ag 
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mint-mark. It might be expected that some change in 
the way of a special mark would be introduced with the 
first issue of the new reign, and here we have ono clearly 
identified with its very commencement, Of thease York 
coins, which are all extremely rare, there are three Rar 
in the Britiah Museom [PL VII 3) and there was one in 
the Neck and Webb callections. Two half-roate only 
appear to be Enown. One was in the Montagu collection 
antl is ilostrated in one of the catalogue plates; the other 
ia now in the Lawrence, and was previously in the Rostron 
collection, The only penny that TI enn tree is in the 
British Musenm. It is in poor condition, and hus a piece 
broken out of the edge. The halfpenny [FL VITL 4] 
lsd appears to be unique, and isnow in my own collection, 
having previously been in the Shepherd and Montagu 
eubinets. All these coins, from the groat to the halfpenny, 
hove us mint-mark the pierced cross of Type IT, which is in 
nll oases clearly shown. They can only have been struck 
during avery short period, as according to Ruding, in 
the Parliamwnt held ut Westminster on Ovtober 20th of 
the year 1423, or only eight months after the authority 
was given, the Commons of the northern counties petitioned 
the King and the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, “ that 
the muster and workers of the King's monies who had 
been at York and there set up his mint, to the great profit 
of the King and the suid counties, but hud «ines with his 
workmen retired from thence, shall be commanded to 
return to the sime city and to remain or leave auificient 
deputies during the King’s pleasure.” 

This petition reveals the short time that Goldbeter 
remained at York, aud incidentally accounts for the rarity 
of the coms themselves, while it ulao fixes the time of their 
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The York type (if I may call it ao), whieh I will 
assume to be of the first coinage of Henry V1, was also 
isaued from both the London and Calais mints, und here we 
find in regurd to rarity a reversul of what is found in the 
previous issue. The Caluis coins sre fairly common, but 
those of London are scarcer. The York grouts, as well ag: 
those of London and Caisie of the sume type, all read 
ANGLIA, a reading considered by some to belong ex- 
clusively to the coins of Henry V, but which assuming the 
York coing to belong to Honry VI, was evidently con- 
tinued into the reign of the lntter. Of thia earliest issue 
of Henry VI there are groats, half-groats, pence and 
half-pence of London, York, and Calais, all with the 
No. 2 Type of pierced crows, Theo York half-groats, as 
well as some of those of London and Culuis of the same 
type, have eleven arches to the: treasure, similar to coina 
of Henry V of the same denomination. The groate all 
show the well-known awalling on the novk, also a feature 
long supposed to be identified with the coins of Honry V. 

There are pennies of thy early annulet coinage from the 
York archiepiscopal mint, and also of Durham, which 
latter have not, I think, been correctly ascribed, vithor by 
Hawkins or Mr: Neck. The former discredits a coin 
Ultstrated in Rading aa being either forged or altered, 
owing to its reading W?GLI,wnd having an annulet in 
two quarters af the reverse. It in evidently carelessly 
drawn, und the annulet shown between the polleta in two 
quarters should only be in one. Probably one quarter 
wos obliternted, aid the artist drew what he thought 
thould be there. The final & in 7RELIA was also proba- 
biy invisible, and was consequently omitted altogether, 
Apurt from these, casily to be accounted for, accuracies, 
coing of this type certainly exist [PL X. 3]. They have 
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the mullet to left-and annulot to right of the crown, and 
an aunulet between the pellets in one quarter of the 
reverse. The mint-mark is indistinct on the specimens I 
have seon, and therefore it ja, aceording to my theory, wn- 
certain as te whether they bolong te the end of Henry V's 
reign or to the beginning of thatof Henry VI. The latter 
appears to-be more probable; as the type of bust exavtly 
resembles that of the York type of the annulet pence, 
Mr. Neck gives this coin to the early part of the reign of 
Henry V, but describes the annulet at right of orown aa 
broken, whieh it certainly ia not on the specimen which | 
have. These ponco are undoubtedly of the annulet coinuge, 
ond as-thia was undertaken ao noar to the end of the reign 
of Henry V, it seems most probable that any Durhain 
aAnnulet coms would be struck under Henry VI. 

Having, og | hope, shown the most probably method of 
identifying the dwrliest ecina of Henry V1, 1 propose to 
follow the iseues subwequent to the munulet colnige in 
accordance with the: arrangement of thy 1887 or lator 
edition of Hawkins, thus being able to avoid as much 
unecessary repetition as possible. In rogurd to the 
Calais coins of which Hawkina takes no notice, | «lull 
supplemont what has heen awid by Mr. Neck in regard 
to them, by deserihing certain, coms apparently unknown 
to him at the time he wrote, 

The annulet coins, of whut I have called the York typo 
and which on the grits all read TNGLIt in the obverse 
legend, were followed by a varioty of nowrly similar type 
but reading (on the groats) WGI) and with the arch of 
fresstire on the breast not Heured [PL VII. 7]. The 
egg-shaped awelling on the neck still continues on the busta 
nod the mint-mark ia the pigroed cross of Type 2.. The 
coins of thie tepe are of London and Calais amd are nl] 
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mither rare, particularly those of Londen. The only heal 
great which I ean attribute to this issue is of London ; it 
has & browder and larger bust than the firet variety of 
aunulet half-groate, but like them has the reverse Legrernel 
ending ALIVTORE ; Mand without any cross before POSVI1. 
The obverse mint-mark is n cross of the typo shown 
previously with slightly forked enila [PL Z.6|. I have 
a Tamion penny alao of, I believe, this issue [PL x 6). 
The heat is unlike either the succeeding or preceding 
type, but otherwise there is nu special feature to deseribe, 
These cvins correspond with Mr. Neck's type 2 of the 
annilet money, but he describes: no halfgroats, anid the 
Calais penny, which he gives, appears to have a London 
obverse, while he givew to London for this issue that with 
the DEGRA legend and no annulets on tho reverse: These 
mare DI GRA pence certainly resemble very closely the 
curlivet annulet type as to the bust, and the crown hua 
Hie little points between the fleur-do-lvs terminutine jn 
ballsas on the anoulet penge, und differing thus from the 
early coins of Henry V. IT should be inclined to attribute 
these DL GRA pence to the ond of Henry V"s reign. 
Possibly they ore a few of the first coins struck by 
Bartholomew Goldbeter before the distinguishing annulet 
mark was adopted. Thoy aro of neat workmanship and 
well struck, and thus differ from most of the other pence 
of Ienry V.. Returning from this digression we conio to 
tho third and Inst type of annulet money, which from the 
Culuia mint is (with the exception of the halfpence) so 
extremely common even down to the present time, Of 
the London mint, however, the groatx are scare, and the 
lessor denominations 0 rare thut Mr, Neck states thut he 
hail not seen them. The characteristics of this ieee are 
om the proat [see Pl. VII. 8 and 9), a nore youthful 
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portrait with amallor neck with o tube-like line in centro 
and more spreading shoulders thun before. The half- 
grosia differ from the preeeding ones in having the reverse 
legend preceded by a plain cross atid ending MDIVIORA 
MEV inatoad of ADIVTORA, TM. The obverse raint-mark 
is the cross hefore described. The Calais gronts und half- 
groate of this issue are very common indeed. The only 
exception, andl indeed the only yuriety that I know of 
which is not of a transition nature, is a groat which on 
the reverse haa no annuleta between the pellotea in any 
quarter, while having one in the normul position after 
POSV1.. There iso specimon of this coin in the British 
“Museum, which, although described m Hawkins’ Anglo- 
Gallic Coins, wos not noted by Mr. Neck. I have only 
seen due other specimen of this groat, which must be very 
tare. The Calais. pence are a little lees common than the 
larger picees, while tha half-penee are searce. OF the 
London mint the groats ore the only pieces not very 
diffeult to obtain, and even they are docidedly scarce. 
Of the half-groat I have only seen one specimen (PI. . 
7], the National Collection being without one. Those 
described by Hawkins are, from their reverse legend, of 
the anrlicr variety, which I liaye called the York Type. 
The penny is also very rare, It only differs from the 
last type in the bust, which iefoller in the face. As to 
the annulet half-pence it is rather unvertain to which 
variety they are to be attributed, but although not common, 
‘they appear to be neh less rare than the pence and hualf- 
gronts of the second and third varieties, There are 
York pence of the archiepiscopal mint haying an annulet 
between the pellets in one quarter of the reverse similar to 
those of Durham, and also one after QIVITAS. Thess 
have on the obverse « mullet to the left and » flour-de- 
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lysto the mghtof the crown. Others haves trefoil m 
place of the lys. The former I uttribute to the period 
of the second and third annulet issues, and the latter pro- 
‘bably to a transition type to which T am about to allude. 
From the scarconcoss of the aunulet coins of the London 
mint, particulurly of the later variety, which is on the con- 
trary eo abundant of Calais, it would appear that almost 
the whole of the money for circulation in the kingdom must 
at the end of this period haye been coined at the latter 
mint. This idea would seem to be borne out by the fhot 
that there aro two transitional types of annulet money of 
Calais, of which there ar¢ no London counterparts, The 
first ia the variety called by Mr. Neck the annulet trefoil 
evinage, on which the annulets atill continue at each aide 
af the King’s neek on the obverse and in one quarter only 
of the reverse on the groata and half-prosts, but on the 
pence [PL VIIL 8] (which were unknown to Mr. Neck) 
they continue in two quarters as before, The variation 
now introduced consists ina amall trefoil being placed on 
the left side of the King’s crown on the grouts and pence 
[Pl &. 9) and after POSVI on the reverse in place of 
the former annulet. It ia o little curious that the trefoil 
is omitted from the obverse of the half-groat, but appears 
on the reverse in the same position ason the groat. It 
may be noted that on the grouts of this issus the pierced 
eross before POSVI is for the first time superseded by the 
plain erosa, which latter retains the same position through 
severa] subsequent coinoges. These coins are all scares, 
particularly the pence. A noticeable feature of this 
lasne Is that it does not form a connecting link with the 
subsequent one, the trefoil entirely disappearing after a 
very shurt existence until a much later period: There 
area few York pence of the archiepiscopal mint having 
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an antulet between the pellets in one quarter of ihe 
roversa and with o trefuil to the right of thy erawn in 
place of the lis on other annnalet pence of the aamo mint. 
These tuny, | think, be considered possibly ta belong ta 
the same poriod us the antulet trefdil coins of Calaia. 

The last variety of Calnis groats [PL VIIL 10] and half- 
groits having stilt the annuleta on either aido of the 
King’s neck ia of o distinctly transitional churacter, oan- 
teoting the anuulet eoinage with the succeeding rosette 
masele coinage. ‘This variety is aleo aearce. On tho 
obverse the trefoil of the lnat-described eroats is omitted, 
anil it is thus the same in all respects as the former 
anhnulet cotus, On the reverse, however, the annulet 
eutirely disappears, both from ita position between the 
pollute aml after POSTE. A piuvreed rosetta of five foils 
ia now placed after POSVI and G7LISI&. Another sign 
of transition on some of the half-groats of this variety 
is in the fuller spelling of the mint name. Up to now 
and even on part of these hulf-groats it is spelt C711’, 
but now for the first time it rends on aomo G7TLISIA. 
There oppear to bu no pence which ean be in any way 
identified with this transition typo, and there: ure no 
London or other coins of any denomination. 


Crass [—Roserre Masene Corvane. 


The coins of this issue, porticulurly the eroaia, have 
rather different bust of the king, altogether larger und 
with longernock. The groats af this.and the auccooding 
issues are usually of larger dinmeter than those of the 
annulot iene, 

The rosatte, which. appeared on the last annulot issue 
on the reverse only, now wppears on the obverse alo, 
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hetween the woris of the legend, but on the Calais coins; 
ut loast, it is always accompanied by a new distinguishing 
murk, the mascle or open lozenge. 

The rosette masole coinage marka the second distinct 
period in the coinage of the reign of Monry VI, and 
there was both a Calais anda London issue, The former 
is very abundant, but the latter is very rare in all 
dcnominations excepting, perhaps, the proata: even thess, 
however, are rather rare, There are also pence from the 
episcopal mints of York and Durham. ‘This coinage 
may be divided into two periods. The first «till retaina 
the same miint-morks aa the later annulet coins: viz, 
for the groats the: pierced cross of Type 2, and the hulf- 
groats and pence the cross with forked ends 2k ga on the 
annulet woine, and thy reverse the plain cross noted on 
the transitional issuea of Calais, The Calais groite have 
rosettes on the obverse after every word except RAX, 
after which « muscle occurs. On tho reverse o rosette 
cccurs offer POSV! und (ALISIA, while masele is placed 
after VIL and Lx. The Calais half-groats are axactly 
cimilor, while the pence have ao rosette after nanniavs 
and a mavcle after R&X, and on the reverse w masele 
betwoon Vitiand L7 and » rosette after CALISIE. Calais 
farthings are known of this issue only and are very rure 
jsce PL. X. 14). The London groata and half- prints of the 
first rosette muscle: type differ from those of Calais in 
having neither rosettes nor niascles on the obverse 
(Pl. VIEL 2], but on the roverse they are found in the 
aame position a on the Caluis coins, and a rosette after 
POS¥1 and LONDON, anton the gronte there isa masele 
before LOR. On one half-gront there is no tmasele 
(PL XK ii}. Hawkins, in the latest edition. of 1887, 
states tat no London penny is known on which o roaette 
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appears. I have, however, one in my cabinet exactly 
corresponding with the groat and half-grost of this issue 
and having a mascle before and a rosette after LONDON, 
jece Pl. X. 10). [know of no other specimen nnd ao far 
I think mine is unique Of presumably this period is 
a Durham penny having the mint-mark » plain cross 
with a large mullet to the left of the crown, said to be the 
badge of Cardinal Langley, Bishop of Durhum from 
106 to 1457, This coin ia figured in Hawkins (332) 
[Pl X 13), 

The second period of the rosette masele coinage is 

distinguished by a change in the obverse mint-mark. 
The pierced crosa now dizappeara and for the first time 
we have the crow fleury, which hua, I think, been 
aroneously called the eros patonce of heralilry, and 
which coutinucs to bo generally used in nearly all the 
‘Jeter issn of thie reign. Tlie Calaia coins of thie iesne 
face PL VIII. 12] with the latter mint-mark are in other 
respects similar to those previously described with rosettes 
and maseles on both obverse aml reverse. All are 
COlimion or very common excepting the halfpence and 
farthings, the litter boing rare. The coins of the London 
mint are similar to those of Calais, differing from those 
with the pierced erosa mint-mark in having the rosettes: 
and maslea in the obverse legend, which are nbsent in 
thé enrlier coins [PL VII 13].. There are groate and 
half-groats of London, both rare, the Intter capecially 
so. A penny is not.at present kuown, but halfpence are 
deseribed by Hawkins. 

There ore Durham and York pence from the episcopal 
mints dorreeponding with this issue in ite prinetpul 
characteristics. Those of Durham have the cross fleury 
mint = mark with a rosette after hAMRIGVS and a 
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mascle after R@X, and on the reverse a masele after 
DVROLME There are no marks at the sidea of the head 
or crown [Pl Z.15]. The York pence have the same 
characteristics on the obverse, and in addition have a 
mullet wt each side of the crown. On the reverse there is 
usially o rosette before ABORT and o maxele between. 
GIVI and T7H5. Some of these pence appear from their 
neat workmanship to be struck from London-made dies, 
while others are of barbarous character, suggesting local 
mike or thit they podsibly may be contemporary for- 
geries. They appear, however, to be of good ailver ond 
weight. 

In deseribing the general characteristics of the coins. 
of this issue I have noted the usual position of the 
distinguishing marks of the rosette und mascle, but they 
are occasionally in. different positions in the legends, 
although probably only by accident. 


Crass TT—Pixe-Coxe Mascizr Coraoe. 


This is the last of the three really abundant coinages of 
this reign, and, likw the two previous snes, would appear 
to have been continued for some time, although the coins 
are rather less common In general than those of either 
the annulet or rosette muscle coinnges. It is ulso to be 
noled that the Loudon groats at least, unlike those of the 
two previous issues, ure fairly common, while tho hulf- 
groota, kithough still rather rare, are probably leas ao 
than of any other coinage of Henry VI subsequent to the 
earliest annulet issue. There is not much difference in 
the king's portait, although an evolutionary process may 
be observed by careful examination and comparison. The 
muscle ia still retnined in the same positions as on the 
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coms of the last isaue, but the rosette is replaced in the 
same position by an object which has now been generally 
accepted as being a pine-cone, which it probably ix. 

Tu passing, it may be interesting to note i this eon- 
nection that at this period » certain type of conventional 
ornament, which haa been variously supposed to be de- 
rived from the pineapple, the artichoke, or the pine-cone, 
possibly all three, in different cases, waa very prevalent, 
and formed the basis of deaign for much architecturnl 
carving und woven silk materiala, eeclesinstical em- 
broidery, decorative painting, &e. This pine-cono should 
be regarded aa quito a distinct object from anothor 
that appesra loter, and which on coins sharply atruvk 
and not worn is divtinctly seen to be a leaf: but of 
this later. Myr. Neck describes a rosette pine-cone coin- 
agro, but these coins are probally only tho result of on 
oliverse anid reverse die of the pine-cone aud the rosette 
coinnge being used together [Pl X. 16). 1 have exam- 
ploaof both on obverse and @ reverse of the pine-cone 
type, with the corresponding reverse and obverse of the 
previous type, which would tend tw prove that tlese coins 
litt ainply mules, and not entitled to be donsidered a dis- 
tinct tasue It ie perhape romurkable that eroats, half- 
grouts, und pence of thia type are known of London, and 
grotts and penoy it loost of Calnis. In connection with 
the pine-cone coinage, a very remarkable mule occurs, of 
whieh there isu specimen in the National Calleetion,; and 
Tmyselfhaveanother. Tt is atruck from an obverse dio 
of the pine-vone male coinage and a reverse die of the 
anntulet coinoge, und is the only example | have heurd of 
in which two dice of non-consecutive issues have boen 

All denominations of coins (except probably farthings) 
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of the pine-cone muscle coinage aro found from the 
Londen mint, The penee ure rare and the hulf-roats 
fnirly oo, but the gronte and halfpence are common. ‘Tho 
Calais groats (Pl, IX. 1] wre common, but the half-grouts, 
pence and halfpence become scarcer with this issue, and 
the first, symptom of the decling of the Calais mint thus 
become- apparent. Of this issue there is a remarkable 
York penny with no quatrefoil in the centre of the re 
verse. This. coin would thus appear to be struck of the 
royal minty although we have no other evidences of its 
being ot work ot this time. Hawkins describes » peniy of 
thia type in the Pownall collection, with a pine-cone after 
CUVi on the reverse. I myself have one with a pine-vone 
aftor HANEIUCVS und & muscle after RA-X, with mint-mark 
cross-floury and a rosette on the breast. Other York pence, 
resembling in general character this last coin, but with 
the quatrofuil in the centro of the reverse, are attributed by 
Hawkins, and probably rightly so, to this issno, although 
they are without the pine-cono, while Anvingias masole after 
RAX on thoobverse und after QTVI on the reverse, They 
lave small crosses either upright or in sailtire at the sides 
of the head [ Pl, X.19], which tho pennies of tho other 
type have not. 

[t is, as T have previously remarked, during the period 
of the pine-cone muscle coinage that we notice the firut 
eymptoma of a decronse in the quantity of coins from the 
Oalais mint. Petitions are recorded (as noted by Ruding) 
to have been presented to the King in Parliament in 
1437 and 1442, which show that the mint was not then 
so prosperous as it hnd formerly boen, The dates of 
these petitions probably come approximately within the 
duration of the issue under consideration, which, for 
reason given later, | should fix at from 1425 to 1440, 
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or perhaps a year or so later. ‘To about the date of the 
petition of 1442 T should attribute the groate which Mr- 
Neck describes us borng the Isst he had seen from the 
Ciulsis mint, and he rightly describes: them aa rare. 
There ure, however, ws we now know, some of still later 
issues: which are still more rare. The grote in question 
of Calais correspond with a very distinct and rare issue of 
London, which has not, I think, been sufficiently noticed 
before, the groats alone being only incidentally alluded to 
by Hawkins us yarioties of the pine-cone coinage. The tesue 
could only have been a small one and of brief durathm, 
following the pine-cone eomage [PL IX. 3 and 4], but 
possibly after some interval. It resembles it in some 
particulars, but is distinctively diffrent generally. Its 
characteristics are, on the groats for mint-murk @ cross 
voided in place of the cross-fleury in use for some time 
previously, and with the exception of this issue, on all 
subsequent ones up ta the dethronement of Henry VI, no 
pine-cones appear, but the mascle after RAX on the ob- 
verse, anil either before or in the middle of the mint- 
name on the reverse, is still retained, In addition, a new 
distinctive mark ia now found, which on well-struck coina 
ean be seen to be unmistakably o leaf with stalk and 
central and lateral fibres distinotly showing, and quite-a 
diffprent object from the previous pine-cone. On the 
groata this leaf is of fairly large size, and is placed in the 
apandril of the tressure under the bust, and partially 
overlapping the point of the cusp. On the reverse it is 
at the end of the mint-name in conjunction with o small 
sultire stop, and generally overlaps the bended circle be- 
tween the outer and inner legend. I have one Onalais 
grout on which the: leaf also occurs after POSVI [PL OX 
4], but this is exceptional, all others that T have seen 
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being without any mark after POSVI, which is, how- 
ever, always preceded by the same plain cross, af on 
the pine-cone isaue. A grout in my collection bas a 
roverse of thia type with un ordinary pine-cone obverse, 
thus showing a connecting ink between the two. issues. 
Of Colais there arg groata only of thia type, but of 
London I can instance half-grouta, pence, and half- 
pence, all very rare, the halfpennics being least so. 
All have for mint-marks o pluin crosa with slightly 
forked ends, a leaf partly undér and partly on the 
bust of the King. The half-grout [PL X18] has, im 
addition to the leaf in the spandril under the bust, single 
leaves after HANI and 11, and two leaves, one turning 
each way, after G7, There is alao on the reverse a lenf 
after DON, overlupping the beaded circle in an exactly 
similar manner to the grout. There are no mascles an 
thia half-groat. The penny has a leaf after h&aNRICVS, 
as well aa on the breast of the King, but no mark on the 
reverse. The halfpence have o leaf after hannia. I 
should like to call this the rose-leaf issue, os a distin- 

guishing name, if it would not too much disturb existing 
atrangements, which would prebubly be thought unde- 
sirable. 

At this point I will gak loaye to make two digressiona, 
aa we have now com tothe end of the three first and by far 
the largest coinnges of this reign, after which, probably 
owing to the increasingly disturbed state of the kingdom, 
the coinage appears to have been very irregular, and to 
consist of comparatively emall and intermittent issues. The 
first digression is a reference to the mint accounts a re- 
corded by Ruding, which, although stated to be incomplete, 
give what appears to be, in the light of the coins that have 
come down to our times, o fairly accurate statement as to 
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the proportion of bullion coined at the mints of London and 
Calais respectively during the earlier part of thia reign, 
and from which I think it possible to approxiniately fix the 
dates snd duration of the first two great issues which I 
have been describing. 

We find that the whole of tha silver coined at Calais is 
included in the mint accounts ending with the 11th year 
of Henry V1, and here give from Ruding the amounts 
Teterdod. to have been coined both at Culuis and London

After 1433, or the Lith year of Henry VI, the mint 
accounts record no forther bullion oomed ot Calais; and 
none at the London mint until the eighteenth year of the 
reign. Ithink it muy be considered probable that the 
records wp to 1433 include the first two out of tho three 
great comers which we have bowen considering, and allow- 
ing for posible incompleteness in the accounts, we may 
from these particulars approximately dute these two great 
issues. I therefore suggest the period of — 
The Anoulet Comage, onrlier types 1 and 2, 1422 ip 1424 
= obs = tatewtiypo =, - 1424 to 1498 
The Rosctto Mascle Coinage. =, S| 1498 to 1496 
After the I1th and until the 18th year of Henry VI, 
there ia, 24 we hare seen, a blank in the mint accounts 
which appears almost certainly to indicate that some 
unportant records of this period must be missing. I 
believe that they must be the whole af those referring to 
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the pine-cone mascle coinage, which various circumstances 
tend to locate approximately between L435 and 1440. 
The first petition of the Commons in reference to tho

pins-eonat coinage Asti that mint; saguming > that t this testa 
was being struck at this period. It is, of course, possible 
that all the three first coinages occurred during tho first 
eleven years of Tfenry VI, but in that caso there would, 
according to the mint mecounte, bean interval of seven 
years before the fourth or trefoil coinuge, which seoms 
wilikely, and is rendered the more improbable by the 
existence of mules between the third or pine-cone coinage 
and the fourth or trefoil coimage, which would hardly be 
possible if the two were separated by such a long interval. 

The second digresston that I desire to make is on the 
subject of “galloy holfpennies.”” During this and pre- 
vious reigna, but more often in this, we are struck im study- 
ing Ruding by the numerous enactments against the 
currency of these eoine, which muat, from the frequent 
references to them, have been in very general ose ond in 
large quantities, for, notwithstanding all attempts to stop 
their circulation, we find strong measures were necessary 
in regard to them well into the reign of Henry VIII. 
Ruding states. that these galley hulfpennics derived 
their name from their being imported by the Genoese and 
Venetian merchants in their gulloys, but he does not 
attempt to say what sort of coins they were. [t seems to 
be assumed that notwithstanding their abundanee at the 
period we are discussing, they have since ao totally disup- 
peared that no trace of them can be discovered af the 
present time, This 1 venture to suggest is quite o 
mistnke, So for os I am aware, no satisfuctory explana- 
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tion has, so far, been forthooming as to the uae of the 
so-called Nuremberg counters, ‘The suggestion of their 
being counters seems only to be accepted for want of 
some better explanation, and I think this may be found 
if we identify them with the galley halfpence of the 
Middle Ages. They exist of types which from their 
character and design we can appruprinte to all periods, 
from those of Kilward I, [and U1 to that of Heory VUT 
and later, and their abundance and wide distribution ‘is 
another reason fur my attribution of them. The galley 
halfpence were used in other countries aa well as our own, 
and it-would be astonishing if counters for any purpose 
whatever could have been so universally required in such 
large numbers, and I hope the Society may see in my aug- 
geition o way to the settlement of on Interesting 
question.! 

To return to the main subject of this paper, wo have 
now come to about the middleof Honry VI's reign, when 
the effecta of the rivalries: of his relatives and councillors 
during his long minority were beginning to be disas- 
trously felt. The turn of the tide in France bad well ast 
mm. The French King bod triumphantly entered Paris 
in 1437, after it had for many years been under the domi- 
nation of England—during that time Henry himself 
boen solemnly crowned in Notre-Dame as King of 
Francs; but now even Normandy and the provinces of 
Aquitaine and Guyenne were held precariously, only to he 
entirely lost within the next few years. Henry himself 
eS en a 

"Tom plad to find that some ench views as I now pug 
forward have been ulready formed by the numismatic anthoritiog 
ai thi British Moweom; although I liad not heard of thou 
ee eee bad, 09 far as Tam aware, boon 
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had reached the age of manhood and showed no signs of any 
of his father’s qualities. He was on the contrary weak and 
swayed alternately by the advice of various counsellors 
all secking their own ends and regardless of the welfare 
ef the country. Popular discontent at the conduct of 
the French wars and of affairs genorally now also began 
to be seriously felt. This generally disturbed condition 
made itself felteven on the coinnge: during the latter half 
of his reigu much less money would appear to have been 
coined, and both from the mint accounts given by Ruding, 
and from the coins that have come down to us we sen 
that although there were many issues they were all small, 
or comparatively so. This is particularly noticeable 
between his cloventh and thirty-cighth year. It will also 
be remarked that the coina of these luter issues ure a8 a 
rale more or less carelessly and imperfectly struck, and in 
marked contrast in these respects to the coins of the large 
early coinages. I will here quote from Ruding the mint 
accounts of the silver bullion coined later than the eleventh 
year until the thirty-eighth, after which there 1 no 
further record, All the accounts refer to the London

would almost lewd us to suppose that, with the exception 
of the interval between the eleventh and cigiteenth 
year, together with any Culaia aecounts after the pine 
cone Coinage, the reourds aro nearly, if not quite complete, 
and T should beinclined to think that each of the accounte, 
which Ruding describes aa “ in bundles in the Tower,” re- 
presents the total amount of bullion coined during each of 
the separite issnes, which, by their mint-marks and other 
special characteristins, werd no doubt confined to eartain 
dates. The large amounts for Honry's first eloven years 
would clearly be identified with the annulet and rosette 
comuges. The long interval between 1483 and 1440 for 
which the accounts are not fortheoming woald sccaunt 
for the pinecone coinage, and those from 1440 to L460 
agree very well with the number of smullisaues of which 
wo have evidence during that period, Hawkins and others 
huve divided these into three groups, Classes IV, V, and 
VI, but they could be divided into a considerably larger 
number. Unlike the firat three great issues, of which 
the London and Calais coins, at least, are all practically 
identical in type and details, the later issues after the pine- 
cone comige present a very large variety of typcs and 
details, it being not very easy to find two coins exactly 
alike, either in the style of the bust or the position and 
character of the distinguishing marks, All the coins of 
these lnter issues must have been rare previous to the great 
find of coins at Stamford in L8i6,the number of which 
exceeded 3,000, Unfortunately, no careful account of 
this find appears to have been written by anyone at the 
time, but T have been told by one who saw the greater 
part of the coins that although there was a certain con- 
wideruble number of Henry VI's gronis of later issuea, 
the bulk was of the earlier coinages. The coins of tho 
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later issues ‘were, however, mostly in mint condition, and 
amonget thom were several varieties previously unknown, 
notably a few from the Calais mint, which proved it to 
have been at work, in aatmall way at least, much later than 
had been previously supposed. 


Crass [1V¥—Prxu-Coxe Trerou, Comact, 


To resume the regular consideration of the conmseoutive 
issues of the latter hall of this reign, we must recall that 
we left aff with the small and rare issue of which the 
distinguishing marks were on the groata o crosa voided, 
as mint-mork, and a leaf in the spandril of the tressure 
wider the bust. The muscle wasstill retained in both the 
obverse and reverse legends. Tt hud survived several 
elianges, ind throughout several issues, but it givea. way 
at lost to a new murk—the trefoil, which also had a 
considerable run; and like the mascle appears on severul 
varieties of eoins unlike in other respects. All coms with 
the trafyil in wnuy position are however classed by Tawkina 
as ono coinage, although they vary in general typo an 
much, if not more, than any on which the masele appears. 
None are common, and I think that the several voriclies 
to which I alll allude may very probably be the cains of 
the jssuts to which the mint accounts refer between 
1445 and 1452. ‘The earliest groat with u trefoil is a 
distinct connecting link with what I have tentatively 
called the rose-leaf isane, but it idan evolutionary type and 
nota mule, The mint-mark of the voided cross dis- 
appears aud the previous cross-floary is restored. A 
smull loaf with fibres carefully indicated ia placed after 
hankid’, Dt, and GR on the obverse, but « trefoil takes the 
place long occupiod by the mascle after RAX, On the 
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reverse, the plain cross mint-mark is continued, the masalo 
atill lingers on in one of small and unnssuming proportions 
between (IVI and T7S—and there is aw leaf before and a 
trefoil after Lonbon [see PL.IX.6), The coins which T 
should plane next in order are still ofa transitional character 
[Pl. IX. 6). The leaf appears in the obverse legend as on 
the last coin and the trefoil after ROX. On the. reverse, 
however, the muscle no longer appears at oll, but the 
trefoil in nddition to appearing after LONDON, is some- 
times found at the end or between the words of the outer 
legend. There are linlf-prosts corresponding practically 
in all respects with these gronta, but they are very rare. 
There is one in the National Collection and I have 
another myself. ‘These earliest coina with the trefoil, like 
all those of Henry VI since the earliest annulet iene, have 
the cusp of tressure on the breast unfloured, but now a 
new and special feature is introduced of a leaf termimating 
the point of the enzp, This leaf is quite distinct and 
different from those on the rose-leaf groats. ‘Those latter 
are Jarge and ore in the spandril of the treeaure under the 
bust. The leaf now introduced is smaller and forms a 
termination to the point of the cusp. The first proates 
siemens this new feature are exactly similar to those 
preceding them. The trefoil and leaf occupy the game 
Saiki in the obverse and reverse legends, and there is 
fo varintion in anyother characteristic. There are half- 
groats, pence and halfpence corresponding to the groats of 
this type, but all are very: rare, I -may here mention that 
oceasionally omall varisties of coins‘on which the trefoil 
appears, its position in the legendas and that also of the 
leaf alightly vary. This is probably only due to accident 
corelissness, and is not, 1 think, worth taking into 
aesideratiantine avariation in type. The coinaof the lust 
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type described, T ehould like to eall the rose-leaf trefoil 
coinage. We now come to what msy be called the 
trefoil cainage proper. The leaf now entirely disappears 
from the legends of the obverse and with rare exceptions 
of the reverse, and retains only ita position invarinbly at 
the point of the cusp on the breast. The main feature 
of this iesme i¢ a rother lorge trefoil ot each side of the 
neck of the King’s bust, with = trefoil in the obverse 
legend usually after BAX, but on -some examples it ts 
placed at the end of the legend or omitted altogether. 
On the reverse of the London grosts it is sometimes 
placed after LOMDOR, but perhaps quite as often omitted 
entirely. No hulf-grosta, pence or halfpence sre known 
having tho trefoil at the sides of the neck of the bust, 
dlthough a London penny bass trefoil after the King's 
name (Pl. X. 21). Tt has been generally assumed that 
by this: time the Calais mint had ceased to coin silver, 
Thia ia, however, an erroneous idea, as Calais groate.of the 
trefoil coinage, although very rare, are now known 
[Pl. TX.8) Three in the Nations! Collection are from 
the Stamford find, and probably nearly all the other 
known speciuiens are from the same source; although 
it ia to be moted that Sainthill describes one in a list he 
gives of the groats of Henry TV, V, and VI in his own 
collection. [tis euriona, and pointa tu the strong probability 
of the Valais mint having been long idle, that no coins 
of any of the transitional types similar to those from the 
London mint oecur, Although thers ure several instances 
of mules daa to the employment of an obverse die of the 
full pine-cone coinage with a reverse die of the full trefail 
eoinage [eee Pl. IX. 7], which would point to there having 
been no intermediate ixsuua, while the fact of there being 
several distinctly intermediate types of London and, us far 
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av T can diseover, no instance of mulea like those of 
Calais, would strongly point to there having been, aa we 
assume, # consilerable interval between the pinecone anil 
the trefoil coinages. 

These interesting and rare Calaia groata of the trefoil 
coinage display the churacteristic mark more freely than 
those of London. In addition to the trefoils at sides of 
the King's ‘neck, they oceur in the obverse legend after DI 
and GRIT, or on some after RAX instead of GRA. On the 
roverse trefoils ocour between VIL and Lm, after QThISHL 
ond after ADIVTIORE. In one ease the trefoil ia after 
VILLA only, und in another in the middle inatend of at 
the end of CALISIG. Itis to be noted that these groats 
read 7106", instead of the invariable 7NGL’ of the London 
minf. The piedfort of the Calais groat of the trefoil 
coioge is in the British Museum, and ie considerably 
worn, On the one described by Suinthill he gives the 
reading HENRY, Of the mules to which IT have 
nlluded, T know of three, two in the British Museum, and 
one In my own cabinet. All have a regular pine-cone 
obverse with trefoil reveraes, ay just described, but all 
appear to be from different dics, as the number anil 
position of the trefoils in the mint name vary on éach 
one. This would rather show that probably from motives 
of economy, the mint being at the time in an impoverished 
condition, a number of old obverse dies were purposely 
made use of to save expense. Another peeuliarity of the 
Oulaie trefoil grout is that. the revorse mint-mark is for 
the Grst time a cross-iloury, while those of London 
still continue the plain aross, ao long in use, or have none 
at ull. T have, it is true, one London groat- with a crogs- 
floury on the reverse, bat it is quite exceptional, and the 
only instance I have seen. In Ruding’s description of

places of mints and exchange, he states that o certain Giles 
Seyntlowe, Armiger, was, in May, 1437, appointed Con- 
troller of the Town of Calais anil of tho mint there, but 
that, owing to some irregularily in the letters patent, he 
did not obtain possession until November of the sama 
your, Tb [444 he resigned lis patent into Chancery, and 
the King granted him # new one. This would seem to 
imply that-although he had no doubt tried to muke the 
appointment profitable, the decayed atate of the mint (of 
which we have evidence in the petition of the Commons 
in 1442) rendered it imposible, and he probably obtained 
his patent of 1444 on terms which he hoped would prove 
more advantageous. This would be about the date to 
which we may almost certainly attribute the Calsis gronts, 
of the trefoil coinage, ond they probably represent a sort 
of apurt that way put on in Seyntlowe's no doubt wunsuc- 
cessful endeavour to revive the prosperity and profits of 
the mint, In L445 other officers of the mint appear to 
hive been appointed, probably owing to Seyntlowe’s want 
of suceess; und again othera in 1446. However, Seynt- 
lowe [now spolt Seynohlowe) waa again appointed jin 
1452, which serms to imply that thoee who had pre- 
viously suceseded him had not done as well as even he hod. 
Of this list nppomtment T shall have more to any pre- 
gently. 

To return to the London coins of the trefoil coinage. 
During whut I consider its later phases the trefoil is re- 
tained ot the sides of the bust, but with rare exceptions 
disappears from both obverse and reverse legends. One 
curious Yariety has the trefoil on either side of the bust so 
placed as to form terminals to the cusp points in place of 
the ordinary fleurs [see PL TZ. 10]. Another scarce typo 
of thia issue has the small spandrila between the circle 
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and the cusps of the tressure filled by: pointed trefoils re- 
presenting the piercings of architectural tracery [Pl IX. 9), 
a3 on the reveree of the noblea ond half-nobles. There 
ure three specimens of this coin in thd National Col- 
lection, all from the Stamford find, previous to which 
it was probably unkuown. Tlie latest grouta of this cain- 
uge have a pellet.at each side of the crown and occasionally 
jt two quartera of the reverse, thus forming « connecting 
link with the sueeedding coinage. Tle various issues of 
the trefoil coinage muy with a fuir degree of certainty be 
placed between 1440 and 1450. The mint accounts for 
this period show séveral small amounts of bullion coined 
in different years, which may correspond with and pooount 
for the rather numerous vurieties of coins upon which 
the trefoil appears, which previous to the Stamford find 
must huve been of considerable rarity, and of which even 
now specimens ure not in any instance common. 

There ores few groats which Hawkins places at tho 
end of Class TV, but whith are very difficult to locate 
satisfactorily, They have no characteristic marke what- 
ever on the obverde. The mint-mark ia a cross-fleury, 
the cusp of tressure on breast is not floured, and there is 
no lenf on the breast. On the reverse there ia no mint- 
mark, bat there isa amall additional pollet in each quarter 
[eve Pl, TX. 12). Some specimens havo only tho ad- 
ditional pellet m two quarters. The pellets appear to 
ounnect these groats ‘with the next coinage, but the ab- 
sence of w leafion the breawt and the style of bust are 
more suggestive of their issun shortly after the pine-cone 
period. Perhaps these gronts may belong to one of the 
amull issies of 1445-46 or 1447, us they ure yory rare. | 
believe that all the spocimene of these proats were derived 
from the Stamford find.

Crass V.—Pine-Coxe Peoter Comace, 

The trefoil now entirely dissppears, but the small 
pellets which we found on some of the coina of the 
issue and the leaf on the breast remain and form the 
distinguishing marks of the next period. A decided 
change takes place in the bust, which ts placed higher up 
and hes a shorter neck, ahowing more of the breast, which 
ig indicated by two strongly defined arched lines. On the 
London coins the mint-mark continues to be the eross- 
fleury, but on the reverse there is none. The earliest 
oxumples of groats without the trefoil have only the pellets 
ot each aide of the crown on the obverse, but the usual 
type ia that having them in. two quarters of the reverse na 
well, The few varieties-of this type which we find ara, [ 
believe, unintentional ond merely due to the irregular and 
careless spacing out of the letters. We have, for instance, 
some without a mint-mark at all, but this appears to bo 
adlely due to want of space. The usial inseription of these 
groate with the leaf or the point of the cusp of the treasure 
on the breast continues to be hORRId DI GAN RAN ANGL- 
“4° FRANC [Pl XL 1]: the latter word is, however, at times 
variously spelt FRANG, FENN, FERIC, and FRANCIA 
(M..B,). T should locate this issue at about 1450, and 
probably the rather large amount of bullion (forthese later 
issues) given in the mint accounts for 1451-52 (9,980 Iba.) 
was employed in its coinage. 

In connection with this cotnage we find for the last time 
i groat from the Calais mint. From ita being in mint 
condition, T believe it to have come from the Stamford 
find, and I have nvither seen nor heard of another like it, 
This great resembles in nll respects those which I have 
just been describing of London, with the exception that 
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there are no pellets either at the sides of the crown or 
additional ones in any quartera of the reverse [Pl XI. 3}. 
Tt has « cross-fleury mint-mark before POSVI, which is very 
unusual for this coinige, although I have alluded to an 
exceptional London groat with the same characteristic. 
Ti has no distinguishing mark either in the legend or 
tleewhere save the leaf on the point of the cusp under the 
breast, It isnoticoable that the first four letters of (7LISIA 
appeur to be atruck over QTV! or SFVI, which would rather 
itidicate that the makers of the dies were: now so un- 
ncoustomed to make any for Calais that they found it 
difficult to avoid punching the letters of the (at this period) 
tlmost invariable GIVITAS Lonpon, | oonsider this 
groat of the greatest interest, ae it proves that the Calais 
mint coined at least a amall amount of money up. two 
quite late in the reignof Henry VI and considerably after 
the date of uny other known examples. 

T alluded previously to the re-appointment, in 1452, for 
the third time, and after some considerable interval, of 
Giles Seyntlowe, or Seynehlows, to the mastership of the 
Calais mint, und as from the few records we have, wo may 
infer that he was a man of some enorgy, I think we 
may not improbably assume this growt to be a specimen of 
a small iasue fesulting from an attempt by him to restore 
the setivity and prosperity of the mint. It muat by this 
time, however, have been in a very bad way indeed, and 
probably too far decayed to make permanent revival 
posible, for we read in Ruding that in the Parliament of 
1454 the Commons represented that for want of onforeing 
the statutes relating to the staple at Calais, the mint there 
was like to stand void, desolate, and to be destroyed. 
‘This groat then, I think, we may eafely assume to ha ‘cae 
of the very last that was jsswed from the Calais mint, and 
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that ite date is between 1452 and 1454. It, as it ware, 
closes a most interesting chapter of history, for although 
Calsia remained for another century under English 
dominio, no sovereign after Henry Vi struck any coins 
af ite mint, which, after a period of brilliant prosperity, 
when it produced almost the whole of the money coimed 
for all) England, now sinks completely into un oblivion 
from which it never again emerged. 

We have now arrived at whut I may call the second 
type of Class V, or the “ pine-cone pellet coinage " (10 
keep to the classification of Hawkins), when two chunges 
evour which, although not very striking to o casual 
olworver, distinctly mark a now departure at the mint. 
The leaf on the point of the cusp on the breash is now 
plived on the neck immediately under the chin, and the 
point of the casp on the breast te floured Tike the other 
cusps. Tho obverse legond now almost ulwoys reads WNGLI 
FATA, but oocanionally WMNGLI 2 + PEANC instead of as 
formerly, ANGL “4+ FRANC, No mint-mark ever appears 
now on the reverse, but the additional pelletsin twoquarters 
and on the obverse ot exch side of the crown occur 
almost invariably. Tho groats of this and the previous. 
izaue, although not-very common, are fairly numerous; the 
latter class 1 should, from reference to the mint secounts, in 
addition to other rensoms, place between 1453 and 1456. 
The bust varies considernbly on groats of this coinage, bul 
otherwise there is little change to note ; the most remark- 
able variety of which T am aware being a groat in the 
National Cullection with a star of four points, or perhaps 

twi sultires, on either side of the King’s bust (Pl. XT. 6]; 
otherwise it is exactly similar to the grouta last described. 
Te is figured in Mawkine [Suppl., PL VII. 644). The hulf- 
erate of this colnage are very ture. There is one in the 
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British Museum Collection [Pl XI. 4] exactly correspond- 
ing with the groats with mint-mark eross-Houry, loaf om 
breast, and the pellets at sides of crown and in quartera of 
reverse. I myself have one without the pellets on the 
obverse, but with them on the reverse, The obverse 
legend reads WNGLI FRAN &, the Inst letter being most 
exceptional, Hawkins statea that “there is no Lendon 
penny of Class ¥, known.” Oneis, however, deseribed in 
the cotalogae of the Montagu Collection (lot 455, second 
portion), and I have two varietie in my own cabinet, 
All have the leaf on the breast and the pellets at the 
vides of the crown, but the Montagu coin and one of my 
own are without the additional pellets in the two quarters 
of the reverse [PL XE 6], but the other has them. All have 
for mint-mark the cross-Heury and read hANNid * RAX * 
TNGL ¢ and onthe reverse (IVITRE LONDON, There-are 
alsa pence of the ocolesiastical mints of both York and 
Durham of this class, both rare, those of York being 
perhaps tho rarest (PL XL 10), These latter have the 
sume mitt-mark, lorend and other characteristics us those 
of London, wave the name of the place of mintuge. They 
ure mostly without any extra pellets in the quarters of the 
reverse, The Durham pence huve, like those of London 
and York, the kisfor the breast and the pellets ot the sides 
of the crown. On the reverse they uaually have the well- 
known halge of Bishop Nevill, the two interlaced rings in 
the centre of the cross. There are some, however, without it 
and olso without the leaf on the breast - they read DVNOLIN 
and Hawkina pats them in Class [V., although they have 
the pellute at the sides of the crown and road ANGLI EF. 
Those struck after 1437 havea cross in saltire to the left and 
the Jotter B at the right of the neck on the obverse. for 
Dithop Tooth, who was bishop from 1457 to 1476 [Pl. XT 13), 
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These latter may possibly be more correetly placed in. the 
next and latest coinage, but they have the leaf on the brenst 
or neck, which i# in no other instance found in Class VI. 
Some have the pellets on the reverse: united by lines so os 
to form triangles. ‘here ure halfpence and farthings of 
London of this coinage, the latter being very rare.

We now coma to the last coinage of which other de- 
nominations than groats aro known, and which (again 
being guided by the mint necounts) may most probably 
be assigned to 1459-60. As is woll known, the leading 
characteristic of this coinage is the small cross m saltire 
on the King’s neck, which, together with the pellets at the 
sides of tho crown and in two quarters of the reverse, are 
never-absent on the coins of any denomination; of whieh 
cach one, from the groat to the farthing, is. to be found. 
All bat the groats are very rare, and even these ure 
rather rare. There are several varicties of the groat. 
Some have a small mullet or star of five points-isually 
either at the end of tho obverse legend or after POSVI 
[PL XL7). Others hove maselea in the obverse legend 
usually after ha&NREC and GRA, but occasionally after 
Prana [PL EL 8]. I have one with the mascles in 
tiese three positions, but without any mint-mark, A 
very curious proutof this type is figured in Ruding, Sup- 
plement, Pl. E, No. 41. It is described as of Henry IV, 
and has an object after hANKIC which strongly resom- 
blea the Arabic figure 4,05 it appears on the Perkin 
Warbeck groat and oleowhere [Pl XI, U1]. Ruding states 
ina note that the authenticity of this coin is extremely 
diubtfal, and that "it first appeared in Withy's plates 
from tho communication of Mr. Join White, and is not," 
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he believes, “now known to exist.” Hawkins alludes to 
this-ooin aso blundered or altered com, but, apparently 
without the plate before him, seems to refer to thu crows 
on the breast, 

It so happons that I myself hove o groat of Henry VI 
of the issue under consideration, which has the same 
figiire after the nameas the one in Ruding. It is, of 

reo, possiblo that mine may be the identical coin so 
long lost sight of, although it seems hardly likely. If it 

i# not, antl mine ia another coin, it would be an urgu- 
fhont against ite bemg an altered coin. It certainly ie a 
genuine groat of Class VI, but what the object after 
nani ia, [am unable to suggest. It may possibly be 
an alteration, but if so, it is cleverly done. Perhaps 
some member of the Society may be able to sugvest an 
explanation, now that the actual cuin is fortheuming, 
after being ao long lost sight of. 

The half-gronta of this issue are ulmost identical in 
type with the groats, but the mint-mark is plain cross 
ani there is @ star after hAMEIG, but not elsewhere 
[Pl. XI. 8]. The three pellets in the quarters of the royerse 
ure jomed trefoilwise, The penny is figured in Hawkins: 
(No, 533), It hus mascles after HANK and REX 
[PL XI. 12). There are York pence of thie type with. 
a amall cross in saltire at each side of the neck. ‘They are: 
mire, but much less go than those ef London, The groata 
almost myariably, and the hulf-groats always, read 
ANGLE FERN, while the pence and hulfpence read 
RAX ANGLE. The Durham pence of Bishop Booth may 
ale belong to this coinage, but having the loaf on the 
breast they vary from all other coins of the issue, and 


they urd also without the extra pellets in the quarters 
of the revorse, 
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Amongst the groata in the Stamford find there were 
a few of a type thought to be previotisly unknown and 
which must have been etruck immediately previous to 
the accession of Edward LY, as the same types are found 
on his earliest heavy groats, and were known before 
similar ones of Henry VI were discovered, The special 
characteristic of these groata ia their having a fleur- 
de-lia on the neck in place of the saltire cross, while, 
although exceptionul, a few examples have also a mint- 
mark on the reverse before POSYVI, a feature long dis 
continued, but which was revived by Edward IV and 
continued by his successors. Of the two examples known 
of this reverse mint-mark on these Intest groats of 
Henry VI one is a plain. cross, and is described by 
Hawkina as in the Pownall Collection. ‘The other is in 
my own collection and has a small lis before POSVI 
[PL XI. 14). It is to be noted that heavy grouts of 
Bdward IV occur with precisely the same reverse mint- 
marks aa these Henry VI groats and are much less rare, 
ahowing that they must have immediately followed them 
without presumably any interval. No half-groate or 
lesser coins of Henry VI haye appeared with the ls 
on the neck, but the heavy half-groat und halfpenny of 
Edward [V with this characteristic ia known. 

The light coinage issued during the short restoration of 
Henry VI in L470 is so entirely unconnected with any 
of his previous isanes that it appears to me to be out 
of place to allude to it here. It rather seems aa if it 
should be treated either by itself or a part of the comnage 
of the reign of Edward IV.

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SOME COINS OF THE MUGHAL EMPERORS. 
(See Plates XIIL, XIV., and Map.) 


Trt first authoritative nnd exhaustive catalogue of the 
coins of the Mughal Empire was that of the splendid 
collection of the British Museum publishod in 1802. 
This ne deseribed over 1400 coins: in many 
ote t lection ja worivalled, and it is likely to 
remain so. But its ent by furnishing » standard 
-efcomparison, has been instrumental in bringing to light # 
great number of hitherto undescribed coins, and in illas~ 
trating the apparently inexhaustible variety of this sericea. 
The lite Mr. C. J. Rodgers was for some yeara the chief 
labourer in this field, and his catalogues of the Mughal 
coing in the Lahore Museum (the oollection made by 
himsolfand purchased by the Panjib Government) and 
of the collection in the Indian Museum, Caleutia, which 
were respectively published in 1893 und 1894, went far 
to supplement the deficiencies of the National Collectian, 
especiuily in the department of the copper coins, ‘This 
branch, relating especially to the copper coins of Akbar's 
time, was further very exhaustively dealt with by him in 
hia article on Mughal copper coite in the Journal of the 
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Bragal Asiatic Soviety, 1895, and another entitled “ Rare 
Mughal Coins,” in the same journuil in 1896. Several 
Mughal coins are algo included in Captain Vost’s article 
in the J. A. 8 B. 18%, “On some rare Muhammadan 
Cotna”: and in 1896 appeured in the Vumismatic Chronicle 
“Some Novelties in Mughal Coins,” by Mr, L. White 
King and Capt. Vost, in which several interesting coins 
from Mr, White King's cabinet were deseribed. 

The Lihere Miatwm Catalogue is especially full and 
interesting, and it ia much to be regretted that it is 
without illustrations. The Jndian Museum Catalogue ia aluo 


‘very inadequately illustrated, only thirty-one coins being 


given (in Plates 1. and IL, Part I}. Mr. Rodgers’ other 
articles aro fully illustrated with outline lithographs from 
his own drawings. Oapt, Vost's urticle ix accompanied by 
two plates in photo-stching, which are not very elonr, 
while Mr. White King’s is illustrated by two excellent 
autotype plates. 

The coins described in this paper are all from my own 
cubinet. With the exception of Nos. 16, 17, 28, 26, 42, 
68 und 70 they are, us far os I can ascertain, unedited, and 
hono of them have been figured with the exception of 
Nos. 42 and G8, 

New mints will be found under the names of most of 
the Kings from the time of Aurangzeb onwards. Nothing 
illustrates more remarkably the extraordinary oxtent and 
variety of the Mughal coinage than the number of new 
minty which have been brought to light since the publi- 
cation of the Brifish Musonm Culalogue. On pp. xlyii 
tol of the introduction of that eaitelogne, Mr. 8. Lane 
Poole gave a statement showing the minta represented 
under the name of ouch soversign from Babur to Bahadur 
Shab I, and it will be interesting to supplement that 
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statement by a further list derived from the authorities 
quoted above, showing the mints since added,’

A very good idea of the expansion of the Mughal 
Empire may be obtaimed from the accompanying Map, 
which shows the mint-towns of the Mughal Emperors 
at different periods, The decline of tho Empire is not so 
securately reflected in the mints, os many of the new 
xtutes, which were formed from its ruins, continued to wen 
the name of the teignitg emperor to give colour to their 
usurpations, Lt must not, for instance, be supposed that 
coina struck in the name of ‘Alumpir [I or Shith ‘Alam ut 
Indore (Indarpir), Gwaliir, Baroda, Malhdirnagar or Nag- 
pir were really struck under their authority. They 
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merely represent the desire of the Mahruttin chiefs to take 
advantage of the prestige still attaching to the nume af 
Badshih. The abstraction of the north-west frontier 
province by Nadir Shah and Ahmad Shah Durrani, and 
the rise of the Sikh power are, however, accurately re- 
flected in the coinage, and the mints of Peshiwar, Lahore, 
Multiin, Bhakhar, and Tatta, 20 common on the coins of 
the earlier kings, disappear altogether, None of them, 
excep! Lahore, are found after Muhammad Shah. Lahore 
and Sarhind lust till ‘Alamgir TI, but after Ahmud Shah's 
conquest of the Mahrattas they are found no more ua 
Mughal mints. The Sikhs remained in possession of them, 
while Peshawar, Atak, Dora, Multan and Bhakhar becume 
mints of the Durrinis, Kashmir ceases to bo represented 
kbout the same time, and also becomes «a Durrani mint. 


SARHIND, 

The history of the Sarhind mint may be said to have 
been completely broaght to light since the publication of 
the British Museum Catalogue, which shows only one coin 
of that mint, a mohar of Akbar. Mr. Rodgers in his 
various publications gives coins of Aurangzeb, Bahidur 
Shah 1, Farrokh-siyar, Muhammad Shah, Ahmad Shih 
and ‘Alamgir II, aud I can now add Juhindarand Rafi‘u'd- 
darjat, thus completing the chain from the revival of tha 
mint by Aurangzeb to the disappearance of the Mughal 
power. The earliest coin of Aurangreh given by Mr, 
Rodgers (L. M, p. 180) is dated 1108. have one of 1106, 
which corresponds to a.n, 1694-95, the year in which 
Gura Govind Singh commenced his active curcer. Tho 
revival of the mint may perhaps be connected with this 
event, 08 Surhind was always a contre of Sikh influence, 
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and was captured by the Gora Banda in Farrukh-siyar’s 
reign. 

One of the Guris, when killed by the Muhammadans, 
is said to hove prophesied that Sarhind should be seat- 
tered from the Jammus to the Satloj, and the Sikhs elaim 
that this prophecy was fulfilled when the railway was con- 
structed by the English, and some. bricks from the ruins 
of Sarhind were used in ballusting the line. The re- 
mains, however, aro still extensive. 

Mr. Rodgers has already pointed out that this mint 
always appeara on the coins in the form +: =~ Sahrand, 
and not Sarhind. The usual modern form is no doubt 
due to a falso etymology, the Persian words Sar-hind 
meaning “ head of India," 4 very inapplicable name for a 
place sitaated in no commanding situation. 

With regard to the mints of the Dekkhan and Southern 
Indias, the following pointa may be noted in extension of 
the remarks on p. lviti, of the B. M. C, — 


Hataninin.—First atrack by Aurangzeb in a.m. 1009. Laat 
by Mohammad Shah in an 1141. Later coins issned 
by the Nizimw m the name of the Emperors. Ses 
remarks under Nos. 44 and 61 below. 

SwoArte.—Anrangzeb in 4a. 1004, as well as Boahidar Shih, 

Lutivazaann (Apox1).—Appears on the silver eoinage of Anrang- 
zob in addition to the later diminutive gold coinage. 

Giti.— Also appears on the silver comage of Aurangzeb (an- 
1107) in addition to Farrakh-siyar's emall gold coin. 

Anaaxdnip, Evonanoa, Hasvdndp.—The mint of Aheanabad, 
given by K. under Aurangzeb (a.m. 1115), and that of 
Hasnibad, given in 1. ML, p. 38, of the aume date, ara 
probably identical. For ite identity with Kulbarga 
see Tarikh-i [ridat Khin in E. D. p, 584, vol. vii. 

Axosnriz.—This mint is given by Rodgers in L. M. under 
Akbar in both silver and copper, sud by K. under 
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Shih ‘Alum Tl, in copper, Tt has not yot boon found 
in any of the intervening reigns, and the mint has sot 
zat beon identified aa far aa I am aware, It seems to 
rt the place on the Narbadi, not far from Mando, 
which is found on aome modern map, and is described 
by Khaf Khis as an important ford (KE, D. vii. 218, 
451), 


Tstininkn.—This place was given in B. M. C. only as a mint 
of Mihammad Shih and ShihJahan U1. To these I 
have nowadded ‘Alamgir IT; and Aurangzeb, Farrukh- 
siyar, ShibJahin Il, and Abmad Shih, have been 
supplied by other authorities quoted. The earliest and 
latest dates are thoue now published, 1106 and 1167. 
The Ji. M, ©, gives Chittagong (Chitgim) as the place 
referred to under thia name. Ht was eonquored and 
called Islimibid in ace. 1075 (B.D. vii, 275), but 
Uhikna, in the Dekkhan, had already received the 
name in am. 1070, on its capture from Sivaji (E..D. 
vu, 265), Mr. Hodgura advocates the claime of 
Mathura to be the mint, on the ground that it is noarer 
tg ihe Panjab than Chittagong, but rupees from: tie 
most distant minty ara sometimes found in very 
remote «pots. I have myself obisined a Haidarabad 
rupee of Kambakhsh at Harrand on the NW. Frontior, 
Prima facie it would seem that Chaima, as the first 


conquost from the infidel in the reign of Aurangzch, 
mantis original Islamabad. 


Muwtara-anin,—This mint has been found only on rupees of 
Shih ‘Alam UH, described by Capt. Vost and myself.

‘The umal obverse on the coins of Aphytis is a head of 
Zeus Ammon, whose cultus was of chief importance (Faua, 
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ii, 18, 2; Plut, Zys. 20; Steph. Byz.): The god is 
represented either bearded or (aa in this case) beardless,? 
this dual representation being not uncommon in the case 
of Ammon. Thus we find both the yonngand the bearded 
head on the coins of Tonos, Cyrene, Mytilene and Leibos

The usual roverse type is an eagle* or sometimes two 
eagles (Hoad, Cat.

Mr. Toad in his Aisforia has exprosed (p. 188) the 
opinion that the coinage of Potuiues came to an end with 
the blockade of the city by the Athenians in. a,c, 422-429.

A glance at any good collection of the coins—such as 
that deseribed in thy British Museum Catalogue of Thes- 
saly—readily reveala the simple series of incidents that 
the Larissaean artist wished to depict, ‘The maiden has 
act out for the lion-headed fountain to draw water in her 
hydria (cp. Cat. Thess., pl. iv. 11). She lingers on the 
way, and as she rests fur time upon a seat improvised 
out of the water-jar, she thinks—like Nausikas—of bo- 
guiling time with a game of ball (PL iv. 14). During 
her innocent diversion of bouncing the ball to earth, of 
throwing it high in the air and running to catch it 
(ep. pl. iv. 16)” the strap of a sandal becomes loose and 
she stoops to fasten it (pl. v. 8)! But this “careless 
shoo-striny ” ngain gives trouble.

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This specimen was formerly in the collection of M. 
Kambanis, and though it has already been well described 
by Svoronos,” [am reluctant to omit it from the list of 
our principal acquisitions. The reverse logund lenves no 
doubt that a representation of Zeus us a boy is intended, 
and the figure can be better studied here than on some of 
the smaller coins of Aegiom on which the same type 

Pausanias (vii., 24,4)" saw at Aegium a bronze statue 
of the boy Zeus (Zevs re yAuwiay wair) by the Argive 
eculptor Ageladas, und there can be no reasonable doubt 
that this ia the statue intended to be represented on this 
coin.” The youthful god stands, with one foot slightly 
raised, in «formal attitude, holding his thunderbolt in one 
hand and his eagle in the other; this motive iain keeping 
with what would be expected of Ageladns, especially when 
Wwe compare it with what is known of his statue of Zeus

This coin, an Aeginetic didraclim, is believed to huve 
been found near Levadeia (Lebodea in Boeotia). It is 
unique, but is related to a series of drachms and hemi- 
drachms that have been known for many years.= These 
lesser denominations have the samo female head on the 
obverse and on the reversethe inscription AXAINN “ (type, 
Athena charging). In 1873, whon publishing the British 
Miiseum hemi-drachm, Prof. P, Gardner deseribed it ax 
unqoestionably pre-Alexandrine in. style (cire, uc. 340) 
and attributed it to the old leaguo of the citiesaf Achain. 
Later on, however, Mr. Gardner brought down the date to 
B.¢, 302-286 and assigned the coin (Jt. I. Cat. Thessaly) 
to Achuia Phthiotia, in Theesaly. This Thessalian attrilya- 
tion is slay maintained by Imhoof-Blumer and Wail. 

The discovery of our coin, which is in much better con- 
dition than the smaller pioces, furnishes fresh material for 
the discussion of date und attribution, The new didrachm, 
us can hardly bo denied, has distinct affinities. with the: 
fine Poloponnesian staters issued a fow years befire the 
middle of the fourthcentury, A comparison with the coins

The place of mintage was doubtless the city of Aeginum.

373) of Helike, the old religious 
meeting-place, beeame the political contre of Acham, and 
its sanctuaries of Zeus "Apapioe and Demeter Pangchaia 
the religious centres of the Achacan League. Whether the 
coins were issued soon after 373, when Aegium began to 
hold the leading position in the cowor ter ‘Ayatu, or at 
a rather Inter dute, I will not now attempt to domde. In 
n.c. 306 the Achaeans became for a brief apace the allies 
of Thebes, but in 562 we find them opposed to the preten- 
sions of the Bocotian city and forming part of a combina- 
tion consisting of Athens, Mantines, Elis and Phiius. 

The Zens on the reverse.of the didrachm is probubly the 
Zeus Amarios.®® The Athena on the smaller coins may bo

The identification of thia splendid head ia, imdeed, 
rendered difficult by the absence of attributes; yet its 
artistic effectiveness is largely due, I think, to the sparing 
use of mecessouries, and especially to the unconventional 
treatment of the hair. Usually, when a Greek cain- 
artist aims at the portrayal of rich and stately femtale beauty 
he adorns the head with an ornamented stephanos (as in 
the case of Tera), or (aa at Syracuse) confines the hair in 
a jewelled net or in a sakko4 embroidered with star or 
macander. Here, the engraver bas employed no auch 
artifice and has produced hia effeet simply by o skilful 
manipulation of the hair itself. The effect would be atill 
more remarkable were our didrachm jleur de coin, but 
though it iain excellent condition, some details in high 
réliof have suffered partiul effacement, especially some of 
the fine lines by which the hair was rendored.

The term “ unpublished" must not, at all eventa in 
Roman tumismatics, be regarded oa in overy instance 
strictly accurate. In general it is merely o formula 
implying that the coin to which it is applied varies from 
any described in Cohen's Médailles Iuptrigies, or is on- 
tirely unmentioned in that excellent and indispensable 
work. In the following pages o fow coins have, as, for 
jnustance, those of Diadumenianns, been included on 
aceount of their rarity and their remarkably fine state of 
preservation.

This rematkably elegant coin was found in 1898 at 
Branughing, Herts, na locality where numerous ancient 
British ond Roman ooina hove been disinterred, It is in 
my own cabinet and, so for as | know, it i# unpublished 
and unique. 

Like the next coin to be mentioned, it belongs to the time 
of the Emperor Galba and to a series af denerii atrock in 
Spain, on which the names of Gallin and Hispania 
Frequently oooir, in one inetanee (Cohen No. 73) con- 
jointly. On that coin, however, the two countrica are 
roprosented by full-longth figures and not by busts. 

The coins of Golha with the reverse legond VICTORIA 
PLT. hinve usually the type of Victory standing and not 
that of Victory inabiga., Tho nameof Hispania genorally 
ecoure in the singular and not in thy plural, and the «ame 
may be said with regard to Gallin, In the plural it refers 
to the Provinces Citerior and Ulterior or Cisalpina and 
Tranzalpina, or, in this instance; more probably to the 
TRES GALLIAE. Mr. Philip Smith in Smith's Dictionary 
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of Geography, 4v., eaya that the form Hispaniae is of very 
frequent occurrence, but I believe that the singular form 
Hispania is much more frequent. Asis well known, it waa 
at the instigation of Julius Vindex, the governor of Guul, 
and with the approbation of the troops both in Spain and 
Guul, that Galba undertook the perilous task of revolting 
agdinst Nero. ‘Thongh wt first successful, his avarice 
alienated the army from him, and his reign lusted but 
seven months, During that period, however, such waa the 
activity of his mints, that Cohen records nearly 44) 
vuriotics of his coins.

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wonderful state of preservation and of their rarity, | have 
thought it well to include them in the Plate, bringing 
them together for facility of comparison. 

Both came to me from the great hoard of Roman gold 
eoins found near Karnak, Egypt, in 1901, in which [ be- 
lieve that nearly twenty coins of this Cuesur were present. 
Though their rarity ia thus diminished, they still com- 
mand extremely high prices. Doth the types are figured 
in the Rerue Belge de Numismetigue for 19027 

Of the two, No, Ll is the rarer, and in all probability 
the older. Macrinua, on his accession to the purple in 
4.0. 217, nominated his son Diadumenian, then of the uge 
of nine years, as Caesar, THe appenra to have been a 
youth of great promise, so that the legend SPES PVB- 
LICA on his first coins would be singularly appropriate. 
The title of PRUINCEPS [VVENTVTIS was probably 
conferred upon him soon after his nomination as Caesar, 
and by far the larger namber of his coins bear this title 
on the reverse. He perished with his father in battle 
after « short reign of fourteen montha. 

A temarkable point in connection with these: two coin 
is that No. Li presents a distinetly younger portrait than 
that on No. 12, in which the features, and especially the 
nose, have become more prononneed amd developed. How 
the engravers of the dies were able to keep pace with 
the chauges in the appearance of o growing boy is a 
mystery that lias yet to be solved,

This interesting coin is in my own collection, and 
varies from Cohen No. 265, especially on the obverse, 
which presenta the head of Elagabalus to the left in- 
stead of to the right, and gives the legend in a rather 
more extended form, 

The type seems to represent the bringing of the 
sacred black stone, the Elagnbul or Syrian sun-god, to 
Rome, 1 have elsewhere" spoken of the probability of 
Klugabalus having combined the worship of the sacred 
stone, the sun, and of Mithra. The original home of 
the worship of Elagabal, ‘the god of the mountainous 
part of Syria’ (?) wasat Emisa,* many of the coins of 
which city, from the time of Antoninus Pina downwards, 
hove the reverse type of the sacred stone, on which a 
large eagle ia sested. Whether this was the Homan 
tagle, or that which would be wppropriate on an “image 
that fell down from Jupiter," is uncertain, On this coin, 
however, the placing of the figure of the eagle upon the 
sacred stone may be intonded to show that this foreign 
divinity took an expecial interest: in Rome, of which tho 
king of birds was the recognised ensign or symbol. 

Thore has exinted: some doubt 43 to the signification of 
the foor stemmed objects placed in the chariot around

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the stone. Eckhel ” regarded them ns poles, on cach of 
which was placed a smaller sacred atone, The poles, 
however, in such s case, would hardly be able to sapport 
the weight of euch heavy bodies. Judging meroly from 
the coin under considuration, one might be tempted to 
regard the objects on the top of the four poles as hats or 
pilei, such as the Pontifices and Flamines wore on solemn 
occasions. They would thas typify the attendance of the 
priests. 

Cohen describes them as parasols or umbrellas; em- 
blems of dignity in the East, auch as that on the well- 
known copper coins of Herod Agrippa of Jadaea. In this 
view he is supported by the fact that on several coina of 
Eimisa," on which the conical atone is represented within 
a temple, it is accompanied on eithor side by an object of 
this kind, which far more nearly resembles a ceremonial 
paruwsol. I have therefore retained Cohen's description. 

For farther detaila with regard to Elagabalus and the 
sacred atone T would refer to Daremberg and Saglio's 
Diatiounive des Antiquités, av.

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This coin was found, together with a large number of 
gold coins mostly of Muximianus Horeulens, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Alexandrina, Egypt, in the spring of 19i2. 
T wequired jt in Cairo shortly after its discovery. 

Both Coben and Francesco Grmnecehi state that coins in 
gold of Balbinus are unknown. Several of the earlior 
writers on Romin numimnnatios, however, mention gold 
coins of this Emperor. In Mezzabarba’s edition of Oceo 
(1730) no Teas live varieties of hia gold voins are des- 
éeribed with the reverses FIDES MVTVAAVGG., PROVI- 
DENTIA DEORVM, and VICTORIA AVGG. | Vaillant 
(1743) gives one only with VOTIS DECENNALIBYS, 
and Kekhel (1825?) sites the coin described by Beger in 
his Thesaurus Brandenburgiensia,“ with the reverse AMOR 
MVTVVS AVGG.,, a4 of doubtful authenticity. 

It seems strange that none of these coins should have 
stood the test of time, but critical knowledge in the 
seventeenth and eightoenth centuries seema to have been 
at alow ebb among collectors, und the unxiety to fill a 
gap in a series tended to remove the safeguards against 
the forger’s art. 

The coin now under consideration is fortunately above 
al! suspicion, and its reverse corresponds with that of the 
gold coin of Pupienus, cited by Cohen (No. 37), from 
Caylus, so that the only two types in gold extant of 
the two colleagues Balbinus and Pupicnus are, in fact, 

Their joint reign in a.m. 238 lasted but, three months 
only, Thename of the Emperor in full was Decimus 
Caslius Balbinus. He was alrendy an old man when he 
and Pupienns were elected joint-emperors by the Senate.

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Something ia known of his previous history, He is 
reported to have been of noble birth, as he was descended. 
from Cornelius Balbus of Cadiz, the friend of Pompey, 
Cicero and Caesar, He waa rich and had been twice 
Consul, THe had governed in succession the most important 
of the peaceful provinces of the Empire, euch as Asin, 
Africa, Bithynia, Galatia, ete. Moreover, he was cole- 
brated as one of the best orators and pocta of the age, 
who had gained the esteem and love of all ranks, He 
waa to remain at Rome to direct the civil administration, 
while Pupienos proceeded with the urnny to encounter 
Maximinus.” After his death at Aquileia, by the hands 
of his own soldiers, the garrison at Rome, which had never 
been favourable to the two Emperors, violently took their 
lives, and Gordian LI, who had beon appointed Cuesar, 
succeeded them as Emperor.

Cripps’s coin fully bears out my remark. The Treaty of 
Pease betwoon Carausins and the two Emperora, Dioclo- 
tin and Maximian, was concluded in a.p. 290, and it has 
been suggested that that year is the probable date of the 
issue of these coins, The style of the bust on the ob- 
verse eeem4 to show that, like many of the copper coins 
of Carausius, these gold pieces were atruck in the mint of

The workmanship of this coin of Carausius. is spirited 
and bold, but there sre no indications of the mint ont 
which it waa struck, In my own colleetion, howsver, 
isaailver coin with the <ime type of obvurse, but with 
two hands joined on the reverse, and the legend OCON- 
CORDIA MILITVM and RS R in the exergue.

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SOME COINS OF EADGAR AND HENRY VIL! 


AmoNasr recent ucquisitions made by the British Museum 
are three coins bolonging to the Anglo-Saxon and English 
series, which appear to be of sufficient importance to merit 
some record. In none of these instances ia the type » new 
one; but each piece furnishes either an additional typo or 
i denomination new to the cotnage of the reign to which 
itbelongs The'coins are of Eadgar and Henvy VI. 

The first piece to be mentionoil is a penny of Eadgar, 
King of Wessex, of which the following illustration and 
deseription are given —

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This reverse type, though new to this reign, 1 however 
not unknown in the Anglo-Saxon series. It occurs in the 
previous reign of Kadwig. ‘These are, however, the only 
instances of tho mitre of this particular form. The 
connection between the two coins ia farther strengthened 
by the fuct that they both bear the same monoyers name 
and are of precisely the same fubrie. It may there- 
fore be concluded that the moneyer Oswald, who struck 
coins under Eadwigand Eadgar, wus one und the same 
individual, 

The ebject represented on the reverse at first sight is 
little difficult to define; but comparing it with illustrations 
of ecclesiastical ornamenta of the period, it is apparent 
that it is intended to represent a mitre, though the form ia 
somewhat claborate.. It is, hawever, not altogether unlike 
a pall oF pallium, und aa such it has often bean described. 
The T-shaped cross-und the rosette, symbolical of the 
Virgin, ure appropriate adjuncts to the main type. 

The type is clearly of an ecclesiastical nature, and ns 
euch the coin must have emanated from ane of the two 
principal eeclesinstien! centres of the time, Canterbury or 
York. There seoma littl difficulty in seleeting botween 
those mints. One strong argument in favour of Canterbury 
would be, that the nome of Oswald oy a moneyer @ not 
foutid on coins struck by the Northumbrian kings; but m 
ocotrs on the Wessex coins not infrequently before and 
after the reign of Eadgar? In the absence, therefore, of 
any munt records, we must be guided by similarity of 
fubric and style. If we take these us our guido, the elue 





® It ie not impossible that when Eadgar visited the North in 
ap. 078 he took with him bis moneyor Oewald, with the ox ress 
purpose of issuing coins daring ‘his stay in the Northumbrin: 
capital, 
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must be sought in tho earlier examplo, viz., in that struck 
by Eadwig. 

Since the reign of Eadward the Elder, the Kings of 
Woeeasex, as pecasion occurred, struck coins at York: The 
Anglo-Saxon chronicle relates that in 24“ Eudweard went 
northward and boilt borghe at Northampton and Beak- 
well, in Peskland, and-in the same year be was chosen 
for father and for lord by the king of the Scots and by 
the Scots, und by King Regnald and by all the North- 
umbriins.”” As the striking of coins was an inherent 
right of eovereiguty even at this: time, itis not impos- 
aiblo that when Esdward received the over-lordship 
from the Northumbrians he struck coins in their capital. 
If we wore to point out any which may have been issued 
there, we would certainly select same of those which bear 
representations of buildings, the hand of Providence, 
seroll ornaments, &e., as thoy are ao tatully unlike the 
usual types of the Wessex coins of thut period. Acthel- 
stat, Eadward’s successor, struck coins bearing a repre- 
sentation of York Minster, and Eadward styles himaolf 
" Rex Eboraci ” or“ Rex Eborncum.” On the Cory est 
of Northumbria by Eadred in 954 and the expulsion 
of Ero Blothox, a regular English mint was. established 
at York and coins were jesued by each snecesding 
monarch, Thus in the reign of Eadwig there are coins 
bearing the mint-unmoe of York. If we bam pares theme 
coins with that having the mitre on the reverse, it will be 
seen that they are of precisely similar style, ‘Tho obverses 
correspond in legend and typo, and on the reverse in both 
instances we hnve aclearly cut and defined rose, which would 
amuke it uppear that the dies of both suries wore engraved 
by the same hund, Having thus fixed tho mint-pluce of 
the coin of Endwig, the picee of Kadgar of similar typo 
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and by the same moneyer must be placed side by ade 
with it. and for that reason it should be ascribed to York. 

The next piece to be mentioned is also n coin of Eadgar, 
but it is of the very unusual denomination, a hulfpenny. 
It is the only specimen of this reign known. An illus- 
tration with deseription of this pieco follows,

The occurrence of a coin of this. denomination at this 
particular period would naturally be received with some 
suspicion. As to the genuineness of this coin, however, 
there cannot be any question. Before the reign of Eadgar, 
the only kings of Wessex of whom halfpennies are known, 
are Aclfred, Eadweard the Elder, and Eadred, the latrer 
being represented by only one specimen and a half, Ge 
gut penny. No coins of this denomination were struck by 
any of Badgar'’ssuceessors, Desides Wessex, Northumbria 
alone, of all the coin-issuing kingdoms of the Heptarchy, 
atruck hulfpennics, and these were issued by nearly all 
the Norse Kings. Halfdan, the firet Northumbrian king 
of that race, struck them, and they continued to be 
teen till nearly the end of the rule of these North- 
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umbrian kings. As Bodgar had established » mint at 
York, it is therefore to that’ place that we would ascribe 
this piece. Moreover, it is very probible that some of 
the coins of Alfred of this denomination were of Danish 
origin, and also thut those of Eudweard the Elder and 
Eadred were struck at York, ss we have shown above 
thut these last two Kings exercised the right of coinage 
af that mint. Besides the denomination, the type foo ia 
Hew to this reign, but not new to the Anglo-Saxon series. 
Pennies of very similar type are found umongat the coina 
of Eadweard the Elder. They are figured in Hawkins, 
PL XTY., No. 180; Ruding, PL XVI, Now 8 and 9; und 
Grit. Mus. Cat. ti, Py, VIIL, No, 6. Others are known 
of Aetholatan, swe Ruding, PL XVIL No. 12, and Frit. Mis, 
Cat_ii., Pl X. No. 8; Eadmund, Brit, Min. Oat. ii, 
Pl. XT. No.9; and Anluf yi, Mus. Cat. i PL AXTX.. 
No. 5, This lust pices, hawaver, appears to be a copy of 
Acthelstan'’s coin, as on tho obverse the legend reuds 
ANLAF REX TOD, o ‘olear corruption of the TOT. Bp. 
(Totius Britunniae), which occurs on tho latter's coins, A 
reimitkable resemblance; too, between the coin of Eudjar 
and those issued by Eadweard the Elder, is that the same 
letters oceur im each on the reverse at tho sides of the 
rost-stemnt. It would be rash to say that wll the coins of 
this type wore struck at York, but if the surmise that, the 
ubove hulfpenny is of that mint ia right, #2 in the ease of 
Anlaf, the monoyer took as his prototype a similar piece. 
of a preceding reign. The moneyer's name, Hildulf, 
dooe not deour on Northumbrian money, but it tm found oy 
ovine of Eadred of Wessex and Aecthelred TT, and he muy 
hate boen employed by Endpor in the aaine mpacity, and 
a4 14 oonjoctured with Oswalll, accompanied him int his

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As to the meaning of the letters 4 > on the reverse, 
no very satisfactory solution has been suggested. If the 
rose-tree has a religious signification, which isnot improb- 
ublo, may not these letters 4 be the initials of Yios Qeov. 
The forms of 4 =u, and >— th, are not infrequent on 
Northumbrian coins. It has also been suggested that 
they may stand for Wand A; but this is doubtful, as the 
letters. would be in the wrong position, and it is diffieult 
to make W from 4 and A from > The significance of 
these letters is in consequence still open to suggestions. 

The third coin to be mentioned is of Ister date, and 
belongs to quite another class. It isa noble of the first 
issue of Henry VI, It may be described us follows :—

The interest’of this coin ia in the ciroumstance that it 
belongs to the first or annulet coinage of Henry V1, of 
which hitherto no specimen has been known." It will bo

Tt id very clear, therefore, from their searee- 
tess, that very few gold coins were struck of the annulet 
coinage. | 

Of the attribution of the coins of this issue to Henry 
VI, it ia mot necessary to enter into any minute 
explanation, The subject hus been fully discussed by 
Mr. Neck in the Vamimatic Chrontele for 1871, and also in 
Hawkins’ Silrer Coins af England, 2nd and rd ed. Taking 
the coinage of Calais as our guide there can be little doubt 
but that this issue began during the reign of Henry V 
and was continued into thatof Henry VI. The pierced 
cross as 2 mini-mark occurs in both reigns; bot Hawkins 
has shown that the silver coins of this issue struck at 
York could only be given to Henry VI. It would 
therefore be difficult to state definitely whether these 
annulet gold coins helong to the last coinage of Henry 
V or te the first of Henry V1.2 It need only be added 
that the above coin gives us another link in the chain of the 
coimage of that time, which will be still further completed 
when we discover the half-noble and quarter-noble of the 
fourth issue. No doubt in time these also will turn up, 
the same manner as the noble and half-noble of the first 
issue have recently come to light.

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NOTES ON“ A NUMISMATIO HISTORY OF THE 
REIGN OF HENRY I" BY W. J. ANDREW? 


Tue relation of numismatica to other branches of his- 
torical study haw always been a peculiar one, Trained 
historians have rarely found time or energy to master 
ita details; and trained numismatista have been prone 
to content themselves with a slender historical equip- 
ment. Indeed, the treatise of Ruding remains almost 
the only instance of an attempt to combine both means 
of inquiry, 

The appearance of Mr, Andrew's monograph must 
therefore be of interest to numismatists and historians 
wlike. Only trained numismatiata can deal with the 
Hutnismatie thoories and fucts propounded in it; but 
‘students of history may be permitted to discuss thy 
histerical methods employed. In a treatin extending 
to eomw five hundred pages Mr. Andrew has attempted 
to arrange in chronological order every type of coin 
attributed to Henry I. He hoa examined all the 
extant coins, and notices in all @ thousand specimens, 
some of which, he warns us, have probably been described 
twice over. These eotns fnll into fifteen typea, which are 
arraoged by him in an order in which the profile types 
and the full-face types occur alternately. He ingeni- 
‘oualy gete over the difficulty that there is one profile type 
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too many for thia arrangement by placing the extra pro- 
file type after the inquest cf moneyers in 1125. And 
with further ingenuity he seeks support for his system 
from arguments drawn from the bistory of the family of 
Fitz-Otho, the hereditary cuttera of the King’s dies, 
The conclusion aimed at im this discussion ia that the 
issue of a profilo type involved the calling in of all issues 
prior to and including the Inst profile type. Certain 
numismutic evidence is addaced in support of this con- 
clusion. Of historical ovidence of ita truth or falsity 
there is no trace. 

The second main proposition of the book is, however, 
base upon evidence of an historic kind. Mr. Andrew 
has come to the conclusion that in the reign of Henry I 
provincial mints were mainly in private hands, and coald 
only coin money when the lord to whom they belonged 
was in. England. We muet admit that it seems to us 
wholly impossible tw find evidence cithor for or against 
such a theory, neither can we regard Mr. Andrew's 
atlwmpt to support it ax demanding serious refutation. 
The number of existing coins of the provincial mints 1s 
small; the movements of the great barons are imper= 
foctly known, anil their chronology often unnscertuinable. 
And-vet it is with.a cobweb of argument on such points 
that Mr. Andrew hoa filled the greater part of the-mono- 
graph before ws Deficientevidence has frequently produced 
bad history; and Mr. Andrew's paper is no exception to 
this low. 

flis treatment of the history of the mint of Exeter ia 
only one among many instances. Here the various men- 
tena of Exeter in Domesday, the Pipo Itoll of 1130 and” 
the Chronicles are carefully eet out; the history of the 
mint is given from tho combined study of the chronicles 
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and the coins; and finally the coins themselves aro enume- 
tated. In this case there aro 14 belonging to 5 types, 
? being of Hawkins’ type 255, Tt would appeur rash 
upon so small a bass to assume that these 5 types were 
ull the typesissued. Yet Mr. Andrew proceeds to explain 
not only that this was the case, but why it was the case, 
Unfortunately at the base of his explanation lies a funda- 
mental error, He assumes that tho city of Exeter he- 
longed to the Karla of Devon, whereas it ia well known 
that it belonged to Queen Maud, and that the Furl of 
Devon had no interest whatever in it. That hia whole 
account of the descent of the Redvers family ia incorrect 
ia. 6 small matter beside this fatal error, 

It is searcely necessary to follow Mr. Andrew's history 
of the. mint of Exeter further, but o few more instanves 
of his metbed may he given. A Cotton MS., which we 
hare been unulile to identify, but which Mir, Audrew cites 
an Cotton MS. Julii, B. 10, states that Henry I granted 
tw Richard de Tedyora the honour of Plympton. with 
other places and the fertivs denarius of tho county. Mr. 
Andrew's comment is characteristic: “ probably an error 
forthe terfine denavine of the city of Exeter only." Now 
as Richard de Redvers had the third penny of the county, 
es Karl of Devon, and had not the third penny of the city 
of Exeter, we muy he pardoned if we agrea with tho 

“®latement in “Cotton, Julii, BK 10," rather than with Mr. 
Anilrew's correction. 

Another instanes af the kind of ‘reasoning cploved 
may bequoted. In 1112," says Mr. Andrew, “oovurred 
the foundation of the Norman cathedrul * of Exeter, ‘by 
William do Warlowast. Vofortunately the charter is 

not extant, but the usual eustom would bo followed and 
the presence of the Lord of Exeter was hevessary to join 
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in the grant of its lands and endowments, So Haldwin, 
now probably of soe, would visit hie lordship of Exeter 
on that occasion to receive hia own confirmation charter, 
‘and to then grant the charter of foundation to the new 
church, which again would require a confirmation charter 
from the King. It is, therefore, no mere coincidence 
which gives ug type 267 (1112-1114) of this mint.” 

The actual fuot is, that in 1130 William de Warlewaat, 
Bishop of Exeter, began to build a new cathedral there. 
For this no charter of endowment was necessary, and no 
confirmation charter from the King. It is therefore not 
surprising that neither of them are extant; neither ean 
the presence of the Earl be considered in the lesat 
necessary ut such atime; and the whole edifice of Mr. 
Andrew's argument crumbles into fragments. 

Tt is not only im the case of Exeter that Mr. Andrew 
constructs his facts to fit his theory, In the ease of 
Lewes, being unable to account for the non-appearanes of 
certain types or “to explain this numismatic catastrophe 
by the misfortune of the Earl,” he takes. refuge in the 
allogation that the burgesses of Lewes betrayed Henry I 
in L101, » charge for which hea odduces no evidence 
worth a moment's consideration, 

Another serious defect in Mr, Andrew's equipment is 
hia ignorance of medieval Latin. He quotes Roger of 
Wendover in Giles’s translation, and prefers to cite the 
Dialogus de Seaccario in Dr. Henderson's imacourate 
version. On page 157 he extends hiibz into Aonoridus, 
and tranalates it “fees or rewards," and then embarks 
upon a discussion of Exchequer practice, which we are 
wholly unible to understand. In another place be trans- 
lates “ placitum thesnuri” as a Treasury plea, though 
Glanvill would have told him what it meant. He con- 
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fuses ‘portus' with " porta,” and thus elnborates the 
strange theory, which he turns. tosuch wonderful aceount 
in his story of the Nottingham mint. And yet the Win- 
chester Domesday, which ho quotes, might have saved 
him from making the assertion that “ the gate, aceording 
to the institutes of Ethelred DT, was the place of 
comage"; for in Winobester the mint was in the market- 
place. 

‘Tt would be easy to select’ further instances of the same 
kind. One more must not be omitted. In bis secount 
of Rochester Mr, Andrew cites from Ruding tho atate- 
ment made hy Mr, North, on the authority of the Textus 
Rolfensis, that Geldwine and Robert were moneyers at 
Rochester in the time of Henry I. “This,” Mr. Andrew 
commonts, “is the usual error ; . . enaused by land being 
described in later confirmation obafters under the original 
description,” and goes on to point out that Geldwine 
coined under Edward the Confessor. Now the churtera 
in the Textis Tloifensis are oa follows: A charter by 
Geldwin, with the witnesses given; and a charter by a 
Geldwine Grec, to which Geldwin and Tobert are both 
witnesses: Hoth these charters are witnessed by Helwes, 
the Archdeacon, who is known to have been Archdeacon 
of Canterbury in 1134. Had Mr. Andrew looked at the 
Textua Rofforsis instead of speoulating as to the truth of 
Ruding’s statement, he might have saved himself the 
trouble of writing u whole page of print, 

The need, in fact, remains that o numismatist with « 
knowledge of history should do over again in the light 
of moder evidence the work that Ruding attempted. 
Roding ts not exempt from blunders, and hia omisaions 
are mony. Hut his mistakes are usually patent, and 
his omissions can be eupplied, And ono virtue of capital

specially worthy of notice an early obol of Larisa, showing 
the symp seated on a bydrin, and replacing one of her 
sandals which has bexane lowe during her ciforts to while 
away the time at the fountain by a game of ball. It w a. 
wonderful ¢th century mc. picture in a cirele of lee than 
half-on-ineh in diameter. A tetradrachm of Enbata bi « fine

Mr. J. HH. Tens, in the Euglish Historical Review,! has 
aloo rommented on Mr, Andrew's History, mainly in commnsc- 
tion with the Mint of Colchester. It is not for me here to 
sy whether the critica ara right or wrong az to facts, but 
when wo consider the vast area of the field covernd by 
Mr. Andrew, we tnist feel that jt would be strange indued if 
lie Hl not occasionally fal) inte erfor. As nomismatiste we 
nit all acknowledge cur indebtedness to him for the immense 
lahwor that he mnidertook in: oullecting partioulare of all the 
known coins of Tienry I, and) forthe skill shown jn the 
difficult tuak of arranging hair type.
